It coogratulatcd bis Majei^y very arti- 
ficially upoft the J^mng rf the Prelmina* 
ries, and yet more artificially, made the 
near Profpcft of a general Tranquility, 
depend on his Majefty's purfuing ihc/amt 
MeaJureSf which had been i^en by his 
Royal Father. In Return for his MajcAy's 
Compliments on the Vigour and Resolu- 
tion of the laft Seffioa, they acknowledg'd 
it for the neateft Encouragement, they 
could poffibfy receive, to find his Majefty 
fo early banning to leflen the public Exr 
pences, and lefoWd to reduce his Forces, 

In the next Poeagrdph, they make a 
Free-will Oflferh^ of their Lisa and For- 
(tffutt itt-SoppoEt of his Majefty^ oockHibtod 
Right and Title. 

His Majedy's Royal Virtues are aext en»- 
Uazoo'd, and then. tbofe of his Royal Coa-

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fideration that the Seven Hundred Thoufand 
a Vcar, granted to [he late King, fell 
iiiorti and they (the Houfe) were oblig'd 
to make it up another Way ; as, Hkewife, 
that hi& prefent Majefty's Expences, on ac- 
count of the Largenefs of his Family, and 
the fettling a Houftiold for the Qu^een, 
were likely to encreafc, took upon him to 
move. That the entire Funds which had 
been fet apart for the C/W Z-^, and pro- 
duc'd about One Hundred and Thirty 
Thoufand Pounds a Year, above the faid 
yearly Sum of 700,000/. might be fettled 
on his Majefty for Life. 

A furprizing Demand ! But what is more 
furprizing ftill, fcarce any Body befidcs Mr, 
Shipper! appears on Record to have oppos'd 
it: And upon how good Grounds he did fo, 
will be beft underftood from the following 
ExtraQs, taken from his Speech on that Oc- 
cafion, which contain too many remarkable 
Particulars to be omitied: 

" I remember very well, that the yearly 
Sum of 700,000/. {[ho' now thought too 
little) was not obtained for his late Majcfty, 
without a long and folemn Debate; and ic 
was allow'd by every one that contended 
for it, to be an ample, Royal Revenue. Nor 
was it ask'd inconfideraiely, and on a fud- 
den ; it was ask'd on mature Deliberation, 
Z ^ after 
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after the Queen's Civil Lift Branches were 
found deficient ; it was ask'd after many 
Computations had been made of every 
Charge requifite to fuppori the Honour and 
Dignity of the Crown, and to maitttain the 
prefeht Royal Family: It was" ask'd, after 
duly weighing what Provifion would be fuf- 
ficient to anfwer all the ordinary and extra- 
ordinary Occafions of the Civil Govern- 
ment ; what would be fufHcient to anfwer 
all proper Augmentations of Salaries, all 
reafonable and charitable Pentions, all fe- 
cret Services at Home and Abroad, necellary 
to carry on a juft and wife Adminiftration : 
It was ask'd by the honourable Perfon him- 
felf, and others, who were entering into 
great Employments, who were going to tafte 
of the Royal Bounty; who, therefore, could 
not poflibty be fufpefled to have any De- 
lign of cramping his Majefty by a too con- 
tracted and narrow Revenue. 

" Nor is it any Objedlion to the Reafon- 
ing of thacTime, wTien the 700,000/. were 
granted to the late King, or to the Compu- 
tations then made, that this Sum is faid to 
have been found by the Experience of fafl 
Times, not to be anfwerable to the Neccflx- 
lies of the Civil Government. 

For ibis Experience could not be found in 

the C^cen's Reign, becaufe her Civil Lift 

Branches 
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BntDches feldom amounted to 600,000/* 
commonly to about 550,000/. and fome- 
limes to a very little above 500,000 /, as 
appears by Accounts formerly laid before 
thisHoufe; and I will not fuppofe thofe 
Accounts which were brought from the 
Trcafury to be oiherwife than true. 

" Tho' her Revenues were fo low, yet 
(be called upon her Parliament but once in 
a Reign of above thirteen Years, to pay the 
Debts contracted in her Civil Governmenr. 

" But (he was fo fenfible of the Incon- 
venience, and fo determin'd never to apply 
to her Parliament again in the like Manner, 
that Ihe order'd a conliderable Reduiftion 
to be made of her Civil Government Ex- 
pences. 1 have feen a Scheme of this Re- 
dudion. as it was actually fettled a little 
before her Death, and intended to com- 
mence the Lady-Day following. 'Twould 
be tedious to go thro' all the particular Ar- 
ticles of it, and I will only name three or 
four. The Cofferer's Offic,c Payments were 
reduced from 85,000/. to 75,000/. The 
Allowances for Foreign Minifters, from 
75,000/. to 30,000/. Pcnfioas and Boun- 
ties from 87,490 odd Pounds, to 60,000 /. 
Secret Services from 27,000/. to 20,000/, 
A Sum furprizingly fmall, when compar'd 
with the late Dlsburfements on that Head! 
Z 2 In 
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In (horr, the whole yearly Expences were 
defigned to be reduced to 459,941/. And 
that would have been done without eclipf' 
jng the Glory of the Crown ; which feme 
Gentlemen fo roundly affirm, cannot now 
be maintained under aimed a double Ap- 
pointment. 

" From hcnccit appears plainly, that this 
Argument of the Experience of paft TimeSy 
can have no Reference to the Cjueen's Reign. 
It muft therefore be apply'd (the' put in the 
Plural Number) to the late Adminiflration 
only; and I confcfs, if the fame Manage- 
ment was to be continu'd, if the fame Mi- 
nifters were to be again cmploy'd, a. Million 
a Year would not be fufficient to carry on 
the exorbitant Expences, fo often, and fo 
juftly complain'd of in this Houfe. For it 
is notorious, it is frefli in all our Memories, 
that, bcfides the yearly 700,000/. there have 
been many occafional Taxes, manyexccffive 
Sums raifed, and they have been all funk 
in that bottomlefe Gulph of Secret Service. 
Firft, the memorable 250,000/. was rais'd 
(in Defiance of the aniient Parliamentary 
Methods) to fecure us from the Apprehen- 
fions of a Swedijh Invafion. Then the two 
Infurance Offices were ereifled in as irregular 
a Manner, by a Bill brought into this Houfe 
(at the latter End of a SeHion, and after 
the 
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the Committee of Supply had been clofed) 
by ihe Ihnourabk Perjbn, on his Return into 
Power ; and thofe Bubbles paid near 
300,000 /. for their Charters. Then a new 
Scene of Affairs opening in Sweden, changed 
our Enmity into an AUlance; there was a 
Subfidy of 72000/. implicitly granted to 
piake good_/5M^ Secret Bargain and Engage- 
ment with that Crown. At the fame time 
near 24,00* /. was given for burning two 
Merchant Ships arrived from infeiSed 
Places; but tho' the Goods, as well as the 
Ships, were paid for by this Houfe, that 
they might {without Injury to the Owners) 
be deftroy'd for the Public Safety, yet moft 
of them were privately convey 'd into the 
Counties adjacent to the Port where the 
Ships lay, and fold there. Then foon af- 
ter, a Sum of 500,000 /. was demanded and 
granted for the Payment of the Civil Li(^ 
Debts; On which Occafion his late Majcfty 
declared in his MefTage, that He was re- 
Jbhed to caufe a Retrenchment to be made qf 
his Expences for the future : But, notwith- 
Aanding that Refolution, in lefs than four 
Years (the NecefHties of the Government 
having render'd the promifed Retrench- 
ment impradlicable)' there was a new De- 
-uiaod, and a new Grant of 500,000 /. more, 
ID difchat^e new IncumbrEinceB. 1 might

mention too, die Spanijh Ships which were 
taken in the famous Mediterranean Sea- 
Fight, and (as we have Rcafon to believe) 
fold for a confidcrable Sum of Money. 
Nor is it poflible to, forget the 120,000 /, 
which we could only be told, the lad Sef- 
iion (in a general unexplain'd Article) was 
jkretly difpofed of, for the Public Utility, 
for the Confervation of the Peace of Em- 
rope, and for the Security of the Commerce 
and Navigalien of Great Britain. 

" After all thefe, and other extraordinary 
Supplies (I am informed) there yet remains 
a Debt in the Civil Government of above 
600,000 /, If fo, furcly there muft have 
been a mofl: egregious Negledl of Duty, to, 
fay no worfe j there muft have been a ftrange 
Spirit of Extravagance fomewhere; or fuch 
immenfe Sums could never have been fo 
foon, fo infenfihly fquandcr'd away." 

But all thefe ftrong Circumftances were 
urg'd to no Purpofe ; the Motion was una- 
nimoujly agreed to ; not even the zealous 
Mr. Pulteney diflented ; iho' not only He, 
but everyone befides, was fully fenfible, that 
in granting this dreadful Article, they 
granted all Things ; as hath fince been fa- 
tally demonftrated, in the Report of the 
Secret Committee, appointed to enquire into 
the 
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the LAST I'm tears Conduit oi Robert Earl 
oi Or ford. 

They hkewife complimented Queen Ca- 
roline with a Settlement of 100,000 1, per 
Ann. in cafe (he furviv'd his Majefty. 

And thus Oatjok Bufinefs of this SelBon 
(for no body feems to have thought of 
coupling Redreft of Grievances with thefe 
mighty Donations) being over, his Majefty 
put an End to it, July 8, with a Speech 
full of Acknowledgments ; and having men- 
tion'd his Intention to di0blve this true and 
trufiy Parliament, did not lofe the Oppor- 
tunity of recommending it to his People, to 
chufe judfucb another: For, iho' upon the 
£rft Divilions, during the firil SeHion, the 
Oppofuion appeared to be almoft Two Hun- 
dred flrong, it dwindled by degrees to about 
Half that Number i who, tho" enough to 
make a Noife, were too few to give his 
Minifter any material Interruption. 

The mofl remarkable Incidents which

of their tv>n Count'tn, and without any Defign to give any 
Trouble, or to caufe any Injury either to the Emperor or 
Empire, nor to any other Power whatfoever. They have for 
ihis Putpore given their fuiEcient Powers to, yf.". 

Period 
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Period of his Reign might have been di- 
ftinguifli'd with a Reduiflion of his Forces^ 
a Dimunition of Taxes, &c. Exprcfling 
his Senjihility of our prefent unealy Situa- 
tion, in which we have fuffer'd the In-> 
c&nveniencies of a War, without any Op- 
portunity of rcfenting the Injuries we 
fudain'd: Laying it to the Charge of f^j/n, 
that the Ratification of the Preliminaries 
bad been fo long delay'd ; mentioning the 
Pleafure he took in acquainting them, that 
all DifHcukies which retarded the opening 
the Congrefs would foon be entirely ter 
mov'd ; Declaring, however, that it would 
be abfolutely neceffary to continue the 
Preparations, which have hitherto been our 
Security j Promifing again to reduce the 
pubHc Expenceas foon as poHible ; alluring 
the Houfe of Commons^ that tho' the Sup^ 
plies of the Year cj^ceed his Wifhes and 
Inclinations, they fliould be employ'd _yo/f/? 
for the Intereft and Securjry of the Nation : 
Hinting, That if any Method can be found 
to rai(e the faid Supplies, lefs grievous than 
another, it ought to have the Preference \ 
Recommending Greenwich Hofpital to their 
Care, that Seamen . may be invited into 
the Service rather than be compell'd to 
come in ; and clofing all with a Caution 
^0 both Houfes, fo to adt;, as may convince 
the 
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the World that none among them were 
capable, for any Fiews whatever, to wi(h 
the Dijirejs of their Country, or to give 
an Occafion from the ProJpeSi of DifficuU 
ties that may arife and ^fomented here 
at Home, to interrupt or difappoint our 
prefent Promifing Expedations, &c. 

Nothing could better Jhew the happy 
EfFeds of the familiar Intercourfe which, 
fince the Revolution, had been open'd be- 
tween the Court and the Houfe of Commons^ 
than their Addreis of Thanks for this moft 
gracious Speech, Viz. 

That his Majefty was fenfible of his 
People's Grievances, they took as kindly 
as if he had redrefs'd them : They 
thought it was impofliblc for any Diflen- 
tion to prevent their feeling the good Ef- 
ftOs of his Prudence, as it was for any 
Event to make them forget the Marks 
they had already receiv'd of bis ASe(3ioD. 

They extol his Glory to the Skies, for 
preferring the Care of his People to every 
other ConQderation,evcn the Peace of all Eu-. ' 
rope, &c. and congratulate him on the near 
ProJpeB of the Succefs of his Negotiations: 
But if thofe Negotiations (hould unexped- 
cdly fail, they declare their Refolution to 
enable his Majcfty to do himfelf Right, noc- 

thftanding. They anticipate their own 
Votes, 
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Votes, and engage themfelves to furnidi 
him with whatever Supplies may be •wanted ; 
in the AfTurance, that he will ask no more 
of hiG People than Is necessary for their 
■OWN Interest and Security. 

They lignify their Intention to raife the 
faid Supplies in the Manner ^/W<S?f(/ by his 
Majcfty; exprefs an entire Dependence on his 
Majefty's Juftice and Wifiiom, as to the Ap- 
plication; make no manner of Doukt of 
his Majefty's paternal Goodnefs in point of 
the Reductions neceflary to be made, fome 
Time or other, for oar prefent Eafe, withouc 
endangering out future Safety ; affure him, 
with great Confidence, that they do not 
imagine any Dangers or Difficulties can 
anje, which his Majefty's Prudence, Cau- 
tion, Abilities and Experience, with the Af^ 
fiftance ot his Allies, his Parliament, and 
his People; will not ea^ dijpei : Undertake 
for Greenwich Hofpital j declare, that no 
Difputes or Difterences, among thcmfclves, 
ihall give the Adverfaty any Advantage ; as 
likewife, that they cannot give better Evi- 
dence of their LoyE to their Coun- 
try, than ^;'<zi:(j^da/Dcmonftration of their 
Duty to the best of Kings, &c. &c. &c. 

Nor did their Actions fall ftiort of theip 

Promifes; for they voted firft 15000 Sea- 

fnen j and then jhai the Standing Jrmyy un- 

dcf 
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der the Head of Guards and Garrifins, 
ftiould confift of 22,955 ^™ * '*^is '^^ 
Article indeed was difputed ; the Minority 
contending, that the Augmentation of 8000, 
made laft Year, ought to be * entirely re- 
duc'd : But it was eafy for 290 to confute 
S4, and fo the Army obtain'd another 
ViBory. 

The 12000 Hf^dsTroops came next into 
play.and were oppos'd withMighi and Main, 
by the fame -f- Gentlemen who had fhewn 
their Teeth in the Affair of the Standir^ 
Army '. But his Excellency Mr. H. Walple 
taking upon him to fliew, that the faid 
Troops were neceifary to keep the Peace of 
Germany^ and that they could not be diC- 
pens'd with, till the Congrefs at Cambray 
was over, the faid 84 vitxtfilenced as before. 

If from great Things we may defcend to 
fmall, ic may not be amifs to take Notice, 
that the Exchequer having been robb'd of 
4191/. 14;. bd. a Bill was brought in to 
indemnify the Office, and faddle the Lofs 
upon the People.

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Queen Elizabeib left us a Precedent of 
' Subfidies remitted to her Subjeflsj but 
in this Reign of the best of Kings, after 
his generous Commons, within the Space of 
THRBE Weeks, had given him no lefs than 
Four J Millions, wc meet with a Mef- 
fage, demanding to be enabled (by a Vote 
of Credit) to difcharge iuch Engagements 
z%Jlili remain unfatisfy'd ; and fuch a Vote 
placing an entire Confidence^ was pafs'd ac- 
cordingly by 237 Voices againft loi, and 
ordered to be prcfented to his Majcfty by 
the nvhole Houje. 

The Mortgaging the Surplus of the 
Coal Duty to the Bankj having drawn the

6ve Pounds, fixteen Shillings and Four- 
pence Three Farthings, which will be if^ 
fuedat Lady-Day 1728, towards difcharging 
the faid Debts,) amount to Six Millions, 
Six Hundred Forty-eight Thoufand, Seven 
Hundred Sixty-two Pounds, Five Shillings

Hereupon there arofe a very warm aod 
long Debate, that lafted till paft Eight of 
the Clock in the Evening % in which the 
Minority, headed by the Two PuUeneys, &c. 
urg'd, •' That, noiwithftanding the Supplies 
which were annually raifed in the laft Reign, 
notwithftanding the great Sums of Money 
given from Time to Time, for extraordi- 
nary Expences, and fecrei Service, not- 
withftanding the Pr-oduce of the Sinking 
Fund, the Public Debts, for the gradual V)K-. 
charge of which that famous Prt^eil was 
iaid to be contrived, were rather encreafed 
than leilened ; and this in a Time of almoll 
uninterrupted Peace and Tranquility, which 
muft be owing to a very profufe Manage- 
ment of the public Treafure; and yielded 
but . a very melancholy Profpeifl ; fince, at 
this Rate, our Debts muft ftill grow fafter, 
in cafe of a War, or public Troubles; fo 
chat the heavy and numerous Taxes that 
now 
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now lay upon the Nation, muft be perpe- 
tuated to the lateft Pofteriiy.*' 

Then, entering upon Paniculars, they 
took Notice of the Artifice with which the 
jiccounti that lay before them, were drawn 
up : That, in order to fwell T^bat of the 
Sums faid to have been ifTued and applied 
towards the Difcharge of the public Debts, 
incurred before " CAr^wdf 1716, there was 
added to it above three Millions, for the 
advanced Price given in the Year 1720, in 
order to make the Irredeemables redeem- 
able, which could not properly be calW a. 
Payment of thofe Debts ; whereas, on the 
other hand, in the Account of the prefent 
National De&t, or of the Increafe of that 
Debt fince Cbriftmas if i6, feveral large Sums 
were omitted ; particularly One Million, 
raifed upon the Credit of the Cvoil Lifi, and 
feveral Deficiences on the Land Tax, Malt^ 
and other Funds, which certainly ftill re- 
mained a Public Debt. Sir i?— W ^ 

againft whom thefe Objections and Reflexi- 
ons were chiefly levelled, not only fuflained, 
'but attempted to rcpell the Attacks of his 
Antagonifls ; and, in a long Speech, ha- 
ving fliewed the Nature and State of the 
public Debts, and the Operation and Effi- 
cacy of the Sinking Fund, ftrenuoufly main- 
tain'd the Ailertton contain'd in the Mo- 
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tion > which was finally carry 'd, and in a 
pompous Reprefcntfiuon, laid before his 
Majefty, by way of Triumph ; to which he 
was pleas'd to return a mofl gracious An- 
iwct* ; which, for Rcafoiis but too obvious 
to every Reader, dcferves to be inierted en- 
tire.

1. The Coal-Tax bciftg pfduUaf to the 
Port of Lenehi, -and ojjjhfequcmly laying /le- 
c«/wr Haidfliips both on the Trade and the 
Inhabitants ihcfoof, the Lord Mayor, &c. 
prefented a Petition againft the Mortgage 
to the Bank above- mem ion 'd, as tending to 
perpetuate the faid Tax j but had the Mor- 
lification to have their Petition tcjedled, by 
a Majority of 214 againfl 92. 

2. A Motion having been made to ad- 
drcfs for a particular and diftinft Account 
of the 250,600 /. which, in the Accounts of 
the Year 1 727, is charg'd to have been if- 
fued for liems not therein fpecify'd, fuch ati 
Addrels was permitted to pafs, and was 
prefented to his Majefty ; who, in his moft 
gracious Anfwer, was pfeas'd to quote the 
Concejjiom made by the Houfe to his Royal 
Father ; and further to fignify, That the 
Sum in queflion had been apply'd, partly 
by his Father, and partly by himfelf, for 
carrying onnecelTary Services, of the utmoft 
Imptytaiice 10 thefe Kingdoms, which re- 
quite the greatcft Secrecy, (2c. 

A a 3. Mr. 
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3. Mr. IV. PuUeney, hereupon, rais'd ftf-' 
veral Objections agaiod: fuch a vague and 
general Way of accounting for Public Mo- 
ney, as tending to render Parliaments alto- 
gether ujdej'iy 10 cover Emhezzlementit and 
to skreen corrupt and rapacious Mtnlilers : 
The Majority were, however, of a different 
Opinion i for a Motion being made to ad- 
journ the Houfe, it was carry'd by 202 Votes 
againft 66. 

4. In the Account general of the Pub- 
lic Debts, laid before (he Houfe, it appear'd 
that one whole Article, relating to the Du- 
ty upon Wrought Plate, wasU/i out-, upon 
which Occafion, fome fevere Reflections 
were made on the NegleCt and Carelefsnels 
wherewith the public Accounts, laid before 
the Houfe, were made up : And, in order 
10 prevent the like for the future, it was 
mov'd. That all Accounts delivered to the 
Houfe, from the Exchequer, fhould tw fign'd 
cither by rhe Auditor, or the Clerk of the 
Pells, or by their Deputies : But even this 
was too great a Favour to the Public ; and 
therefore had a Negative pais'd 'ipon it. 

Laftly, A few Days before the Clofe of 

the SeffioD, Mr. Pulteney having Urg'd, that 

great Abufes had t>een committed in the 

Grants of Wood-Falls in the late Reign ; 

and 
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bnd a Motion being made for an Addrels, 
that ail Accoudc of Falls and Sales, from 
Chrijimaiiji£y to June 1720, might be laid 
before the Houfe, Sir R. W. was pleas'd to 
cxprefe his Difapprobation of fuch an Ad- 
drefs, as what might be injurious to the Dehd^ 
and unprojit^bk to the Livit^ ; and, there- 
upon, tbc Previous ^^jiion ttifled all fur- 
ther Proceedings. 

May 28, His Majefty, in a inoft gra- 
cious Spett:h, acknowkdg'd the Difpatcb, 
Zeal, and Unanimity of both Houfes, Cg- 
nified his Expedaiions that the Congrefs 
would^B beopen'd.aDdywa happily clos'd } 
Thank'd the CommonE in particular for 
their eifcftual Supplies, f^c. and put an 
End to the Seflion. 

In June the faid Congrefs was open'd at 
Soijfons, under the Mediation of France ; 
and in September^ his Majefty took PolTeSion 
of bis Stall ztWindfor, as Sovereign of the 
Garter^ with the ufual Ceremonies ; which 
are the only remarkable Events, which haj>- 
pen'd during the Recefs; except the Arrival 
of the Prince of Wales from Hanover ; who, 
after having been fo long neglected, was 
fent for in fuch a Hurry, that fcarce any 
Preparation was made for his Reception : 
Whence we are fairly auihoris'd to con- 
clude, that, liad not an intended Motion of 
A a 2 the 
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the Anti- Courtiers relating to his R. H. 
taken Air, England^ perhaps, would have 
lamented his Ablence at this Day. 

Jan. 21. His Majefty, lo a mod 
'^* ^" gracious Speech to both Houfes, fet 
forth his Concern, on being again oblig'd to 
fpcak to his Parliament in a State oiUncer~ 
tainty^ and that a juft Regard for the Eafe 
and Intereft of his People alone prevail'd 
with him rather to fuffer fome temporary 
Incottvefiiencies with the daily Profpeft of 
Peace, than, too precipitately, to kindle a 
War in Earvpe, and plunge the Nation into 
flill greater and unknown Expences. 

He then bcftow'd two Paragraphs upon 
the happy Union eftabliHi'd among his Al- 
lies, and the happy E&£U to be expe^ed 
from it. 

j^gain mention'd his Hopes to have {cen 
the Public Expences le&n'd before that 
Time, but found Reafqns to demand a Con« 
linuance of them ;. declin'd a Detail of the 
Caufes and Motives of the prefent Delays 
in the Courts of Madrid and Viemjo, * But 

* IF, among other Reafons, continued his 

* Majefty, Hopes given from hence of creat- 

* ing Difcontents and Divijiow among my 

* Subjefls, and a Profpeft of feeing Diffi- 

* culties arife at Home, have greatly en~ 

* courag'd them in their dilatory Proceed- 
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* ings, I am perfuaded, that your known 

* Affoflioft to me, and a juft Regard for 

* your own Honour, and the Intereft and 

* Security of the Nation, will determine 

* you eifcdhially to difcourage the unnatural 

* and injurious PraSiicet of some Few, 

* who fuggcft the Means of dijirejjing their 

* Country, and afterwards clamour at the 

* Ittconveniencies which they themfelves 

* have occalioncd. It is more than proba- 

* ble, that foreign Courts will wait now 

* for the Refult of -.your Deliberations, and 

* as you may depend upon my Confiancy

However home thefe Reflections were 
upon thofe who oppos'd the Court Mea- 
fures, or how apparently foever tending to 
abridge the Freedom of Parliament, the 
Majority of both Houfes bctray'd no Re- 
fentmentj bur, on the contrary, infilled up- 
on Thanks for, and Compliances with, 
every Article : When, therefore, the Mino- 
rity in the Houfc of Commons ftickl'd only 
for the Alteration of zjingk Word in the Ad- 
drefs, Restore yor Secure the Commerce, 
and fupportcd. their Claim with unanfwer- 
Aa 3 able 
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able Reafons, drawn from notorioui Fafts^ 
they were defeated by 249 Voices againft 

87- 

Havinggiven thisEarneft of their Dua- 
lity and Complaifance, wearenot to wonder 
that the whole Seffion was of a-piece. 

Fifteen Thoufand Men were voted, \tt 
the &ft Place, for the Navy, and 2300^ 
for Guards and Garrifons ; tho' both Mr. 
Puhettey and Mr. Sbippen undertook to (hew 
how dangerous and nfclefe a Standing J^my 
was to England in Times of Peace : The 
Laft, in particular, quoted the Bill of Rights^ 
and made no Scruple to afcribe the Misfor- 
tunes of James 11. to the Breaches he made 
in our Conllitution, by endeavouring to in- 
troduce a Military Government. 

But all was in vain ; in the Market, 
Money governs all Things ; and neither 
Philofophy nor Rhetoric are of any We^r. 

Thus, likewife, when the Pay of the 
j2,oopH'^<iwForces,amounting 10241,259/. 
IS. 3 </. and 25,000 /. for thofe of Wolfen- 
buttle canie under Confideration, tho' Mr. 
Pulteney urg'd, that the Landgrave of Hejft 
maintain'd but 5000 additional Men for 
the Service of the Allies of Hanover ; that 
his Highnefs of Wolfenbuttle had made m. 
Augmentation at' all \ and confcquently, that 
we ought to pay for no more than were 
aftually 
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flflually rais'd upon our Account; the Ma- 
jority would hear of no Abatement. The 
King's Engagements were to be made good, 
and Loyalty got the better of Oeconomy. 
An Addrcfs, however, was obtain'd. That 
whenever it was neceflary for his Majefty 
to take foreign Troops into his Pay, he 
would be gracioufly pleas'd to ufe his En~ 
Jeaveurs, that they might be cloath'd with 
the Manofadure of Great Britain. 

At the fame time, likewife, the annual 
Subfidy of 50,000 /. was voted to the King 
of Sweden. 

But, over and above thefc open and a- 
vowed Staie-JobSy which were neceflary 
for the Support of our foreign Syjiem, our 
notable Minifters had, likewife, ccrtaiti 
other Points to carry, which were equally 
neceflary to make Things eafy at Hoipe. 

N(Wy Billi were now circulating confi- 
derably under Par, as Army Debentures had 
done formerly, and confequcntly prcfented a 
new Opening for one of ihofe golden Har- 
vefts, without which, it fcems, no Govern,' 
ment it worth ferving. 

Accordingly an Account was call'd for, 
and prefented to the Houfe, of tlie Amount 
of the Intereft Money which had been paid 
for Navy and VtBualling Bi/lsy from iJe- 
cember 25f 1721, to Dec. 2^, 1728; upon 
A a 4 which. 
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which, the Leaders of ihe Opppfition^t 
taking the Alarm, firft declar'd, That, not- 
withftandipg the Oeconomy faid 10 be eft^- 
blilhed in the Management of tbe Reve-t 
nues, it Etppear'd the Public Debts encreas'4 
every Year j and then mow'd. That the 
Supplies nece^ry for the current Service 
of the Year might be rais'd without creat- 
ing any new Debts upon ^ny new Fun4 
whaifoevtrr : Byi as this was laying the A:^ 
to the Root, the Motion pafs'd in the Ne- 
gative, I (hintc, wichouc a Divifion : And, 
fome Days after, 500,000/. was granted fof 
difcharging the like Sum in Exchequer Bills^ 
made fjrth towards the difcharging the 
Wages due to Seamefi. 

With regard to Ways and Means, be- 
fidcs the Mfilt Bill, Three Shillings in the 
Pound were this Year laid upon Land, fif^. 
and 1^000,250/. was rais'd by Saleof^^tfn- 
nuities, not exceeding 5c,ooo /. per jim. re- 
deemable by Parliament : But when a Mo- 
tion was made for the Houfe (o confider Ojf 
proper Mfans tq take off the Duties upon 
Soap and Candles, the Previous Qucftiop 
was put, and pafs'd in the Negative, by 217 
againil: 79. 

But that which, at this Time, principally 

cngrofs'd the Attention of jhc Nation, was 

the State of our Commerce, with refpc^l 

to the Outragei of Spain: By way of Intro- 

du^tioii. 
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4o£tion, therefore, to what was to follow, 
a Motion was made, That the South Sea Di- 
reSion do lay before the Houfe an Account 
of the DeiQanda which the Company had 
upon the Spaniards, fince the Year 1717, 
for Seizures made by them on the faid 
Company i but fuch an Intereft had the 
Spaniards in the Houfe, that the C^efUoa 
wa@ carry'd in the Negative. 

, Not difcourag'd, however, by this un- 
promifing Outfet.the Merchants of Londort, 
Briftol, and Leverpool, trading to America, 
feverally prefented Petitions, fetting fonh 
theLoiTes iheyhad fuflainedby theE>epreda- 
(tons of that infulting Nation ; and madeout 
their Allegations at the Bar of the Houfc, 
in fo full apd undeniable a Manner, that 
even the Minifter himfelf could not avoid 
permittiag the following Refolutlon to pafe, 
Ne/pive Cotttradicente, viz. *' That an hum- 
ble Addrefs be prefeoted to defire his Mar 
jefty to ufe his utmofi Endeavours, to pre- 
vent fuch Depredations, to procure juft and 
reafonablc Satisfadlion for the LolTes fur 
flain'd, and to fecure to his Subjects the free 
Eyercife of Commerce and Navigation to 
and from the Brittjb Colonies in America' 

To all which Particulars, his Majefty 
was pleas'd to return a gracious Anfwer; 
and the Houf? rcturn'd the Ccmplimeia 
yrith ^n Addrefs of Thanks, 

Thp 
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The Houfe, afterwards, proceeded to 
take into Coofideration the Sufferings of tho 
Merchants trading to Spain, Portugal, and 
Italy i and, in the Iflue, refolv'd, That feve- 
ral Ships, Merchandizes, and £ffe(aE, be-, 
longing to the faid Merchants, had been 
taken and feized in Violation of Treaties, 
for which no Reftitution had been made, 
and that the Mailers and Crews of feveral 
of the faid Ships had been barlmroujiy and 
inhumanly treated. 

But, in order to make their Cma^t to the 
Mmjgr,^svcl\a.9temperize with theRefent- 
mentsofthePeople, this laflVote was coupled 
with another, which declar'd. That the 
Orders given toStq^ to block up the Flota 
and Galleons, until Jullice and Satisfaction 
(hould be given to his MajeAy and his 
Allies, were Ju^, prudent, and necejfary ; 
tending very mach to prevent an open Ri^ 
ture, and xap'eferve xhz Peace and Tranqui- 
lity of Europe. 

Thus, like what is fabled of the Sala- 
mander, did ihcfiid Miniver Bnd Su^enance ■ 
in the very Flame which was kindled to 
confume hini ; and left his Enemies blinded 
with their own Smoke. 

Before we leave this SubjeA, 'tis however 

neceffary to follow it into the other Houfe, 

y/here we find their Lorddiips, in a full 

Houfe, 
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Houfc, (March 18.) confidering the State 
pf the Nation, particularly with relation to 
ihe pofitivc Demand made \>y the Court of 
Sfain, {<x thp Reftitution of Gibraltar, 
grounded «i a Letter written in theYear 1721, 
by his late Majelly to the King of Sfain : 
A Copy of that Letter in French, with the 
TranflacioB of k in Englijb, having, with 
othjsr Papers, been laid before the Houfir, 
^e liaid Tranflation was read, as follows: 

Sir, Afy Brother,

Proof of ray A^eftion, I have order'd my 
Amballador, as foon as the Negotiation 
vtth which he has been charg'd, (hall be 
finifli'd, to propofe to your Majefty new 
Engagements to be enter'd into, in Concert 
and jointly with France, fuitable to the pre< 
lent Conjuncture^ not only for ftrengtbning 
Qur Union, but alfo for fecuring the Tran- 
quillity of Eurt^: Your Majefty may be 
perfuaded that I, on my Part, will (hew all 
the Facility imaginable, promifing my felf 
that you will do the fame, for the mutual 
Benefit of our Kingdoms, being moft per:- 
feaiy.

After a long Debate it was moved to

But after a fmart Debate, the Queflion 
being put thereupon, it was carry'd in the 
Negative ; upon which, feveral Peers enter'd 
the following Proteil. 
Dijfentient, 

1. Becauie we think our Right to a Place 
of fuch Imporcance to our Commerce, as 
Gibraltar^ mould be fecur'd by more than 
General Stipulations, which may be liable 
to different Conflnidions, and wilt probably 
be interpreted by the Spaniards in their own 
Favour, however we may interpret them in 
curs. 

2. Becaufe the King of Spain having 
claimed it by bis Minifters feveral Times, 
not only from the late King's pofittve Pro- 
mife, as he aflerts it to be, but of our For- 
feiture of it too, by our Infractions of thofe 
Conditions on which he gave it up to us, 
and having actually befieged ir, fince he 
yielded it to us by Treaty, it feems reafon- 
able to us. That we (bould infill upon his 
making his Renunciation of it in Words as 
plain and ftrong as he has made his Claim 
to it; efpccially fince, as far as we have 
heard, our Plenipotentiaries have not been 
able to prevail upon him to fhew any Incli- 
nation 
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nation to relinquiSi his Pretentions to ic,- 
during the long Courfe of thefe perplex'd 
Negotiations; in which we have beea un- 
skilfully, as we fear, and, we are sure, we 
have been unfortunately, involved. 

3. We think it is incumbent upon us to 
take particular Care, that our Right to ic 
ihould not in the leall be precat ious, be(^ufe 
we apjH-ehend \te have great Rcafoo to 
fear, that the King of Spain's Allies are very 
defirous to have it again in his Hands ; and 
no Reafon at all to believe, that our own 
Allies are fbllicitous to have it continue in 
ours. If there Should be the leaft Room 
left, upon a Peace, for the King of Spain's 
Precedfions to it,- from any loofe or doubtful 
Ezpreilions, we are apprehepfive it may lay 
a Foundation for Uneafinels and Animohty^ 
and might interrupt a perfeft Harmony be- 
tween us and a Nation whofe Friendfhip 
muft always be of the greaceft Advantage 
to us : We think, our Zeal to prefcrvc our 
Title to it in that mod effectual Manner we 
propofed, would have terrify'd any wicked 
Minifters, even from theThoughts of giving 
it up ; if ever we (hould be in fuch wretched 
Circumftances, as to have any who might 
think a War more dangerous to themfelves 
than the Nation ; and who might, for that 
Realbn, 
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Rcafon, be tempted to purcbafe an ioglttfi- 
ous Peace, at the bigb Price of fo valuable 
a Part of the Britijb Dominions.

The next Day, {March 19) the Lords 
fenc a Meflage to the Commons, defiring a 
prcfent Conference with them in the 
Fainted Chamber, relftting to Gi&raJtar and 
the llland of Minorca \ which bemg readily 
agreed to, the Managers for the Lords com- 
municated to thofe of the Commons, a Re- 
folution which the Lords had come to, as 
follows : 

Die Mariis 18 Martij 1728. 

SEfolv'd by the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and in 

iment aOembled, that they do entirely 
rely upon his Majcfly, That be will, for the 
Mainiaining the Honour, and lecuring the 
Trade of this Kingdom, take e&dual Care 
in the prefem Treaty, to prefcrvc his un- 
doubted 
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doubted Right to Gibraltar and the IflaiK) 
of Minorca. 

The Lord Malpas, one of the Managers 
for the Commons, having Reported the 
Conference to the Houfc, it was refoiv'd, (o 
addrcfs his Majefty for a Copy of the Let- 
ter written by his late Majefty to the King 
of Spain^ in 1721, relating co Gibraltar. 
This Letter having accordingly been laid 
before the Houfe, the Commons took the 
fame into Conlideration on Friday the 2ifl: 
of February^ together with the Lords Rcfo- 
lutioD above- mention'd ; upon which, there 
vn& a very long and warm Debate. Many 
ungracious Refle£lions were made upoft 
thofe who firfl advis'd his late Majefty to 
write fuch a Letter, as either imply'd, or ac 
leaft, was taken by the Spaniards^ as a po- 
Jitive Promife of giving up Gibraltar ^ and 
therefore might be look'd upon as the main 
Source and Occafton both of the fubfequenc 
Meafures that have been purfu'd tb recover 
that falfe Step, and of the Difficulties we 
at preieni labour under. The Courtiers 
endeavour'd to juftify thofe Meafures, and 
afTur'd the Houfe, that effeftual Care had 
been taken in the prefent Negotiation, to 
lecure the Pofleflion of Gibraltar to the 
Crown of Great Britain : But they were 
anfwer'd. That the fame did not plainly 
ap- 
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Appear by the Tenor of the Provifional 
Treaty; and therefore ic was Moved, and 
Infilled by the Country Party, That to the 
Lords Refolution, now under Confideration, 
the following Words might be added, viz. 

' And that all Prcteniions on ihe Part of 
* the Crown of Spaift to the faid Places, be 
' fpccifically given up. 

But ^fter fomc further Debate, the Quc- 
ilion being put upon the faid Motion, ic 
was carry'd in the Negative, by 267 Voicea 
againft 1 1 i. After this, the Queftion being 
put, Thai this UouJ'e does agree with the 
Lords in ihe faid Rejblution^ it was carry'd 
in the Affirmative without dividing ; The 
Blank in the Lords Refolution having been 
fiU'd up with the Word Commons j and the 
faid Refolution form'd [March 24) into an 
Addrefs, both Houfes, with their Speakers, 
presented the fame to his Majefty, on TueJ- 
day the 25ih of March; and thereupon his 
Majefty was pleafed to return the follow- 
ing gracious Anfwer: 

My Lords and Gentlemen^ 

I Thank you for the Confidence you re- 
pofe in mc : I will take effeflual Care, 
as I have hitherto done, to fecurc my un- 
doubted Right to Gibraltar, and the Ifland 
of Minorca.

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Again, ^pril 17, the Lords, as before, 
having taken the State of the' Nation into 
Confideration, very fevere Reflexions were 
made on the iaie Condudl of thofe in the 
Adminidration ; and ic was propofcd to re- 
folve, * That it appears to this Houfc, that 

* .the Expence of the Squadron fent to the 
, ' Weji-lndies under the Command of Vice- 

' Admiral Hofier^ having been borne by chia 

* Nation alone, tho' defign'd to prevent the 
' Spaitiardi from feizlng iheEffeds belong- 

* ing to his Majefty's Allies, as welt as his 

* Subjects, which were on Board xhzFlota 

* and Galleons, and frbra applying the Trea- 

* fure to diAurb the Peace and invade the 
. *■ Liberties oi Europe, has been an unreafon- 

' able Burthen on this Kingdom.' 

But} after a long Debate, the Qudlion be- 
ing put thereupon, it was rcfolv'd in, the 
Negative, by 87 Votes againft 27. Here- 
upon, feveral Lords fign'd and en.tcr'd the 
following Proieft, viz. 

Diffentient' 
ift, Becaufe we conceive, that our Allies 
were, at leaft, as much concern'd as our 
felveg, to prevent the Spaniards from di- 
fturbing the Peace, and invading the Liber- 
ties of Europe, if there was, at that Time,. 
fufBcient Foundation to apprehend fiich At- 
tempts 
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terttprs on the Part of Spain; and, bccaufe 
bur Allies the French, in particular, had a 
much greater Share in the Effects of the 
Galleons, than this Nation; and by confe- 
qucnce were much more conccrn'd in In- 
tereft, to prevent the King of Spain from 
feizing thofe EHc£ts. 

2dly, Becaufe we not only took the whole 
Charge of this Expedition upon our felves» 
but have increas'd our national Forces, by 
taking great Numbers of foreign Troops 
into our Pay, and contracted to pay divers 
Subfidies to Foreign Princes, when it has 
not appear'd to us, in any authentic Man- 
ner, as we apprehend, that our Allies have 
taken upon themfelves, any Expence, pro- 
portionable to this, in confequence of the 
Hanover Treaty. 

3dJy, Becaufe we are convinced, that the 
National Expence and LolTes occafion'd by 
this Expedition, do not only very far ex- 
ceed any Iniereft which the Subjects of this 
Nation can be fuppofed to have in the Gal- 
kons ; but have likewife been much more 
confiderable than any Detriment which has 
accrued to Spain^ by delaying the Return of 
the Galleons, 

4ihly, That by taking this Expediii6n 

folely upon our felves, we drew the whole 

Rcfcntment of the Court oiSpain upon this 

B b 2 Nation, 
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Nation, and gave the Fremb an Opportu- 
nity of healing the Breaches which had 
been made between thofe two Courts, of 
acquiring a greater Share than ever they 
had in a moft beneficial Branch of Trade, 
and of a£ting the Pare of Mediators, rather 
than that of Parties in the Difputes. 

5thly, Wccannot help being of Op'inion, 
that this Burthen was the more unreafona- 
ble, fince it does not appear that this Ex- 
pedition has had the Ef^»fl of obliging the 
Spaniardi clearly to adjuft the Points in 
Difpute between us, or efFedoally to fecure 
to our Merchants a juft Satisfaftioo for the 
great Lodes which they have fuftained by 
the Seizures and Captures made by the 
Spaniards.

lyithout a manifeft Prejudice to the Pub- 
lic' 

It ip obfervable, that to the Mintfter then 
in Power, an Efcape was xver worth as 
much as a Vi£tory: Thus, having baffled 
his Purfuers in the Affair of the Spanifh. 
Depredations, he thought himfelf autho- 
rjz'd to levy Contributions:

The firft Step taken in thi$ Affair wa« 
by a Motion of the Secretary of the Trea- 
fury, for an Addrefi to the King, Thac the 
peeper Officers might be dire^ed (o tay 
before the Houfe qf Commons, an Accquq^ 
of the Produce of the Givil Lift Revenues^ 
within the Year, from Mtdf^mmtr ly^yi tQ 
Midfummer 1728, over and above the an- 
nual, weekly, or other Payments and lur 
cumbrances thereon, and over and above 
all Grants made by any of his Majefty's Pre- 
deceflbrs. 

Though the Defigp ctf this Motion wa^ 
cafily apprehended, yet it was 4 Surprize 
to many Gentlemen diat it fhould be made 
fo late in th? Se^on, ^nd aftpr th^ Recef^ 
of Eaft^y and when it was generally un- 
derftood that there was no ^rther Demand 
of Monpy to be made; fince it related tQ 
an Accoqnt faid by tl^e Gentlem/ft whq 
made the Motion, ip have been clofed ac 
MidJ'amm^r J728, and confequently proper 
in every Rei^wft (if ac a|l) to have been

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brought in very early in the SelTion, and 
to have been conlidered in a full Houfe ; 
but the Surprize of Gentlemen became ftill 
greater, when the Accounts were laid be- 
fore the Houfe, and it appeared that, con- 
trary to the Words of the Addreft, and the 
King's Anfwer, they were made up, not 
upon the real. Net Produce of the Revenues, 
but upon what was called the Net Heceipt 
within the Year; and that this material 
Alteration was made by Diredliion from the 
^reafury^ and fey Letters writ to the feveral 
Officers by the fame Gentleman^ who had 
moved the Addrc& for die Produce. It was 
therefore moved, That thefe Papers (hould 
be referred to a prhate Committeej with 
Power to fend fpr fuch other Accounts, 
and to cfdl before them and examine fuch 
Officers of the Revenue, aa they judg'd 
oece&iTy ; axtd then to report to the Houfo 
A true Slate oi the Fad, and whether it 
did appear to them, that there really was 
fuch a Defaiency in the Produce of the 
Civil Lift Revenues, 3s the A£t requires 
fliould be made good. 

But this Motion was oppos'd by the Gen- 
tleman at the Head of their eaj'uryssi^ the Set 
cretary^ whodeliver'd thefe Accounts. When 
therefore the Gentlemen, who made this 
Motion, were refufed this Commiuce, (an In- 
B b 4 dui- 
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dulgence, ic was hoped, would have been 
thought reafbnable, in a Cafe of fuch In- 
tricacy a nd Confequence.) They then 
begg'^, that at leaf):, it might be conGdered 
in 2^fuUHouJei that ali Leaves of Abfcnce 
might be revok'd, and the Members fum- 
moned to attend, as had been ufual upoa 
Bulinefs of lefs Importance; but this was 
likcwife refufed, being oppofed by the faid 
two Gentlemen. 

The Members, who had been fo un- 
focccfsful in thcfc Motions,* then moved 
for fevcrSl Accounts from the Offices ; and 
being afterwards apprehenfivc of not ob- 
taining ihefe Accounts in Time, they 
moved for the Attendance of the Com- 
miflioners of Cuftoms and Excife, the 
Poft-Mafters Gcqeral, and otherOfficers of 
the Revenue, in order to have all the 
Light they could poffibly obtain, in an 
Affair they thought of the utmoft Im- 
portance. 

I will not trouble the Reader with the 
many Differences ,and Contradiflions which 
there are between all the Accounts firft 
delivered fropi the Refpedlive Offices, and 
the Account from the Exchequer ; nor the 
particular Differences between them .and 
the lafl Accounts which were called for, 
and are in fome loftances very extraordt- 
n^ry^ 
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nary ; but the Alteration they make in the 
general Ballance of the Account, is vifible 
by the annex'd AbjlraSl; which is farther 
undeniably confirmed by the remarkable 
Relolution which the Houfe came to after 
the Examination of the Officers of the 
Revenue, and comparing together the 
different Accounts l»^ought upon this Oc- 
cafion. 

By the Account brought in and figncd 
by the Secretary of the Treafury, the 
115,000/. is ftated as a Deficiency: In 
the Refoliition and in the Claufe of jiffro- 
friation, it is called an Arrear, and an 
Arrear to be re-placed and re-funded. By 
the annexed Account there was fo far 
from being a De^ienoy, that the Produce 
of the Year was 912,649 /. of which 
708,368 /. was afitoaliy received in Money 
in London before Midfummer 1728. Re- 
ceived afterwards in Money 128,1 15 /. and 
ftanding out in Arrears, m April yt,\b^L 
which, whenever they camo in, muft be 
accounted as the Produce of that Year, 
from MidJUmmer ijzy^xa Midfummer 1728. 
It does not indctd appear by the Accounts 
laid befor^the two Houfcs, at what Times 
the Arrears were paiH in, as it might have 
done,' if all the Accounts called foi" had 
^ccn given ; but from (he. Nature of the 
Arrear^ . 
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Arrears, fuch as Bills of Exchange, Money in 
the Hands of Receivers, or Charges by 
(hem made in their Accounts for Duties 
incurred, it is certain the greateft Pare 
piuft have been paid within Six Weeks, 
or fooner, after MtJJummer 1728; fo that 
the Crown gave Credit to its own EAate, 
for a few Weeks only; whereas by this 
Claufe, according to the rooft plaufible 
Conftrufiion, which was endeavoured to 
be put upon it, the Public was 10 lend his 
Majefty 115,000/. without Intereft, du- 
ring his Life; and how unlikely this Mo- 
ney is to be ever re-placed, without a 
manifefl Injury to the Servants, and other 
Creditors of the Crown, at the Time of 
the Demife, need not be explained to thofe» 
who have felt or heard of Lol&s of the 
£ime Kind upon the late Demife: And 
that foote People never intended it fliould 
be repaid, I think appears plainly, by their 
pppofing the Motion that was made, to 
repay this Sum oqt of the growing annual 
Surplus of the Revenues, above 800,000 /. a 
year.

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If we add to this the Land Revenutsj 
nrhich are anticipated by Debentures, Fines 
and Forfeitures; the Sales of Woodj which 
were always accounted for in the late 
' Queen's Time i the Principality of IVfiUi j 
all the Civil Lift Revenues of Scotland, of 
all which there is neither any Account 
of Produce or Difpofirionj It moft be 
granted, that the Revenues of the Crown^ 
i'or this Year at leaft, were more than a 
Land Tax at 2 s. in the Pound. 

There is no need to purfue this Affair 
any farther. Every body knows the Mi- 
nijter carry'd his Point, (by 201 Voices 
againft 115) but every body docs not re- 
member, that before the Houfe divided, 
Mr. Pulteney was taken fuddenly ill, and 
oblig'd CO withdraw. 

I (hall fay no more of this Seflion, buc 
that it gave Rife to the firft Bill, for im- 
pofing a Duty on Etiglijh Spirits ; and like-^ 
wife to another Bill, for the more effefiual 
preventing Bribery and Corruption in the 
EleAion of Members ; which took its Rife 
in the Houfe of Commons, and was fenc

fucb EleSlion -, or if any Perfon by himfelf, 
or any Perfon employ' d by him, dotb or Jhall, 
^ any Gijt^or Reward, or by any Promije, 
Agreement, or Security for any Gift or Re- 
ward, corrupt or procure am Per/on or Per- 
Jons, to give his or their Vote or Votes, in 
any fuch EleSlion; fuch Perfon Jb emending 
in any of the CaJ'es ajorejaid, Jhall, for 
every 
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every fuch Offencty forfeit the Sum of ^00 h 
of lawful Money of Great Britain, to be «- 
covered as before direSledy together with full 
Cojis of Suit ; and every Perjon offending in 
any of the Cafes aforefaid^ fr^^ ^^ after 
"Judgment obtain' d againjl him in any fuch 
j^Siion of Debt, Bin, Plaint , or Information ^ 
or Summary ASlion, Pro/ecution, or being any 
otberwife lawfully cojiviSled thereof, Jhall for 
ever be difabled to Vote in any EJeBion of 
Member or Members to ferve in Parliamenti 
and alfb Jhall for ever be difabled to hold, 
exercife, or enj<yy any Office or Francbife io 
which he and they then JhalU or at am Time 
afterwards may be entitled^ as a member 
of any City, Borough, Town-Corporate, or 
Cinque-Port, as if fuch Perfon was natu- 
rally Dead. 

However incfFedual this Bill has prov'd 
to anfwer the laudable Ends propos'd by 
it, thofe in Power thought their Freeholds 
invaded by it, and therefore rais'd a warm 
Oppolition to thefe Amendments of the 
Lords, as tending to encroach upon the 
Rights and Privileges of the Common^ 
in hope that, rather than any Mifunder- 
{landing Hiould be created between the 
Two Houfes, the Bill would be dropt : 
But this Artifice of theirs happen'd for 
once to be ineSeftual ; the Court- Party had 
not 
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toot been order'd upon Duty that Day, 
and To the Amendments were agreed to by 
91 Voices againft 89. 

Ic ought likewifc to be remember'd, 
that this Seflion, the^Commons, t^y Addrefs, 
recommended the Settling of « Civil Go- 
vernment at Gibraltar \ with what Succe^, 
may be (een, by the State of that imporcanc 
Place at this Day. 

And now his Majedy, in Imitation of 
his Royal Father, having taken a Retblu- 
cion to vific the Land of his Nativity, de- 
olar'd the glad Hidingi to both Houfcs by 
MelTage, and that he likewife defign'd to 
leave his Royal Confort Guardian of the 
Realm, during his Abfencc. 

Upon which gracious Indication of his 
Majefty's Will and Fkaj'ure, the Lords 
prepar'd a Bill co enable her Ma- 
}efty to be Regent without takir^ the 
Oaths; which being ient down to the 
Commons, was read ^bree Times^ and 
pais'd the fame Day. 

All Things being thus brought to a Pe- 
riod, May 14, his Majefty clos'd the Sef- 
fion with a motl gracious ^ech, contain- 
ing the u/ital Compliment of Tianks^ and 
recommending to both Houfes to render 
her Majeily's AdminUlration as cafy as 
pofliWe i by prefcrving the Pcace» and by 
C c eadea' 
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tndeavouring to difcountenance ''(aid refirdiH 
the vile and feditious PraStices of rating 
unjujl ClamourSi and creating Dijcmtents in 
the Minds of the People. 

A Paper W^r between the Court of 
Hanover and the Duke Adminiftrator of 
Meckienhourg^ relating to the Evacuating 
of that Duchy, and the Delivery of the 
Cheft of the Revenues, agreeable to the 
Imperial Ordinances of Afu;' ii, 1728, and 
yune 17, 1729, (both vvhich the Court of 
Hanover rehis'd, till they had received en- 
tire Satisfaction for the Arrears of the

•7*9-3''- ^j^jj 3 moft gracious Speech, de- 
claring Peace on Earth, , and breatljing 
Good-will towards Men : That Is to iay, 
pro- 
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proclaiming the Treaty of Seville, expa- 
tiating on the Advantages we had good 
Reafon to expeft from it, and affirming. 
That the immediate Interejii of thefe King- 
doms had been firft confulted in it, prefc* 
rable to any other Conjideration^ and at the 
Hazard of all other Events: That a free ' 
and uninterrupted Exercife of our Commerce 
for the Future vt^^reflor'd: 'V\ai jufi and 
ample Rejlitution and Reparation for unlaw- 
ful Seizures and Depredations were exprejly 
flipulated and agreed tot And, in general, 
that all Rights, Privileges, and Poffcffions, 
in any Manner belonging to his Majefty 
or his Allies, were foletnnly re-eftablifh'd, 
confirmed, and guaranteed : And that nuc 
one Conceflioo had been made to the Pre- 
judice of king or Subject. 

That, in order that bis Subjeifts might 
reap the earliefl Fruits of this advantagious 
Peace, he had given Orders for the imme- 
diate Reduftioii of a great Number of 
Land Forces, and for laying up, and dif- 
charging a great Part of his Hcet. 

His Majefty likewife, recommended to 
the Commons the farther Difpofiiion of 
the growing Produce of the finking Fund,

The AddrelTes of both Houfes, in anfwcr 
10 his Majefly's Speech, tally fo exactly with 
it, in eveiy Article, that one would almpil; 
conclude they were all drawn up by the 
fame Hand. As all was Gracious from the 
Throne, all was Gratitude, Congratulation, 
Submiilion, and Reiignation on the Side of 
the People ; infomuch, that, if we were to 
judge of the Temper of the Times, by thefe 
favourable Symptoms, we could not help 
acknowledging. That no Government was 
morejuftj no People more happy. 

But let us caft our Eye from Matters of 
Ceremony and Compliment, to Matters of 
Faa. 

The contrafting Parties in the Treaty of

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By the Secondt the contraAing Powers re- 
c'^rocalty guaraateed the Kingdoms, States, 
and Ooniiaions, under their Obedience, in 
what parts of the World foevcr fiiuate,^ as 
alfQ the Rights apd Privilege^ of Com- 
mcrpe i the Whole acpording to theTreatics. 
'this Article, likewife, fixes the guccours to 
be furnifli'd jointly or fpparately by the 
contrading Powers, viz. 8009 Foot ^nd 
4000 Horfe each} leaving Room, however, 
for the Party attack'd, to demand Ships of 
War, or Tranfports, or Subfidies jn Money, 
in lieu of the faid Troops; reitling the Va- 
luation of the fame, and farther providing, 
that the faid fqwere (ball mutually fucf our 
each pther with all their Force;, if need be. 

By thp Thirds the Catholic King declares, 
That he never ffifos/ to grant, uor will fuficr 
to fubfift, by the Treaty oiViermay any Pri 
yilege contrary to the Treaties (of Coiq- 
merpe) a^iove confirm'd. 

By the Fourth it is ^greei^, Th^t ^11 n?- 
cefikry Qrders (hall be difpatph'd, without 
Delay, for the Excrcifc qf the Ettglijh Com- 
merce jn ^m^ictft as beraofar^, an^ for 
fupplying what- may be wanting for the 
entire ^-^il^blifhment of the faid Com- 
merce, as to what relate^ to Europe. 

By the Fifths his Catholic Majefty en- 
gages. That he will caufe Reparation to be 
Cc 3 made 
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made for the Damages which have been 
fuffer'd there, fince the Time prefcrib'd by 
the Preliminaries for the Ccflation of Hofti- 
lities: And as to what relates to America* 
that he will likewife caufe Reparation to be 
made for the Damages which have been 
fuffer'd there, fince the Arrival of the Or- 
ders at Cartbagena, on the fi Day of yune 
1728. And.Iikewife, that he (hall pubHfh 
the moft rigorous Prohibitions for prevent- 
ing the like Violences on the Part of his 
Subjefts J and if there be like Cafes, their 
Britannic and moft Chriftian Majefties en- 
gage to do the lame. 

By the Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth, Com- 
miffioners were to be appointed, who OiodI^ 
affemble at the Court of Spain, within the 
Space of four Months, after the Exchange 
of the Ratifications of the prefent Treaty, 
to difculs the Claims and Pretentions oa 
both Sides, whofe Commi^ons wetc to ter- 
minate in J'hree Years. 

By the T^inth, the Six TJibufand neutral 
Troops, which were to garrifqn Leghorn, 
Porto- Farrfiio, Parma and Placentia, were 
CHANGED into Spaniards, who were to be 
introduc'd withota Lojs oj 'time, for the bet- 
ter fecuring and preferving of the imme-

Eleventh, Twelfth, and 7bir- 
ttetith. Articles relate only to the faid 
Trbops and SucceHion, which laft is gua- 
ranteed in Form by all the conirafting 
Powers to Don Carbs and his Heirs for 
ever. 

By the Fifteenth, the States General are 
invited to become Parties. And by Two 
feparate Articles, the Commercial Points 
re-eftabli(h'd by this Treaty, are recapitu- 
lated, &c.

Then it was propofed, by fomle other 
Zm'Js, to refolvo, " That the Treaty of 
Peace, Union and Friendfliip, concluded a^ 
Seville the 9tb of Ntroember laft, df»h con- 
uin all neceflary Stipulations for maintain- 
ing and fecuring the acnour. Dignity ^ Rights^ 
snd Popjms of the Crown ; and that all 
due Care is taken therein for the Support of 
the "Trade of the Kingdom, and for repair^ 
4Dg the Lo0es fufi^red by the Merchants ; 
which wa$ refolv'd iti the ^rmative } upon 
which feveral Lords entered their * Proteft 
againft it, with their Reafons at large. 

Ic ia farther obfervable, that his Imperial 
^lajcfty was fo far from looking on the In- 
trodu£Uon of Spantjb Garrifons into ^ujcanyi 
and Parma as a trifling Variation from the 
^ac^upU JUianci^ accordin|; to the Do- 
CaiTXt of the Court Writers^ that He refented 
both xhtMatter and theA&nn^ of it in the 
ftroDgeft Terms, as a downright Infra^ion 
p/ Treaties^ derogatory to his Honour, and 
injuriou to his Interefts, as well as the 
Rights of the Empire.

* Sir, the Principle of Sclf-prcfervatioa 
will laft as long as Perfons and GoTernmeots 
themfelves fublifl, and is an Argument that 
may be conHiantly renewed ; that may be 
urged ad infinitum. But I am fo- far from 
admitting this Argument in its full Extent, 
that I cannot admit it in any Degree, as ap- 
plied to the prefent Queftion. For it does not 
appear to me, that we can have Occafion, 
even this Year, for all the Troops demand- 
ed, confidering the glorious Scene of Af-

His Majelly in hb moft gracious Speech 
had expreis'd his royal Companion for the 
Hardjhips of the poor Artificers and Manu- 
faBurerSy and recommended their Cafe to 
the Conlideration of his Parliament. 

In Purfuance of this Recommendatk>n, 

the Parliament thought proper to aboliOi 

the 
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the Duty on Salt^ after the iriaturcft Dc- 
liberatioDi as the mo{l oppreffiue Tax aod 
what would beft anfwcr his Majejiy's In- 
tentions. At this Time, every Tax, thac 
w^s thought would give moft Relief to 
tt(c Subjeft, was fully confiderfcj, and the 
Minifter then profefe'd, That He bad no 
Opinion of his own, but (hould leave it to 
others to do as They thought jfr, in this 
Cafe. The only Thing He then fear'd was. 
That we could not fpare enough out 
qf the Jnking Fund to redeem this Duty^ 
fince it might reduce it below a Million: 
But he was fo far convinc'd at laft thac 
it was the mofl eligible Tax to be taken 
off, for the Eafe of the People, that He 
divided for it Himfelf. 

The Parliament^ however, were induc'd 
to give ihc Salt Duty the Preference, at 
that Time, for the following Reafons. 

1. Becaufe Salt was of general Ufe a- 
niongft all Sorts of People; a common 
Neccffary of Lifcj in the ftrldteft Senfe ; 
and therefore in Fa€t, a Tax upon Salt 
was a Tax upon Provifions. 

2. Becaufe the Duty upon Salt amounted 
to ten Times as much as ir coft ac the 
Pits, which is not above a Groat a Biifhel, 
and fwelled it to, at leaf!, four Shillings 
above its Intrinfick Value ac London ; for, as 

D d the 
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ihe Price of Salt here, at that Time, Was 
Five Shillings a Buftiel, the Duty was 
3 J. 4 d., and it is well known that the 
Dealers always raife the Price above the 
hare Duty; especially when it is fo very 
large and difportion'd to the Original 
CoJL 

34 Becauie it was a Burthen on the 
poor Farmer^ who lived chiefly on fait 
Provijions, and befidcs, made Ule of Salt 
to brine his Ccrn, and manure his Land% 
from whence it follows that itsmoft afifeft 
landed Men, efpeciall Thofe, whofe Eftates 
'lay in grazing Farms, and in many Places 
prevent the Improvement of Land. 

4. Becaufe it not only increas'd the Ex- 
pence of viflualling the Royal Navy, but 
was an heavy Burthen on the Navigation 
of this Kingdom, by which it affefted 
the Merchants, already diftrefs'd with too 
many Difficulties, Hardftiips, and LofTcs in 
their Trade, and thereby obliged Them to 
visual their Ships abroad, to the great Dc- 
irimenc of this Kingdom. 

5. Becaufe, notwiihftanding the great 
Sum, which tbis Tax levied upon the 
People, it brought but an inconfiderable 
Part of it into the Exchequer, accalJooed 
by the vaft Expences of colkSiing it and 
ether DeduSiions-j which was alfo attended 

with 
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With the farther inconvenience of keeping 
\ip a great Number of Exctfe Officers^ bjr 
no Means agreeable to the Inclinations, or 
compatible with the Interefh of a Freo 
people. 

6. Becaule it was a Burthen upon our 
ManufaEiures, in many Particulars ; fuch as 
Leather^ GlaJ's Bottles, EarthenWare, ice. 

y. Becaufe it was liable to great Frauds 
and Abujes, by falfe Drawbacks, Allowan- 
ces and Dedti^ions, as all Taxes will be, 
which fo much exceed the Value of the 
Commodity, and afford the Dealers fo ftrong 
a Temptation. 

For thefc and feveral other Reafons, 
which were offered to the fame Purpofe, 
the Parliament was induc'd, with almofl: 
univerlal Confentj to come to the following 
Refolution^ which They afterwards pafs'd 
into a Law, viz. 

" Rejolved, That the feveral Duties upon 
home-made Salt, granted to the late King 
PVilliam arid Queen Afory, by an Adl of 
the 5th and 6th of their Reign, for a 
Term of Years, and fince made perpetual\ 
and alfo the additional Duties on all Salt^ 
granted by an AS of the 9th and lorh 
Years of his faid late Majefty King William, 
fhall from and after the 25th Day of Da'. 
Dd 3 -"i730» 
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1730, ceafe, determine, and be no lorg^f 
paid. 

Thus were the People difchafged from 
thefe burtbenfome Duties, in Puriuancc of 
his Majejiy's gracious Intentions, and at a 
Tifne, when our Affairs abroad were in 
the moft perplex'd and uncertain Situation. 
This was a Matter of the grcateft Comfort 
to a People groaning under various Bur- 
thens, and gave Them a pleafing ProfpeiS 
that the firft Opportunity would be taken to 
give Them fafther Relief in thofe TaxeSy 
which had any ways come in Compe- 
tition with the Salt, when our Affairs 
fliould be fettled Into Peace and Tranquility. 
But how have we been deceived in our Ex- 
peftations ? And how true hath it proved, 
what We have always fear'd, that We (houfd 
never get rid of Excifes, when They are 
once laid on us ? The only Inftance of Re- 
lief, that We have been able to obtain 
■ from thefe Burthens, for many Years paft. 
Was [his Abolition of the Duties on 5*7//; one 
of thofe Taxes, which had the terrible Word 
forever annex 'd to it; and when We con- 
fider that it was look'd on as the moft prci- 
pcr and neceflary Relief in the Year 173G, , 
1 believe nobody could then imagine that it 
would be revived to the utmoft Farthing 
in the Year 1732, 

To 
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To proceed : The Term, jrranted by 
Aft of Parliament to the United ii<sy2- /«(//« 
Company for poffeffing the Right of an ex- 
clulivc Trade, was fo near expiring, that 
fevcral Merchants and others, applied them- 
fclves to obtain, by Parliament, the being in- 
corporated, and vefted with the whole 
Trade to the Eaft-Indies, and elfcwhcre, in 
the fame extenlive Degree as was granted 
to the Company. Their Offer was to ad- 
vance 3,200,000/. to redeem the Fund and 
Trade of the prefent Eaji-India Company* 
to be paid at five dit^ercnc Payments, be- 
tween March 25, 1733, toMarch 25,1,735, 
and they propoled, not to trade with a Joint 
Stock, or in a Corporate Capacity, but to 
keep the Trade open to all the Subjedls of 
Great Britain^ \ipon Licenfe from fuch pror 
pofed new Coinpany, to be granted to all 
his Majefty's Subjeds deiiring the fame, on 
proper Terms and. Condii;ions, But this 
Propofal was rqefted ; and inftead of that, 
it was agreed with xhc E^ajf India Company, 
10 fecure to them the full exclofive Trade 
10 the Eaji Itidies n\\ the Year 1766, upon 
the following Conditions, i. That the Eaji 
India Company (hovild pay into the Exche- 
quer the Sum of 200,000/. towards the 
Supplies for the Year 1730, without any 
lotcreil, or Addition to their Capital Stock 
D d 3 or 
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or Debt, for the fame. 2. That the Cotnr 
pany fliould confent to reduce their Annuity 
or yearly Fund of 1 60,000 i payable to 
them from the Public, to the Sum of 
128,000/. 3. That after the Year 1766, 
their Right to the exctufive Trade fliould 
be liable (upon three Years Notice, and 
iRc-payment of their Capital Stock of 
3,2CO,ooo/.^tobetaken away by Parliament. 

There waslikewife an KGt pafs'd for raifiog 
Kve Hundred and Fifty Thoufand Pounds, 
by Exchequer Bills, towards the Supply 
granted to his Majefty ; apd for the further 
Application of the Produce of the Sinking 
Fund.

They got, therefore, 
iiich Evidence of particular FaBs, as they

veral Works, in which the Soldiers as well 
as other Pcrfons were cmploy'd, have been 
carried on from Time to Time, for clean* 
fing the Harbour; for hindring the Mud 
and Sand from coming in to it ; for repair- 
ing the Jetteesi for preventing the Tides 
from flowing acro& the Channel, and there- 
by keeping it choaked up ; for making 
Keys where Goods are loaded and unloaded 
as commodioufly as before the Demolition, 
and for procuring to this Port many other 

Convenicncies of Trade and Navigation 

That an Engli/h»imJe Ship, which trades 
from Dunkirk to St. Domingo, was a<3ually 
in the Harbour, lying at the Keys, bcfidcs 
fcveral Dutch and other Ships, which trade 
to the fVefi-Indies- — That Ships of Force 
had 
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had been built and launch'd there lately, 
and one particularly in 'January laft, which 
lailed out of the Harbour with Twenty-four 
Guns mounted^ and is able to carry Tbirty- 
^- — In a Word, that fomc of the many 
Works which have been made for reftoring 
the Harbour of Dunkirk, are already put 
into as good a Condition as ever; That the 
Trade of the Town is by ihefe Means very 
mqch encreafed within thcfe two Years; 
and that the Pilots, who lie upon the 
Coaft, refufe to carry Veffcls any longer into 
the Canal of Mardyke, having Orders not to 

do it. —That the Canal of Mardyke is 

brought fo near to the great Sluice, that 
by removing a fmall Quantity of Earth 
more, the whole Body of Water, which is 
at prefent carried into that Canal from 
(hofc of Berg and the Moere, may be car- 
ried into the old Batin, and into tfaac 
Part of the Harbour, where the Men of 
War formerly lay Upon the whole Mat- 
ter, That the Port of Dunkirk may now 
very foon, and at no great further Expence, 
be rendpr'd as good, and perhaps better 
than it vras before the Deftrudlion of it, 
in all rcfpedts i except as co the Fortifica-. 
fiom. — —The fFjineps added, That thef? 
Works, which had been carried on, at firft, 
yf'ith fomp kind of Privacy, were after* 
, wards 
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wards continued without Diigutfe, and 
fince laft Auguft with more Vigour than 
before; nay, that they were aftually car- 
rying on, notwithftanding the Badne^ of 
ihcSeafon, i^ 'J anuary zivd. February \^^. . 
The Witneflcs, who proved thefe Fadts, 
were Mafters of Vejfeh and others^ who 
make frequent Voyages to Dunkirk^ and 
who fpoke to nothing but what they had 
had frequent Occafions of obferving ; (6 that 
their Evidence was, upon a very Jiri5i^ to 
ufe no harflier a Word, Crofs-Examination, 
con6rm'd in every Parr, and fupponed in 
the ftrongeft Manner. 

Ag clear as it was, and as unqueflionable 
as the Truth of it appeared to be, Reafons 
were urged why no Rejblutiom fliould be, 
at that Time, taken upon it. The Chief 
of thefe Reafons were, that Col. Armjirong 
had been lately fent to France-, that his 
Pretence would be neceflary in a further 
Examination of this Matter; and that a 
Time ought therefore to be allow'd, in 
which he might be able to return ; that 
feveral Papers would likewife be call'd forj 
to fhew what had been lately tranfadcd, 
and what Care the Minivers had taken 
about this Affair; and that the getting thefe 
Papers ready for the Houfe would require 
Time alfo. Thefe Reafons \vere acquiefced 
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in, tho* it was not hard to forefee wtmt 

might be effbacd by Delay, 

The Committee was adjourn'dj Papen 
were call'd for j the Committee was again 
put off on the fame Pretences for a Fort- 
night ; feveral Papers were brought ; and , 
the Day before it was lit again, there werA 
communicated to the Houfe, by his Ma-. 
jcfty's Command, Copies of a * Letter front 
the D. of N. to Mr. f Poiniz ; of an Anfwer 
from Mr. Pointz; and of the following 
Order obtain 'd from the Court of France.

Our Miniflen feem'd to applaud them- 
felves very much on the Succcfs of theif 
laft Application to the French Court; and 
it was talk'd of, in a triumphant Stile, as 
if there remain'd no Pretence for proceed- 
ing to any further Examination of the pre- 
fent State of Dunkirk. But furely this was 
unreafonable on all Accounts ; fince, if there 
was any Merit in obtaining this Piece of 
Paper from France, the Merit belong'd to 
tbofe worthy Gentlemen, who brought this 
Affair before ihe Houfe of Commons, and in 
no fort to ihe Mintjlers. Befidcs which, 
even upon the Suppofwion that France had 
now given us full Satisfai5tion, and a full 
Security that Dunkirk Ihould be once more 
demoli(h*d, according to ihc Terms of the 
treaties of Utrecht and the Hague, it was 
ftill proper and neceffary too thai the Com- 
mitte fliould proceed ; becaufe it was proper 
and necelTary to difcover how it had come 
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to pafs that the Harbour of Dunkirk had 
been, for fo long a Time, repairing without 
any effeftual Oppofition on our Parts. No 
honeft Man, who is acquainted with the 
Conflltution of Parliament, and who knowa 
what the Proceedings of the Houje of Com" 
mom have been in the ^efi Times, will con- 
trfldidt me in this. Permit mc to add, that 
the Facility and Expedition, with which 
the French confenied, upon this Occafion, 
to their iaji Order, adminifter'd more than 
ordinary Caufe to fufpeiS, that they bad never 
been preffed much upon ibis Head before. 

When the Houfc came again into the 
Committee of the State of tbe Nation, they 
had before them, befides the two Letters 
of our Minifters and the Anfwer juft pro- 
curetl from France, feveral of the Papers, 
which had been call'd for, and the Evi- 
dence of fome frejh Witness produced by 
thofe Gentlemen, who had produced the 
former. 

I {^y feveral of the Papers whicb bad been 
. call'd Jor; bccaufe, altho' the Papers cali'd. 
for by * * * * were all brought in; yet of 
ihofe, which had been call'd for by others^ 
Jbme were kept back, under a Pretence 
that ihey could not be found in the Offices j 
and others, it was faid, would require a 
great deitl of Time to copy. 

The 
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The Papers cali'd for by * * « * and 
dclivcr'd in, were generally Extracts of 
Letters; So that, if one were to fuppofe 
an Intention 10 conceal any Cirf:uaiftances 
from the Knowledge of the Houfe, this 
Method would give a fufficient Opportu- 
nity of doing it; notwithftanding which, 
thcfc very Papers, impcrfedl as they were^ 
conjirm'd and ftrengihened all the Evidence 
given at the Bar. 

But however clear the Evidence was, 
however notorious the Fa£ls, however deeply 
both the Honour and Intereft of the Na- 
tion were concern'd in the Event of the 
Debate, £>Ufiiirk continued to be a Pcrt^ 
our Miniller preferv'd his Afcendancy ia 
the Cabinet, and the Two Courts of St. 
yames's and Fer/ai/les^ remain'd, for a while 
longer, as clofely united, as before. 

May 15, His Majefty clos'd the Seffion 
with a moft gracious Speech, in which, 
befides the ultial Acknowledgments, for 
the ufual Supplies, &c. are to be found 
the following remarkable Paragraphs. 

My Lords and Gentlemen^ 

" 1 am very glad, that, for the general 

Satisfaftion, ywi emer'd into a particular 

Confideraiion of the State ef the Nation ; 

and it is a great Happinefs to fee, after fo 

E e many 
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many unjuft and unreajmahk Clamourii 
ratfed with all pofTible Art^ Induftry, and 
Malice, that, upon mature Deliberation, 
and the moft folem Debates, you were fo 
far from finding any Thing worthy of Blame 
or Cenfurej that all Matters which came 
under your Cmftderatim^ met with your 
A^rohatim. 

This muft give all Mankind a jufi De- 
teftaiion of thofe Incendiaries^ who, from 
a Spirit of Envy and Difcontent, continue 
ally labour, hy j'candakus Libels^ to alienate 
the Affeftions of my People, and to fill 
their Minds with groundlejs Jealoufies and 
unjuft Complaints, in Di(honour of me and 
my Government, and in Defiance of the 
■Senje of both Houjes of Parliament. 

But I muft rely upon your Prudence, 
and your Concern for the Peace' and Happi- 
ncfs of your Country, to difcountenance all 
fuch fedttiom PraStices^ and to make my 
People fcnfible, that thefe wicked Proceed- 
ings can have no other View or End, but to 
create Confufim and DiJiraBion among us." 

Nothing very material happen'd during 
the Recefe: Affairs continued in a doubt- 
ful Situation between Peace and War, as 
they had contiued for feveral Years paft, 
till the Parliament was on the Point of 
meeting 
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ftleeting again: About which Time a * pri- 
vate Negotiation at Vienna, between Great 
Britain and the Emperor^ began to get Air» 
and was firft hinted to the Public, in the > 
famous Hague Letter printed in the Craftf- 
man, which was afterwards fentenced as a 
Liiel. But of this Negotiation more anom

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Treaty of Seville lays an indifpenfible Obli- 
gation upon all the contra&ing Parties to 
prepare for the Execution of it ; and that 
we mufl be in a Readinefs to perform our 
Parts, (Sc. That He was incapable of at- 
tempting to influence our Proceedings by 
groundlds Fean and Apprehenlions, and a« 
incapable of amufing us with vain Hopes 
and Expe&tions : But that as the Tranf- 
anions now depending in the feveral Courts 
of Burepe were upon the Point of being de- 
termin'd, the great Event of Peace and 
War may be very much affected by our 
firft Refohitbns, &c. That the Plan of Ope- 
Tati(Ms for the Execution of the Treaty of 
Seviik, by Forte, in cafe we fliall be driven to 
that Nece^, was then under Confideration ; 
and, that, until the Proportions of the Con- 
federate Forces; and the proper Difpofiiions 
for employing them, fball be finally adjufl- 
cd and agreed upon, it would not be eafy to 
determine how far the Expences necedary 
for the Service of ihc cnfuing Year mighf, 
or migbi not, exceed the Provifions made 
for the Service of the laft Year, &£." 

Thus we have the higheft Authority, 
that [kHgns had been enicruin'd to reduce 
the Emperor by Force, (or at leaft, that we 
were to be led into that Bclie£ ) But Mea- 
fures of this Kind appear'd fo irrcconcileabic 
to 
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to the ancient Policy of this Kingdom, that 
the Gendemen then in the Oppofition, im- 
roediatcly took the Alarm, and endeavour'd 
to temper the Overflowings of the Addrels 
of Thanks, with a wholefome Caution, 
• That bis Majefty would take Care that no 
War (hould be carry'd on in Fl^tden^ or 
upon the Rbim,' alledging, among other 
Things, "That the preventing a War either 
m Flanders^ or upon the Rhine^ in Con- 
jundion with the French, could tend to no- 
thing but the Ruin of that Balance of Powet 
in Europe^ which with Diflicuhy we had at 
laft eftabliflied, after a ten Years bloody and 
expcnfive War : That in the prefent Con- 
jundloreof the Affairs of Europe, the Bal- 
Jance of Europe, by our being beaten, might 
fufier, by our being vidtorious, it would be 
entirely deftroy'd, and loft, perhaps, for ever. 
But neither thefe Reafonings, nor the 
Caution above-mention'd proving palatable 
to the Majority, another Amendment was 
offered to the Addrefs, viz, " That they 
" would fupport his Majefty's Engagements, 
•' fofar as they related to the Interejl of 
" Great Britain ; " tho' with no better Suc- 
cefs than the former ; Thofe in Power 
would hear of no Reitriftions ; his Ma- 
jefty was to be complimented thro' thick 
and thin, and it was done accordingly. 

E e 3 Upon 
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Upon the fame Principles, that the Ad- 
d^efs of Thanks was carry'd i[i this outra* 
giouily-loyal Manner, the Eftimate for the 
Arrrr^ and the Navy, the Subfidies for the 
Landgrave of lie£'e^ and his Highn^fs of 
Woljmbuttel were carry'd likewife. The 
Ncceffity of compelling the Emperor tQ 
come in, was the grand Pretence for every 
Demand, and the grand Silencer of all Op- 
pofition. 

It appear'd, however, nqt a little ertrg- 
ordinary to thofe without Doors 'at leaft, 
that, in the very fame Se£ion^ when hi% 
Majefty, in his Speech from the "tbron^, 
Jiad declared. That the Alliet of Hannover 
wtre ftret^tbenedvi'nh the additional Power 
of Spain, [he Merchants of Great Britain 
ihould complain- to their Reprcfentatives of 
the Depredatiom which the Spaniards ftilj

This, however, appears to be the only 
Favour which was granted to the Subjeft, 
during this whole SelTion, except the Bill 
dtrefting all Law Proceedings to be made 
for the future in Etjglf/h, Qiould be thought 
worthy of that Name.

We have already feen, that, by the very 
fame Bargain which we had ftruck, to pur- 
chafc the additional Strength of Spain to the 
Allies of Hanover, we provok'd the Indig- 
nation of the Emperor: And to pacify him 
again, we were forced to accept of the Prag- 
matic SanSiion, wh.ich we had formerly re- 
fus'd to treat about; and had, on ail Oc- 
cafions, fpoken of as as a Meafure dange- 
rous, if not fatal to the Balance oi Europe. 

It was upon that Condition, we had 

patch'd up our Quarrel with his Imperial 

"" ' " 3ut even this was not fubmitted 

to. 
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to, till the Demands of Hanover had beeq 
Jirfl adjufted, * Pofitive Orders, as 'cis af- 
firm'd, havirtg been fent to the Knglipj 
Minifter, not to fign the Englijh Treaty, 
till the /fonoDW Minifter at Vienna declar'd 
himfclf fatisfy'd. 

The Settlement of the Tranquility of 
the North was the great Point in View; 
And to this End, the Inveftitures of Bremen, 
Verden, and Saxe-Lauenberg were granted. 
Hanover confented to evacuate Meck!en- 
burgh, and to give up all its Claims upon 
that Duchy: In return for which, Topre- 
ferve the Ptace of Lower-Saxony, and 
put an End to the Cause of Troubles in 
the North, the Emperor and Rujja guaran- 
ty'd Slefwick, May 26, 173 1» to the King 
of Denmark, on Condition, that one Mil- 
lion of Rix-Dollafs was pay'd to the Duko 
of Hol^eifiy as an Equivalent. 

And all thefe great Ends were obtain'd 
by, and depended upon England's guaran- 
tying the Pragmatic SanSiion. 

It haih been already hinted, That this 
whole Affair was traniaited without the 
Participation of France or Spain^ iho'

remarkable, That tho' the States- General 
were included tn the Treaty between the

Spain, at leaft, fince the Introduftion of 
Spanifl} Garrifons into Italy^ with the Em- 
/^Tflr's Confent, made dne of the principal 
Stipulations of this new Treaty •> nay, what 
is ^ill more furprizing, it was with extreme 
Difficulty that the Court of Madrid was 
brought into it at laft; and even then not 
without infixing on feveral Alterations in 
ihe ji£t of j^fro6aiioni ope of which, 
was, That the Introdudtion of Don Carlos 
with 6000 Spanifif Troops into ltal)\ 
ihould be effe<^atcd pbetiouslv to the 
Execution of any Engagements on their 
Part} however, They might ftand prior 
in the Treaty of Seville; which, by the 
Way, wa? concluded above a Tear and an 
^alf before. The Dutch vttiti ftill more 
backward in their AcceHion, and did not 
secede at laft without fome * ivije Reflric- 
(ioris. As for the Ct^irt of France, They

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were fo far fi-om liftening to, any SoUigi- 
lations on this Head, (hat they exerted 
fheir ucmoft Endeavours to prevent the 
CcwicurrcDCC of Sf>ain. Nay, They cx- 
prefs'd fuch a I^efentment both agamfl: ihq 
Treaty itfelf, and the Maimer of negotiating 
it, that We apprehended nothing leftthan aa 
Itroajon from Dunkirk, where fome Troops 
were affembled. This ftruck us^ all on a 
fudden, with fuch a Terror, that the Coaft^ 
of Ketit were immediately cover'd with 
Regiments of Horfc, Foot, and Dragoons, 
who were order'd to march thither, with 
the utmod Precipitation, from all Parts of 
the Kingdom; and the Fluduation, which 
fuch an Alarm naturally occalioned in our 
Stocks, afforded the Caterpillars of the Alley 
9 plentiful Harveft, 

However, theie Apprehenlions being 
foon dilTipated, Sir Cbarles Wager w^ again 
difpaich'd to the Coafts of Spain with a, 
large Squadron of Engli/h Ships, in ordpr* 
to wait upon Dm Carlos and the Sfanifi 
Troops to his new Dominions. The Ad- 
ptiral's Ship was fitted out in a moft fplen- 
did and coftly Manner, for the Reception 
of his ferene Highnejs ; but after a Courfc 
pf pompous Compliments and Vifits be- 
tween the Commander of the Spanijh Fleet 
^nd otjr Admiral^ upon hij Arrival at Cadizy 
and 
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and the fame Honours having, been after- 
wards paid him at the Court of SevUie, his 
Catbolick Majejty was pleafed to difcharge 
'Him from the Trouble of taking Don Car~ 
hi under his Care> and required no more 
at his Hands than to convoy the Spanish 
Troops to Italy, in Conjundion with his 
own Admiral. 

As we were labouring thqs earneiUy and 
effeftually for the Service of Spain, it was buc 
natural to expe£t, that Spain would have been 
induc'd in Return, to make fome ConcefHcns 
to us. 

However, ineffeflually, our fuffcring 
Merchants had both Times apply'd to Par- 
liament, our Minifters became lenfible that 
fomcthing fhould be done; and therefore,thcy 
propofcd * that a Convention (hould be made 
wirh Spain concerning thefe Grievances. 

Our Minifter at the Court of Spain ac- 
cordingly prcfented a Projcdl of a Declara- 
tion to Monf. PiJ/(ni&o -f- .- But 6nding that 
he objefted to one Part of it, that prohi- 
bited Spain from authorizing their Officers 
in the Indiei to give Commiflions for Guar- 
da Cofia'i, our fupplc Minifter immediately 
fobmiis, and very readily prefents him with 
another Projea, which, in his Opinion, we 
are told, is entirely agreeable to our Trea-

ties, 
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tieS} and to the Orders that have been fent 
to the Weft Indies. This laft Projea Mr. 
Patinbo faid would pafs with fome few Al- 
terations in the Expreinons, and the Mar- 
quis de la Paz likewifc approved of it; 
what it produced we ihall lee prefently. 

At this Time out Minifters inform Mr. 
Keene,% " That.far from the Difordcrs ceaf- 
ing, the Number of itpanijb Privateers, or 
rather Pirates, under the Denomination of 
Guarda Cojia's, encr^fes daily; and that 
the Gain which the Spanijh Governors in 
America make by countenancing thcfe un- 
lawful FraiSices, andfometimes being them- 
felves Sharers in the fitting out ot thofe Pri- 
vateers, is fuch a Tempution, that unlels 
the Court of Spain takes fome more effec- 
tual Method, as by punifhing thofe who 
have moft notorioufly ofended that Way, 
and making them anlwenible for the DiJ- 
orders and Irregularities commmcd by Ships 
to which theygrant Comitoiffions, or which, 
are harboured in their Ports with Impuoi- 
jy, there will never be an End of their un- 
juftifiablc, and, as it too frequently happens, 
barbarous Praflices." And about a iV^nih 
after || they order him, '• to obfervc to the 
•Spanijh Minifters, that a Ship's having been 
employed in an unlawful Trade, is a Pre-

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tcDce that will always be alledged. He til 
to put them in mind of the undue and in- 
deed barbarous Methods ufed by the Cap-

'Spanijh Money or Goods on board, and the 
cajoling fome of the Crew, and even ufing 
Threats and Torture to make them give 
falje Evidence againfl: their Captains and 
Owners j " and he is to infift, " That fuch 
Pradlices may be prevented and punt£hed j 
and where it plainly appears upon the State 
of the Cafe, that there is nci Colour for this 
Allegation of unlawful Commerce,the Order 
may be pofitive for immediate ReAlmtion." 

I have quoted the very Wordi of thcfe 
Letters, Idl I fliould be accufed by thofe 
unacquainted with the Hiftory of the 
late Adminiftration, of chaigiiig our Mi- 
niders with N^ligence too grofs for any 
Men who undertake the Condu^ of thd 
A&irs of a Nation. 

In January tTX,'2.t a Modth after the laft 
bf thefe Letters, Mr. * Keerie tells us, thac 
he talked iritbe mo/iferious Manner toMon- 
^trnPatinbo : And furely when the Ruin of 
our Merchants had made him ferious too, 
we had Rcafon to hope for fome Effect 
from his Negotiations. He {hewed MonC

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PtJtinho, " That the ftale Excofe of not hal- 
ving j^utos, or the dogging Claufe, if there 
has been no Unlawful Commerce^ Were fo 
many Kyafions from doing us JuAice, and 
this laft was diSlating Chicanes to thofe 
whofe Interefl m the Frizes made fuch an 
Encouragement unneccflary." 

Upon ihisyer/oujand true Reprefcntation, 
Monfieur Patinho propofed to give a gene- 
ral Cedula that ftiould order immediate Sa- 
tisfaflion for our Complaints, and that the 
Spanifi) Governors fhould give TeftJmonica 
of all that palTed. And accordingly he 
gave a Cedula, containing, fays Mr. Keene^ 
" ftronger and more eflfcftual Orders than 
I have yet been able to procure. But I 
cannot get rid of the clogging Clauft, the 
Exemption of which ihcy fay would give a 
Handle to the Governors themfelves to fol- 
low their Inclination to follow a contraband 
Traiic." 

What ftrong and effcdual Orders Mn 
Keene obtained by his ferious Converfation^ 
will appear by the Cedula itfelf. But why 
he appears fo exalted with it, notwiihftand- 
ing the clogging Claufe it contained, which, 
to ufe his own Words, " was diStating Chi- 
canes to thofe whofe Intereft in the Prizes 
made fuch an Encouragement unneceflary," 
can only be gueOed at by comparing the 
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Date of his Letter, with the ufual Time of 
the meeting of the Parliament in E/^lamL 
The Cedula is from the King of Spain to 
his Governors J in America^ He com- 
mands them not to foffer any of his Sob- 
jcds to molcft or abufe the EngliJJ), or any 
of their Ships that (hall fail in ihefe Scag, 
Jb long as they keep in their proper Dijiances, 
and are not concerned in any illicit Trade. 
This the Spaniards gracioufly ^c^*/, and 
our Minifters joyfully accepted. 

However, the Convention which I have 
already obferved, was propoied by our Mi- 
nifters to remedy all ihcfc Grievances, was 
foon afterwards concluded. It is called a 
Declaration, and was figned the 8th of Fe- 
bruary 1732, by the Britijb and Spanijb 
Minifters ai Seville. By this Declaration it 
is agreed, " That whenever any Spanijh Pri- 
vateers (hall have Leave to fit out for Sea, 
in order to prevent contraband Trade, pur- 
fuant to the Laws and Ordinances of the 
Indies, which have not been derogated from 
by the Treaties, they (hatl be obliged to 
give Security, in the Prefence of the Go- 
vernor of the Place from whence they (hall 
fail, to be anfwerable for any Damages they

But many Members appear'd to be of 
a different Opinion from his LwdOiip. Mr. 
Sbippen in panicular, declar'd himfelf to be 
fo little of a Courtier, 7'bat be could not 
return "Tbanks for ivbat be knew notbing ofy 
mr af^laud "witbout a Reajon; and Mr, 
PaZ/fflfy ex[M«fs'd himfelf as foMows: "Sup- 
pofiag that all is now right vrkh us, I 
am ccruin there was a Time fome Years 
ago, when we might have been as Right 
as we are now, and upon the fnmi Con- 
ditions: If we had embraced that Oppor- 
tunity, a great deal of Money would have 
been laved to the Nation, but in thofe 
Days, the Guaranty of the Pragmatic 
SanSiion, was looked on as inconfiftent with 
the Intereft and Happinefs <A this Nation, 
and was reprejented a» fuch, even by thofe 
who have now agreed to it •, what we're 
their Reafons for reprefenting it in fuch 
a hideous Shape at that Time, and for 
placing it BOW in fo amiable a View, I 
cannoc 
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ttnnot comprehend: For. my own Parr, 
Sir, I do noc fee any Necejity v/c were 
under of agreeing to ir, even at ihi&^r^- 
jhaTime-y by our agreeing to that Gua- 
ranty, we lay ourfelves under an Obliga' 
tiott of affifting the Aujirian Family when- 
ever they fliall be attacked by any Poten- 
tate whaiever, except the Grand Signior : 
They may happen to be attacked, when Jc 
will be mocb against the Intereft of this 
Nation, to engage itfelf in a War upon 
ANV Foreign Account; and if they 
Ihould acquire many more Territories, ic 
may be for the Intereft of the Nation 
even to join in the Attack, in Order to 
preferve the Balance of Europe, the E- 
ftabliftiing of which has already coll: u» 
fucb immenfe Sums of Money. Thus we 
may be obliged either to. engage in a War 
contrary to the Intereft ana Well beit^ of 
our Country, or otherwife be guilty of a 
Breach of Faith, to the eternal Dilhonour 
of the Nation.' 

The whole Debate was long, vehement, 
and, like all others of the fame Tendency, 
fruiilefs ; far in the End, Homur and Glory 
carry it, even without a Divifion. 

But tho' the EftabliQimeni of the Tran- 
quility of Europe, was allow'd fo much 
Weight in the Decifipn of this Qucftion, 
F f 2 to 
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to the Advantage of the Court, we fhall 
find it was but a Feather in the Scale of the 
people. 

Jan. zt. The Houfe went into the ufual 
Committee upon the Army, when the Se- 
cretary at War (Sir William Strickland) 
mov'd. That the Number of effective Men 
for the Year 1732 might be 17,709, Offi- 
cers inchided. 

This was warmly and vigoroufly oppos'd 
by many Members, and in particular Sir 
William Wyndbam obferv'd, *• That his Ma- 
jefiy had aHiired them from the Throne, 
That the Expcdations he had given us 
ftom Time to Time of feeing the generat 
Tranquillity of Evropt rcftcrcd and efta- 
bliftied, are fully anfwer'd. What then," 
continued he, " have we more to expeft f 
Oo we hope ever to fee a Time wheil all 
the Powers af Eurepe will be even to ourj 
ward Appearance io fully fatisficd and pleaf. 
ed, that no Jealoufies nor private Animofi- 
tics do fcem to remain ? The Hope is "001711 
the Thing is impojjible; for thofe very Mea- 
fures which make one eify, will always giva 
iome Appearance of Dilquiet to another } 
belides, the Ambition of Princes is fucH, 
that no general Satisfadion can beexpe^ed, 
nor can a profound Tranquillity be hoped 
for to remain for any Time without fome 
Diftur- 
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DUhirbance. Either now is a proper Time 
for us to reduce a Part of our Army, or fuch 
a Time will never happen, and this Nation 
muft always be obliged to be at the Ex- 
pence of maintaining a numerous Regular 
Army, and lie expofed to have its Liberties 
and Privileges trampled upon by the Means 
of that Army, whenever we OiaU have a 
King weak or ambitious enough, or a Mi- 
niftry wicked enough tQ engage in litch Mea- 
fure&" . 

"A much lefs Number than we have at 
prefent, have been found fufHcient to guard 
us both againft Invafions from abroad, and 
lnfurre£tions at home, even in the Time of 
open War : During the whole Courfc of the 
long Wars we had in the Reigns both of 
King William and Queen jhne, a Body of 
6 or 7C00 Men was thought all that was 
requifite to be kept in this Nation, for guar- 
ding us againft all the Attempts >of our 
Enemies, Foreign or Domeitic ; and this 
fmall Body of Men, with the Afiedtions of 
the People, appeu'ed to be So fufficient for 
the Purpofe defigncd, that the United Pow- 
ers of France and Spain never durft ven- 
ture to make an Invafion upon us; nay, 
ihey never fo much as attempted it hut 
. once, and then they did it in fuch a fainc 
Manner, as (hewed they were afraid of 
Ff3 , thQ 
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theSuccefs of what they were going abootj 
Yet every one knows what an Advantage it 
would have then been to the Frettcb Caufe, 
if they could have made a Divcrfion by 
landing a Body of Troops in this Ifiand." 

" I join with the worthy Member who 
fpoke lafl, in Opinion, That the A^£tions 
of the People ought to be meafured by the 
AfFeflions of their Rcprefcntativcs in Par- 
liament; it has always been fo hitherto; 
the Subjects, when they fuipefled that the 
Crown was making any Encroachments 
'upon their Liberties, always pleafed them- 
iclves with the Thoughts that they would 
find a lure Redrcfs from tlieir VJpreferaa- 
tives alTembled in Parliament ; upon them 
they always depend for a certain Remedy 
for all their real or even ipaaginary Wrongs j 
but if this Houfc ihall thus from Year to 
Year agree to the Continuance of a Stand* 
ing Army, I am afraid this will no longer 
continue to be a Rule for mealuring the 
Peoples AffeQions : The People will begin 
to look upon us, not as their Reprefenta- 
theSy or as the Guardiavi of their LibertieSy 
but as the infignificani Tools af a Court, and 
the birelitig Supporters of an Adminiftra- 
tion." 

It is needlels to add any Thing farther 
upon this Head. The Committee divided

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up(m the C^enion, and ic was carry'd in 
cne Affirmative by 241 againft 171. 

The next Day, a Motion was made by 
Mr. PuUam, to addrefs his Maj^ly ibr an 
Account of what Commiinons in the Army 
had been kepc vacant, and what Savings 
had been made therein ; But on Sir R. W% 
declaring, That fuch Savings were infigni- 
ficant ; and that they were difpoled of in 
Charities, by his Majeily, to thofe in the 
Army who were proper Objo^, it pa&'d

About this Time a remarkable Enquiry 
was made in the Houie of Commons upon 
the following Occafion : The Eftate of

vdved to the Crown upon that Occafion, 
for the Sum of 1060 /. This Purchafc was 
at that Time not taken Notice of; but the 
sbovc-mentitmed 2'''^''» Earl qS Derwent- 
F f 4 waUr^ 
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water, dying in the iSth.Ycarof hisAgef 
the Eftaie fell of Courfe lo thofe who had 
bought that forfeited Rcverfion ; and being 
reckoned at the Value of 8 or gooo I. per 
Ann. it caufed great Notice to be taken of 
the good Fortune of thofe Furchafers. Buc 
fome Circumftances alfo occurring, that ' 
bred Sufpicions about the Methods ufcd in 
gaining fo great a Bargain, it was thought 
to deferve the Animadverfion of the Houfe 
of Commons, who appointed a Committee 
to examine into the Proceedings that pafied 
berween the Commiflioners and the Pur- 
chafers on rhat Occafion. The Commtaee 
accordingly brought in their Report, which 
ihewed there was but too much Ground 
for thofe Jealoufies ; and upon whiqh the 
Houfe came to the following Refolutions ;

cumbrances in the faid Particular men*- 
iioned» and to be fold during the Conti- 
nuance of an Eftate in Tail-Mail, vefted 
in CbarUi Ralcl>ffi in Remainder, Ex-

)f the Charitable Corporation wft 
into Parliament; and furnifh'd out 
Inftance, Th^c Breach of TruA in 
this 
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this Counfry, ^as held but a venial Fault ; 
and That Frauds and Corruptions of almoft 
^ny Kind would never want a Skreen. 

It is proper to be obferv'd. That this 
Corporation was firft ercfted in the Year 
1707; their profelTed Intention was to lend 
Money, at legal Intereft, to the Poor upoi) 
fmall Pledges; and to Perfons of better 
Hank, upon an anfwerable Security of 
Goods } and their Capital was then limited 
to 30,000 I. In the Year 1722, the Crown 
gave Licence to them to encreale the fame 
to 100,000 /. and again/ in 1728, they re- 
ceived Licence for a Capital of 300,000 /. 
and, in 1730, for 600,000 /. This Charter 
being granted to the Corporation, they 
made Application to have the fame con- 
firmed by A£l of Parliament in the laft 
Seilion, and a Bill for that Purpole pafled 
the Houfe of Commons; but there was ' 
fuch vigorous Oppt^tion made to it, that 
it was dropt in me Houfe of Lords. How- 
ever, upon the Support of the Royal Char? 
ter, the Corporation went ou ; but in 
O^ober 173 1, two of their Chief Officers, 
viz, George Ro&in/dn, Efq; Member foe 
Mar/ow, their CaOiire, and Mr. yabn 
Tbompfsn, their Warchoufc- keeper, difap- 
pear'd on the fame Day. This gave tlcic 
Pf oprietors a very great Alarna ; and thre<$ 
ftver4 
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feveral General Courts were held, in whicfa- 
a Committee was appointed, from among ' 
the chief Proprietors, to infpeA the State 
of their Affairs. By the Report brought in 
by that Committee it was found. That for a 
Capital of above 500,000/. no Equivalent 
was found to the Value of 30,000/. the 
Remainder having been difpofed of, by 
Ways that no one was able to give Account 
of. 

This Affair was firft brought into the 
Hooft by Petition ; and a Motion was there- 
upon made, That \i {hould be referred to a 
Committee of Secrecy, which was over- 
ruled by 212 againft 132. 

A Committee, however, was appointed, 
who prefented fuch a Report of Frauds, 
Abufes, and Mifmanagcments, That George 
Robin/on the Ca(hier was firft expelled, and 
afterwards Sir Robert Suttm and Sir Jircbi- 
.baid Grants two of the Managers oi the 
laid Corporation. 

Many other Perfons, likewife, underwent 
the Cenfure of the Houfe -, but iho' the 
Fafls were fo flagrant, it was not without 
fomc Difficulty, that a Refolutlon was ob- 
tain'd, That the Perfons who had commit- 
ted the Injury, ought to make Satisfa£i ton fa^ 
tbefame.

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So unwilling were • certain Perfom to 
<ufer any fuch Thing as a Precedent of X^- 
fiitutim to take place. 

But we arc now to take our Leave of pri- 
vate Iniquities, and return to ihofe which 
aflTcAed the whole Nation. 

We have already feen how, and for what 
Ends, the Duty of Salt was taken off ; we 
arc now to fee under what Pretences ic was 
id foon laid on again. 

The Motion for -f- reviving ic was made 
by the Mimjier himfelf, in pure CompalTion,

June I. Hi* Majefty put a Period to tho 
Seliion, with a moft gracious Speech,wbich, 
over and above the ufual Acknowledgments, 
contain'd a ' Declaration, That it wa«' his 
Majefty's Royal Inccotion to vifit his Ger- 
man Dominions that Summer, and that ho

The Negotiations of our Minifters at the 
Court of Spain^ was the only foreign Con- 
cern in which the People of England had 
the Jeaft Intcreft ; we will, therefore, refume 
and follow that Thread to ihc Meeting 
of the next Scflion .

The Debate lafted with the utmoft Ve* 
hemence till near Two o'Clock of the 
Morning, and towards the Clofe of it, ths 
great ProJeSIor became fo uanfported with 
the violent Oppoiition his darling Scheme 
had met with, that he h^d the Rafhneis to 
cxprefs bimfelf to the following £f^:

A Bill wasnow order'd in to cAablifh this

the Objedl of the Care and Attention of all 
Europe i and, though I am no ways engaged 
in i[, and have bad no Part, except by my 
good Offices, in thofe Tranfadions, . which 
have been declared to be the princi- 
pal Caufcs and Motives of it, I cannot 
iit regardle& of the prefent Events* or be 
unconcerned for the future Confequences of 
a War, undertatcen and fupporte4 by ib 
powerful an Alliance. 

" If ever any Occafion required more 
than ordinary Prudence and Circumfpedion, 
the prefent calls upon us to ule our utmod 
j'recautioninoc to determine too bafiilyM'pon 
fo critical and important a Conjun^ure; hue 
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to confider thoroughly what the Honour 
and Dignity of my Crown and Kingdoms. 
the true Intereji bf ajy Pc(^le, and the En-, 
gagemems we are tthdcr, to the feveral ^ 
Powers wo are in Alliance with, may in 
Juflice and Prudence require of us. 

" I have therefore thought it proper tor, 
lake 'time to examine the Fadts alledged on 
both Sides, and to wait the Reitilt of the 
Cmnjils of thofe Powers^ that are niore 
neftrly and mmediatefy interefted in the Con- 
fequences of the War, and to concert with 
thofe AUies> who are under xhcjame En- 
^gements with me, and have not taken 
Part in the War, more fiariicularfy the 
States-General o( the VkiteJ Provinces, fuch 
Meafures as (hall be thought moll advife- 
^ble for our common Safety, and, for re-f 
ftoring the Peace of Eun^. 

" As I (hall have, in all myConfidera- 
ci(uis upon this great and jipportant AfBtir, 
the ftriflcft Regard tjg the Honour of my 
Crown, and the Good of my People, and 
be governed by no ether Views, 1 can make 
no doubt, but that I may entirely depend on 
the Sup>p<a"t and AJifttmce of my Parlia- 
ment, . without cxpofing myfclf, by any frt^ 
^ipitate Declarations, to fuch Inconveniqi- 
fies, as oqgfat, as far as poffible, to m 
^voided. 
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" lathe mean time, I am perfuaded, yoq 
will make fiich Provific^u. as iball feciUQ 
my Kingdoms, Rights, and Polle0ion6k fi-om . 
^U Dai^en and Iniul^s, and maintain th« 
Refpefl doe to the Britijb Nation ; What- 
ever Fare it puy, in the End, be moft tea? 
fonable for us to a^> it will, in all Views, 
be neceflary, when all Biinfe b preparing 
for Arms, to put ourfelves io a proper Po- 
fture of Defence." 

When this Speech was reported, a Mo- 
tion was made for an Addreft of Thanks, 
To aclmowtedge his Majcfty's Goodnefs} 
To declare their unfeigned Cmfidemt'm bis 
Klajcfty, thai in aU his Confiderations upon 
|hat great and important A&iir, bis Majcftjt 
would have the ftrifteft Regard to ihc Ho- 
nour and Dignity of bis Crown and King* 
ia>aa^ and to the true Intereft o£ his People^ 
And to afliire his Majefty, That be mighi 
iatirely depend upon the Support and Ailift* 
StK:e of his faith^l Coimiions,-in fuch Mea^ 
Jure$ as he fliould find it neceffitry to enter 
into, for attaining and fecuriag thefe great 
and valuable Purpofcs: And ihaiThat Houfe 
would make foch Provifion for the Safety 
and Defence of the Nation, as flKHild fecursi 
bu Majeft/s Kingdoms, Rights and Poffiji- 
^ki Sum ^ P^nger^ apd Infults. 
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• But to theie very complailant Particulars 
Mr. Sbippen had t^s Courage to make fome 
Objedions, ". For fear, faid be, T^at undcp 
iuch a general Exprefiion, there may be 
couched,. or at Icaft it may hereafter be in- 
£(ted on, that there 'is couched, a Promife 
pf a Vote of Credit^ and therefore I Ihould 
be willing to have thbfe Words a little e)c- 
plained; forj (hall always endeavour, as 
much as I can, to prevent this Houfe being 
raflily drawn into fuch PromifcG." 

In anfwer to which. Sir R. W. was plea^d 
to declare, ' That there was no Ground to

Sir John H. Cotton^ and Lord Coieraine-

Britain, 

But fo little Weight had the Senfe of th« 
Anti-^Minifterial Party In the Houfe, thac 
the Addrefs was carry'd in iEsfuiJ Latitude 
without a DiviQon. . . 

Some Pays after ^xt'^obn Ru/keut mov'd 
to addrefs his Majefty for the Letten and - 
InftraSiiom fcnt to his Majefty's Minifters in 
France and Spain^ relating to the Executi^ 
of the Treaty of Seville^ and wa^ fupported ^ 
by 
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by Mr. Puheney ; who, among other Things, 
was pleas'd to cxprefs hitnlelf to this Ef^ 
fca : 

** I would gladly know, how it is poffible 
for the Parliainent to give the Nation any 
Relief in its prefcni melancholy Circum- 
ftances, if wc deny Accefs to thofe Particu- 
lars from which only wc can know what 
our prefcnc Situation is. If the Qucftion 
fliouid come before us, Whether or no wc 
ought to take any Part in the prcfenc War? 
Can we pafe any Judgment upon fuch a 
Queftion, without firft knowing how we 
ftand engaged to the feveral Powers abroad? 
And can we know any Thing of this, with- 
out firft examining the many Treaties and 
JVegotiations which havfc 'been carry'd on 
of late Years ? If wc are to take no Part 
in the War, we tnuft provide for the Safety 
of the Nation : How can wc do this pro- 
perly, and as it ought to be done ? How can 
we judge of the EftJmates that arc to be 
laid before us for that End, without know- 
ing what Danger the Nation is in ? And 
how can wc know our Danger, without 
knowing how we ftand, with refpcdl to our 
foreign Alliances and Engagements ? For 
thcfe Ends, Sir, we moft have not only the 
Papers now moved for, but, in my Opinion, 
a great many others will be neceflary, in 
order 
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cn-der to give us tbofe Lights which Ivd 
pught ceruinly to have." 

But however popular this great Patriot 
was then without Doors, his Influence was 
(cldom predominaiic within : And how* 
ever pofitive he v^as, that without Informa- 
tion there could be no Judgment, the 
Houie were refolved to have no Ii^orma- 
tJms, and accordingly rejedied the Moiioa 
by 195 Voices againft 104- 

As * ill Luck had Mr. Sartifys in moving 
for the Inliruftions to the £r;/^ Miniften 
in Poland in the Year 1729, iho* fupported 
by Sir IVilliam Wyndbam in the followii^ 
luanfwerable manner: 

" It is allowed on all Hands, Thar the 
Eledion of a King of Poland is the princi- 
pal Caufe of the War now broke out in 
Europe ; and to tell us, that his Mzjc(ty has 
faid, That he has had no Share in that 
Tranfadion, and that- therefore we mu^ 
not enquire into it, is a dtred beggtng of thji 
Qiwftion: Tbt Miniftert ate ihedri^fCiV 
ions we csii fiippofe'fo have Ikid fd, ati'd 
there are other Gentitraen who affirni; oj^ 
at leaft, fufpoa the contrary i This id a Fad

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'which the Houfe is to cnqnire into ; anfl 
when a Motion is made for, having tfaofe 
Papers laid before us, v^'hich are neceilary 
for givbg us fome Lights into this A&ir, 
fliall Gentlemen be told. That fuch a Mo* 
tioq is improper, becaufe it is inconfiftene 
with that Refped: which we have pr6fe&d 
for his Majefty, in our Addreis of Thanks ? 
If thu Houfe can be perfuaded to accept of 
fuch an Excufe, if a Majority of this Houfe 
can be prevailed on to joni in iucb a Me- 
thod of Proceeding, thofe GentleoKn who 
can fo prevail upon them, may throw ouc 
as many Defiances as they pleafe : They are 
the fole Mafters of all the Proc^ that are 
necdfary for, or can be made ufe of upon 
any EcK^iry ; and they are, ic leems, refolv'd 
to continue fa If we had no Sliare in the 
TraD&3ions at that Time carried on in P«- 
iaaJ, furely no Secret can be difcovered by 
the laying of thoib Inllru^oos before th» 
Houfe i and if 'We h^d any ShzK in thofe 
Tranfafkions, it cannot bb hi^i think, that 
we have np.nutpoci-pf Shared thofeTranf* 
a£tioia whif^ baKe, pi;$»iianedi(the iprdent 
War in BanjdA , ik,,-. ■ Vj.;.. ■ " ' ■ 
" What Sjl^e yifc ^-in^bofeTFaoAd- 
tions, 'till I fee thofe InHiruflioiu, it is im- 
poflible ifor me to fayj but from the Lights 
I already have, it appears evident to Aie,Thac 
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we have had a very lai^e Share in all tho 
other Negotiations, which have been lately 
carried on in Europe. Did not we procure' 
the Introduftfcm of the firfl Spamjh Forces 
into Jtafy? Are hot wc Gtiaraotces for all 
Don Carlos s Rights and Poffcffionsin/Zd/yl' 
Are not weGuarantees for all the Emperor's 
Rights and PoficiHons in Italy? Are not we 
Guarantees even for the Pragmatic San&ion 
in its full Extent ? 1 believe w« are under 
Engagements to everyone of the Northern 
Powers ; and I have beard, that we are uii- 
der foeae Engagements to the Court of 
France ; fo that let a War bave. broke out 
between any two Powers in Europe, it will 
be difficult to fhew, that we had ' no Hand 
jn the Tranfadlions which gave Occafion to 
that War; upon the contrary, I believe it 
will appear, that each of them might have 
juftly made Demands upon us ; and this, Sir, 
is OUT prefent unhappy Situation." 

The feme Day Mr. Waller made a Mo- 
tion for an Addrefs, . * That his^Majedy

* engaged by his good Offices in tbofe

Mr. Sandys then mov'd for an Addrefs, 

* That hfs Majcfty would communicate to 

* the Houfe what Applications had been 
■ made to him by ihe feveral Parties then 

* engaged in War, founded upon Treaties., 

Upon which Occafion Mr. Cockburrfex- 
prciTed himfelf to this Effc(S: 

*' I am old enough to remember the 
Beginning of the firft great War againft 
France, and I remember, that, as foon as the 
Dutch applied to us for our Afliftance, King 
WtUiam immediately laid the Cafe before 
the Parliament, and took their Adwice, as 
to what was proper to be done upon that 
Emergency, before he came to any Refolu- 
tion : Upon the Breaking out of the fecond 
War, the late Queen did the fame ; and I 
mull fay, that 1 think, every King of this 
Ndnoa ooght tofoHow that Example : If 
cheyam^ed' tboAffiftanct' of Parliament, 
fitaojiftnighi to iuke ^he Adv-ice of Parlia- 
jnnitii'addoUrijiftories will inform us, that 
whai they. have done fa, they have gene- 
ranydone ^vcH, anfd when they have done 
oiherwife, they havd'had but little Succefs." 

This Motion mifcarry'd on" thfii Previous 
Qn^cftion, without a Divifion. 

I i . Soon 
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Soon after this, the Retailers in Tea and 
Coffee renewed their Petition to be relieved 
froni the Penalties they were liable to by 
che Exr//? Laws: But tho' their Cafe was 
long and warmly debated, the Motion 
10 refer their -■ Petition to a Committee 
,was over- ruled by 233 againft 155. 

Thus far we have followed the Effort^ 
and attended the Succefs of the Oppofition \ 
we come now to the Demands of the Crown* 

Feb. 8, came on the annual Queftion on 
the annual Army; on which Occalion thofe 
in Power were pleas'd to make the prefenc , 
Situation of Europe^ a Pretence for adding 
lUoo Men to the then Eftablifliment j by 
way of replacing the Three Regiments 
which it was found neceflary to coDcinue at 
Gibraltar and Minorca. 

This was oppofcd by Sir William Wynd- 
bam, who, on the contrary, wa^ for including 
the faid Three Regiments in the Edimate 
for the Year. 

A warm Debate enfucd ; Lights Inio the 
prcfent State of Afiairs were again called for j 
the Mitiifter rofe up as if to give' them, but 
difappointed the whole Hou(e, and made 
his Conclufions from the, King's Speech 
only: Upon which Mr. Pulteney took Occa- 
fion to fay, " Arewc to vote powerful Fleets, 
and numerous Armies ; are we to lay new 
and 
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and great Burthens on the People, and all 
ihis without being told any Reajbm for what 
wc are defired to do F What Satisfa<Sion 
can we give our Conjiituenis, if they fhould 
ask us, why we have augmented our Stand- 
ing Army, which muft (ilways be dangerous 
to the Liberties of our Country? Why vre 
have confcntcd to the increafing the puKic 
Charge, which is already bca:o.ier than the 
People can bear ? Really, to this moft ma- 
terial and reafonable Qoeftion, I know as 
yet of no other Anfwcr we can give, but 
only that his Majefty has told us In his 
Speech, ihac there is a War broke out in ^ 
Europe, in which wc have no manner of 
Concern ; and his Miniflers have told us,That 
we ought to be afraid of the Annies and 
Fleets raifed and fitted out by our Neigh- 
bours, becaufe they are under an abfolute 
Neceflity of employing all the Armies they 
can raife.aod all the Fleets they can 6c out» 
■ in thofc Parts of £«ro^. which arc moft re* 
mote from us. We have Zeal, Sir, ] hope 
we have all a great deal AfTei^ion and Zeal 
for his Majcfty's Perfon and Governmenis 
but do not let us allow his Majcfty's Mini- 
flers, or even his Majefty himfclf, 10 expcdl 
fuch a blind Zeal from his Parliament : It is 
inconfijient with the Dignity of Parliament^ 
and 1 am fure. that Parliaments, thir-fy or 
I i 2 ' forty 
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forty Years ago, would hardly have been 
perfuaded to have (hewn fo much Cottiplai- 
Jance to the Minijieri of the Crown" 

Upon the whole, the Mlniftcr carfy'd his 
Point by 262 againft 162. 

About this Time the Duke of Bolion^ and 
the Lord Vifcount Cobbami having been re- 
moved from their refpeflive Commands in 
the Army, as it was generally underftood, 
for their having a£lcd independently in Par- 
liament, the Lord Vifcount Morpeth made 
a Motion for Leave to bring in a Bill, ' For 

• the better fecuring the Conftitution, by 

• preventing the Officers, not above the 

* Rank of Colonels of Regiments^ of fuch 

* Land Forces, as (hall at any Time, be al- 

• low'd by Authority of Parliament, from 
« being depriv'd of their Commiflioiis, 

* otherwifc than by Court-Marilals, or by 
« Addfefs of either Houfe.' And it wis 
upon this Occalion Sir JVilliam fVyndbantj 
who had been fo often branded by his Ene- 
mies as a 'tory and a Jacobite^ did both 
himfelf and his Party, the Honour to ad- 
vance the following Sctttiracnts, which ^l-- 
gernon Sydney himtelf would not have been 
afham'd of. 

« The Gentlecnen;wh6 have been plcafcd 

to fpeak againft this Propontlbn, have all 

of them aucrtcd,Tbat,fhould it take Place, 

it 
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it would qltcr the very ^eing of our Coajli- 
tui ion ;• (torn whence we muft conclude. 
That thefe Gentlemen think, that the very 
Bei/^ of OUT Con/litution confifts, not or^y 
In having a Standing Army, but it confifb 
alfo in having that Army abjblutely and fv- 
tirely dependent on the Crown j which is an 
Opinion fo direflly contrary to that which 
every Man ought to have of our Confii- 
tution, that I am forry to bear of its being en- 
tertained by any Gentleman, who has the Ho« 
nour of being a Member of this HouCe. I 
widi thofe Gentlemen would confider a little 
better the Nature and the Being of our Con-, 
Jiituli^n^ and the many Alterations that have 
from Time to Tiine crept into it ; if they 
do, they will find no greater Norvelty, nor 
can tbcy find one more dangerous, than that 
of a Standing Army : It is not as yet, I hope, 
a Part of our Conjiitution, and therefore, 
what is now propofed cannot be an Altera- 
tion of our Conjiitution j it is indeed fo fpr 
otherwife, that the very Defign of it is to 
prevent our Conjiitution^ being altered, by 
a Standing Armfi being hereafter made a 
Part of it; or at leaft to make that Army 
lej'i dangerous^ in cafe it fhould become ab- 
folmely necelTiiry for us always to keep up 4 
Standing Army. We have likcwife be?n 
told, That the Frefogati'ue is a Part of our 
113 Co^- 
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Conjlitadon, and the-leflcning ihe Power of 
the Crown, or robbing the Crown of its 
Pr£«^(2^;w, as Gentlemen have been pleafed 
to call it, is an Alteration of our Coajlttu- 
tion. For my own Part, I have no Notion 
of any legal Power or Prerogative, but what 
is for the Benefit of the Community \ nor do 
1 think, that any Power can be legal, but 
what is originally derived from the CommU" 
nity; and it is certain, That all the Power 
that is, or can be given by the People, maft 
be given for their oion Prote£lion and De^ 
fence : Therefore, if the People diould af- 
terwards find that they hzv&gwtn too mucb^ 
if they ihould begin to forcfce, that the 
Power they have given may come to be of 
dangerous Confequence to them/elves ; have 
not they Reafon, have not they a Right, to 
take back what Part of it they think necef- 
Jary for their ov^n Safety ? This is the pro- 
per Footing, upon which the prefent De- 
bate ought to be put ; and, taking it upon 
this Footing, fuppofe, that this Power of 
removing the Officers of thc.Army were a 
Part of the antient Prer^aiive of the Crown ; 
if the Parliament fhould forefee, that this 
Power might be made a badUfe ofj that it 
might eafily be turned towards enfiaving the 
people, would not the Piople have a Right to 
take it from the Crown ? would it not be 
their 
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their Z)tt/y to do fo ? nay, ought not the 
Crown iDillingly and freely to give it up ? 

Tbetc are People in the World, among 
whom it is notorious, neither the Reafon- 
ing oi Socrates, nor the Rhetoric of De- 
Biofibenes would have any Weight. We are 
DOC to wonder, therefore, that this great 
Man fo frequently fpoke in vain : The 
Qujftion being called for,' the Minijierial 
Varty prcvail'd, without being put co the 
Trouble of a Divifion. And when zfecond 
Motion was made by Mr. Sandys^ for an Ad- 
dreis to know by whole Advice His Majefty 
bad been induc'd to remove the Two Noble 
Lords before' mention 'd, fo highly did they 
prefume upon their Power, that not one of 
the whole Phalanx condefcended to oppofe ic 
by the Shew of Reafon or Argument, but 
arrogahdy put the Merits of the Cauie on 
the iitrength of Numbers; and fo defeated 
itbyzjz againft 193, 

For the farther Honour of this Parlia- 
menr, the Duty on ^ah, which had once 
been taken off, and which was the very 
next Year again replaced, was now far- 
ther continued to March 25, 1742, as a 
new Indication, that it was to become 
a Perpetuity. 

March 13. Mr. W. Bremliy having firft 

taken Notice, That the Call of the Houfo 

114 having 
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having been adjourn'd to a very remote Dav 
on a general Opinion, ihat no Vote of Cre- 
dit would that Year be propos'd, and there- 
fore that no fuller Houfe was to be eK- 
peiSed, made a Motion for the Repeal of 
the Septenrual A&, and was nobly fupported" 
by Sir yobn St. Auirin, who feconded the 
fciid Motion. A long and vehement De- 
bate fucceeded; in the Courfe of which, the 
Mifchicfs oiSiaTiding Parhaments wcreren- 
der'd as clear and manifeil as thofe of Stand- 
ing Armies j and many Gentlemen diftin- 
guifhed thcmfelves in the Defence of the 
Liberties of their Country j but naae more 
than Sir JVUliam JVyndbam, -who thus ex- 
prefled himfelf, to the juft Admiration of all 
who heard him, 

" We have been told, Sr, in this Houfc, 
that no Faith is to be given to Prophecies; 
therefore, 1 (hall not pretend to prophefy ; 
but I jnay *Juppofe.2. Cafe, which, iho" it has 
nor yet happened, may poffibly happen. Let 
us ihaafuppefe, a Man abandoned to all No- 
tions of i^rtue or Honour^, of no great Fa- 
mily, andjof but a mean Fortune, raifed to

plundered, and her Sailors murdered; anjj all 
thefe Things overkoked, only for fear h\%Ad~ 
minijiratim ihould he endai^ered : Suppofe 
him next p<:^eaed of great Wealth, the 
Pluadecof theNacidn, with a Parliament 
of his «£?n cbttjiiig, moft of ihe'a Scats pur- 
ehafed, and th(;ir Votes^a^jt* at ' the £:f- 
peace oj puMic Tr4t^ur€ : In fticfa a Parlia-i 
ment, let us fuppofe Attempts made to f«- 
quire into his Conduift, or to relieve the Na- 
' lion from the Diftrefi he has brought upon 
it; and when Lights proper for attaining 
tbofe Ends are call^ feu*, not perhaps for 
th^ 
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the Information of the particular Gentle- 
men who call for them, but becaufc no- 
thing can be done in a Parliamentary Way,- 
till thefe Things be in ^pri^r Way laid be- 
fore Parliament j fuppofe thefe Lights re- 
fujedy thefe rcafonablc Requefts rejeSied by 
a corrupt Majority of his Creatures, whom 
he retains in daily Pay, or engages in his 
particular Intereft, by granting them thofe 
Pofts and Places which ought never 'to be 
given to any but for the Good of the Public; 
Upon ihajcandahui ViSlory, lee us fuppofe 
this ci)ief Mini /ler plummy himfclf in Defi- 
encest becaufe he iinds he has got a 'Parlia- 
ment, like a packed Jury, ready to accfuit 
tim at all Alventures : Let us farther iup- 
pofe him arrived to that Degree of Info- 
lence and Arrogance, as to domineer over all 
the Men of ancient Families, all the Men 
of Senfe, Figure or Fortune in the Nation \ 
and as he has no Virtue of his oiwn, ridicul- 
ing it in others, and endeavouring to dejlrir^ 
QT corrupt it in All. 

" I am ftiU noi propbejying, Sir, I am only 
Juppofing ; and the Cafe 1 am going to fup- 
pofe I hope never will happen : but witb 
Jidch z Minifter, and ^tb^ a Parliamoni, let 
us fuppofe a Prince Bpon the Throciey ci- 
ther for want of true Infornxation, or for 
. (ome other Keafoo, igooram and . unac- 
- , quaintcd 
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claimed wiih the Inclinations and ihdln- 
tereft of his People, weak, and hurried 
away hy unbounded Ambition and infatia- 
b!c Avarice : This Cafe, Sir, has never 
yet hapjiened in this Nation; I hope, 1 fay, 
'twill never exift; but as it is pofiible ie 
may, could "any greater Curfe happen to a 
Nation, than fuch a Prince on the Throne, 
advifed and Jolely advijed by fuch a Mini- 
fter, and that Minijler fupponed byfucb a 
Parliament ? The Nature of /Mankind can- 
not be altered by human Laws, the Exiji- 
ence oi fucb a Prince, or fuch a Minifter, 
we cannot prevent by 'Mt of Parliament, 
but the Exiftence of fuch a Parliament, I 
think, we may; ani as fuch a Parliament 
is much more likely to exift, and may do 
more Mifchief while the Sepiennial Law re- 
mains in Force, than if it were repealed, 
therefore I am moft heartily for the Repeal 
of it." 

But neither the ivar of what might be, 
nor the Knowledge of what was, had any 
EfFeft : The Houfe divided ; and the Mo, 
tion was rcjefled by 247 againft 184. 

We are now drawing to a Clofe of this 
thorough- pac'd Parliament ; and we fliall 
find by their laft Afts, as well as their firft, 
that fcafce any ParSiamcnt before them did, 

• more to oblige the" Crown, or kfs to lerv^ 

the 
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(he People : For, notwithftanding all thai 
had already pafs'd in the Houfe, relating lo 
Votes of Credit^ fo late as March 28, we find 
Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer prcfenting 
the following Meflage to the Houfe :

As this MelTage was quite a Surprize to 
the Minorityy and as many of them had al- 
ready taken Leave of the Town, in order to 
attend the EIe£iion9, Mr. Sbippen and Sir 
William Wyndbam exerted themfelves to put 
off the Confidcration of it, till thofe Gen- 
tlemeA might ha«e Notice how much it 
c(wicern'd theW,,tci return oace more to 
their Duty in Parliament : But the Minijler 
was lUll xoo mighty for them i and the very 
next Day v/as appointed foe t^e Decifion of 
this jmpof t^nt Afliiir j when Sir R. IV. open'd 
the Debate^ gave the Houfe to underftand,

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that even from his Majesty's Speech, fome- 
thing of thij Nature might have been ex- 
peSieJ, and concluded with a Motion, • To 

* declare the Duty and Fidelity of this

To this Mr. Shippen reply 'd as folljjwg; 

" i am glad to find that the Honpurable 
Gentleman has now difcovered a Meaning 
in his Majcfty's Speech at the Opening of 
this SefTion, which he could not,' it feems, 
difcover the Jirji Day of the Seflion : He 
was, or pretended, at leaft, to be fo far from 
dijioveriitg at that Time anyjacit Meaning 
in bisMajefty's Speech as he has now fhewn 
to us, that he feemed very much Jurpri/ed 
any Gentleman ihould have the lead: ^p* 
prebenjions of fuch a Meaning. I, as well as 
ieverai Gentlemen round me, remember 
well the Gentleman's very Words upon thac 
Occafion j I remember, when I intimated 
then to the Houfe my Fears, that fome fuch

Majefty faid, expeft a Demand for a Voieoi 
Credit J but I little expcfted that That De- 
mand would have been attended with fuch 
other extraordinary Demands as are contain- 
ed in the MelTage now under Confideration. 
" As no fufficient Time has been given. 
Sir, for Gentlemen to confider of this extra- 
ordinary Demand from the Crown, as no 
Information has been given us by the Ho- 
nourable Gentleman who fpokc laft, from 
whom, I believe, every Gentleman in this 
Houic expedted a full Information, with 
refped: to the Reafons the Crown may have 
for making fuch a Demand ; Gentlemen, 
like me, who are kept at a DiAance from 
<h,e Secrets of the AdminiAration, have no 
way left to judge but according co what ap- 
pears upon the Face of the Meflage j and 
from thence I muft judge, that the Demand 
now made upon us is entirely new, and very 
extraordinary. As I laid before, it is a De- 
mand for a total Surrender of all the Rights 
of Parliament ; for we are now, it feems, 
to give the King a Power of raifmg what 
Money be pleafes j we are to give him a 
Power of rating ivhat Military Force he 
pleafes without Confent of Parliament : Are 
not thefe the two Rights, upon which aU 
the other Rights of Parliament depend ?*Is 
not the Controul we have over thefe Two,

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the only Handle by which we can, or dard 
vindicate any other Right that belongs to 
tis ? And after the Surrender of thefeTwoj 
r can it be faid that we h^vp any Right, or at 
leaft, that we dare claim any Right, but 
fach as the Crown (hall vouchfafj from 
Time to Time tc allow us \ " 
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** Tiars^ of their Ditt^, Fidelity, and ^- 
*' tachment co My Pcrfon and Government, 
" and their conftant Regard to ihe true In- 
** terefi of their Country." 

*' 1 have nothing to wifti but that My 
** People may not be mijguided; I appeal' co 
" their (rwti Conjciences for My Condufl, and 
" hope the Providence of God will direct* 
*' them in the Choice of fuch Reprefenta- 
*' tivcs, as are moft ^ to be trufted with 
*' the Care and Pre/ervation of the Prote- 
«* fiant Religion, the prejent EJlabUpment^ 
*' and all the Religious and Civil Right* 
** of Great Britain," 

It is here neceilary to remind the Reader 
of what was faid,/y. 425, of England's Gua- 
rantying the Pragmatic SanSiion, in Retura 
for> the Conceffions made by the Emperor 
CO Hanover ; and of the Million of Rix' 
Dollars, which vfas^ai the TameTime, agreed 
to be paid to the Duke oi Holjlein, that Den^ 
mark might hold Slejwick in Peace, under 
the Guaranty of the Emperor and RuJJia: 

For it was novtr thought high Tune to 
make Denmark eafy, as to that Equivalent -, 
which, it feems, flie thought herfelf no way 
obllg'd to make good ; as having already par- 
tctt with Bremen and Ferdenon that Accouiit. 

Accordingly, on the Strength oi'ihc Fote 

oiCreStf which had been the Legacy of 

K,lt iho 
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the laft Parliament, when jtid expiring, a 
very handfome Sum of ready Money was 
not only advanc'd to. his Danip Majefty, 
but we alfo ftruck up a Treaty with him, 
Sept. 19, 1734, hy which this Nation was 
to pay 250,000 Crowns a Year for Three 
Years, by way of Confideraiion for 6000 
Men; which, with the Levy- Money, a- 
mounted to a good Million of Rix-DoUars, 
and thereby fully anfwer'd the Equivaktit 
before-mentioned, . 

It muft farther be obferv'd. That at the 
Time of making this Bargain, there was 
not th6 leaft Shadow of a Pretence left of 
our engaging in the Caufe of the Emperor, 
for the Support of the Pragmatic SanSiion > ' 
ncft only becaule the oppotite Intereft of 
HanoHer forbid it, but becaufc the Dutch

'Ji.f^-rtunately ! the Emperor has never 
be. rt (iiiceived in what he has forefeen oc 
iLiJCold, whh refpedt to the Confequencet. 
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of the Increajh of Pvaier in the Houfc of 
Bourbon : At prefent he forefecs Confequences 
mon/ataland lefs remote than any he' has ever 
forefeen: He defires to prevent them, and 
he will endeavour it to the utmoft of his 
Power. He does not feek to aggrandize 
4iimfelf ; all bis Views af e bounded, in be- 
igg able to en>ploy his Forces, for the Pre- 
ffrvatim of his Territories, for that of the 
Empire, whofe ImereAs are fo dear to him, 
mdfvr the E£pofe of others. The grcateft 
Part of the Advantage arifing from thence 
wilt accrue to his Allies, from whom he is, 
and always will be infeparable. It flicks on 
them to break thofe Bands with which all 
Europe is threatcn'd by the Houfe of Bour- 
don : Th& fulfilling of thofe Guaranties, 
Vhich have been ftipulated by Treaties, is 
.ch? mly Method for fecuring fo great an Ad- 
vantage, and that is what the Emperor de- 
roande, in the moft friendly and the moft 
emph^tical Manner he can think of. 
. , By way of Anfwer to the Reprcfcntations 
.made the 17th of this Month, by the Ml- 
nifters of his Britannic Majefly, and my 
Lords the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces of the Low-Countries, the Emperor 
is not agalnft their taking the Method of 
employing their good Offices, if by that 
Method tbey can reUgiouJly perform all that it

a Plan would he offered for kgener/ri Nego- 
tiatioa : That hq did not take upon him la 
mfiioer for the Succefs of it: But that when 
(I Proceeding was founded upon Reafon, it 
^Quld be iriexculable oot to attempt aWork, 
which 
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which might produce infinite Benefits and 
Advantages, and can be of no Prejudice, if 
we do not fufferourfelvesto be {qUx amujed 
by Hopes, that may pofiibly be afterwards 
difappointed, as to leave ourfelves expofed 
CO real Dangers. 

His, Majefty added afterwards, among 
other Things : "I have made Ufe of the 
Powct, which the late Parliament eniruftcd 
me with, with yi^^xModeratim ; and I have 
concluded a. Treaty with the Crown of 
Denmark^ of great Importance in theprefent 
Conjunftqre. 

" The ScTife of the Nation is heft to be 
learned by the Choice of thek Reprejeniatives ; 
Xknd I am perfuaded. That the Behaviour 
and Conduct of my faithful Commons will 
demonflrate to all the World the unOiakeq 
Fidelity and Attachment of my good ^br 
jeds to my Perion and Government. 
My lards and Gentlemen^ 

" It is our H^ppinefs to ha,ve continued 
hitherto jn a Sraie of Peace ; but whilft 
many of the principal Powers of Europe are 
engaged in War, the Confequenccs muil 
piore or lefs affect us; and as the bell con- 
perted Meafurcs are liable to Uncertainty, 
we ought to be in a Readinels, and prcpar'd 
againft all Events." 

Th?rc i? no need to particoUrize the 
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Motion for an Addrefe of Thanks, upon 
this Occafion ; tho' rather more general and 
niodeft than ufual, it was, hke all the for- 
mer, minijierial enough o'Confcience. The 
Gentlemen in the Ofpojition; therefore, only 
cndeavour'd, the' in vain, to parry the Force 
of it by an Amendment, in which they were 
ffM- granting Supplies only in Proportion ta 
the Expenc£i to be incurred by the otheh 
Powers, •who wtre under the fame Engage^ 
ffifnti mtb this Nation i which Amendment 
was thus fupported ; 

" The Bailance of Power in Europe, is cer- 
rainly of as much Confequence to other Na- 
tions as it is to this ; and when it comes to 
be really in Danger, it is not to,bc queftion'4 
but we fhall find other Powers as ready tg 
join with us, as we are lojoin with them, for 
its Prefervatien i and unlefs we fliew tea 
much Readineis to bear ali the Expence, it 
is alfo certain, that thofe who are in eguai 
Panger, will never refufe to bear their 
proportionable Share of the Expence : But if 
ever this Nation fhoijld fet itfelf up- as the 
Don ^ixst of Europe^ we may then cxpea 
that moft of the Powers ai Europe, who are 
not immediately atiack'd, will leave the 
whole Burden upon us ; apd this, I am afraid, 
is too much the Cafe at prefcnt ; for as our 
l^pighbours ^he Df/tch, s[re more exfofed tq 
the 
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the Danger thao wc are, I muft conclude 
from their Ina&ivity, that either they do 
not think the Ballance of Power in Danger^ 
or oth(;rwifc wc have given them Room to 
lielievc, that we will take upon usthe Dc' 
feme of this Ballance, without putting them 
to any Trouble or Expence ; and for thi» 
Raafon I think it is become abfoiutety n«-> 
6eflary for U3 to give ibme fuch Recom- 
mendation to his Majcfty, as is propofed by 
this Amendment, in ord^r to convince the 
World, . that we are not to fct onrfclves up 
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ther they had an Account of the whole Ex- 
pences thai had been incurred by any Ad- 
dition made to the Land Service; and in a 
Third they had an Account of what had 
been incurred on OccaGon of the Treaty 
lately concluded with Denmark : B^fides all 
which, they had an Account of what Mo^ 
nies had been iffued from the Trcafury for 
all, or either of thefe Services: That ihepre- 
fenting of fuch an Addrcfs would, in their 
Opinion, ftiew a Want of Rcfpefl to his 
Majefty, and a Sort of Jealoufy and Diffi- 
dence in what he had already ordet'd to be 
laid before them. 

It was by the Divifion upon this Que- 
ftion, that the Nation was to be taught, how 
much or how little their Septennial Righc 
of ret 
worth 
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poied by the Anti-Courtiers, who made It 
appear unanfwcrably, that * 20000 were 
more than fufHcient to anfwer all the honeft 
' Purpoies of an honeft Adminiflration. 

The principal Arguments of thofe vx 
Power were to this Effba i 

" Whatever might have been the ?i/fflpf 
of the Parlies engaged at the B'eginmng of 
the War, yet, upon feeing this Nation pnc 
itfelf in fuch a Pojlure .of Defence, they all 
thought proper to drop any ambitious Vie^vs 
they might then entertain, by accepting of 
the good Offices his Majefty hadoffer'd: Their 
ready CompHance in this refpefl, can be at- 
tributed to nothing but the Preparations we 
made laft Year, and the Powers that were 
granted by laft Seffion of Parliament to his 
Majefty 1 for by tbefe we deprived them of 
all Hopes of fucceeding in any of their am- 
bitious Views. It was this that produced an 
^ctptatioR of the goad Offices, his Majefty 
had of^r'd ; and if we ftiould flacken in our 
Meafures, if we (hould dtfcmfinue our Pre^ 
parations, it would render us defptcabk iii thfc 
Eyes of all the Parties engaged in War, ^nd 
would confequently difappoint the good Ef* 
feSs we have Reafcm 10 expeft from thac 
Acceptation." 

• The Number gnmied the Scffiop bsfbre ; to which bit 

Majefty had added 7000 mite during the Kecefs. 
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To which it was rcply*d, " That the Pre- 
parations wc made kit Year, or the Powers 
granted by laft Scffion of ParHament to his 
Majcfty, produced the Acceptation o£ our good 
O^es, is fomething very furprifing ; clpe- 
cially when we confider what Sort of an^c- 
ceptation we have been fa'vour'd with : The 
Emperor has accepted of oor good Offices un* 
der this exprefi Provifion, That his Accept- 
ance ihould not be looked on as a pafling 
from ihoic Succours which he infiftcd on, we 
were obliged to furnifh him, by the Trea- 
ties now fubfifting between us: And the Al- 
lies have likewise made their Acceptation 
conditional; for they have accepted of our 
good Offices under this exprefi Condition^ 
That we ihould continue neutral^ with r^ 
fpedl to the preient Di/puies between them 
and the Empercr. Can it be imagiiled, that 
warlike Preparations were necejj'ary^ or ihac 
extraorSnary Powers granted by Parliament, 
were necefary for producing fuch limited 
Acceptations? Can any Man doubt but that 
wc would have obtained Jhcb an Accepta- 
tion ofovtg^ Offices, tho' »(7,,fucb. Prepa- 
rations had ever been'made, tho' no jucb 
Powers had ever been granted. But even 
fuppoiing that thv& Acceptation was produced 
by the warlike Prepartitiom we ^nade laft 
Year, muft not every Man agree, That this 
eendi' 
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conditional, limited Acceptation has coft US ft 
terrible Price, when he confiders, that it hay 
coft ihis Nation at leaft a Million Sterlings- 
and If the P/an we are to offer, in purfuance 
of this Accepta:rion, HiouM at taft be re- 
jected, what Bcnchi, what Honour can we 
receive from the Expcnces wc have puc 
our felvee to?" 

Much more was urg'd, but all to Co little 
Purpofe, that upon dividing the Houfe, the 
Court carry'd their Point by 2^6 againft 
183. 

Some few Days after the Standi/^ Army 
came likewife under DeliberatioD, when 
znothtr rainijerial Motion was made. That 
the Number of effeflive Men, &c. (hould b* 
25744, which, notwithftanding the pacific 
Plan we were ftill puriuiug, v/'z. of inter- 
pofing in the prefent Troubles of Europe 
with our good Offices only, was carry'd by 
261 againft 208. 

The next remarkable Motion was made 
by Sir fTilliant Wyndbam^ viz. That the or- 
dinary Eftimaie of the Navy for the Year 
'735' might be referred to a SekSi Commit' 
tee, according to Two Precedents of th« 
like Nature, which had taken place in the 
Second and Third Years of K. William : 
To ihcw ihe Neceffity of which, he took 
Notice, That in the Navy Accfiuats, then 
upon 
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upon ihc Table, there was one Article of 
very near 250,000/. charged, not for the 
BuildJRg of ShifSt but for the Building of 
Houfesi adding, whether fuch Houfes were 
neceffary, I ihail not now pretend to deter- 
mine, but if they were, I think it is /Oi) large 
a Sum for any Minifter, or for any Admi- 
niftmtion to have expended, without a pre- 
vious Authority irom Parliament, and Thar, 
I am fure, was never fo much as asked for. 
What the ^refent may think of fuch a Sum, 
or what the Gentlemen of this Houfe may 
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People, in full Expectation thac theft were 
*7//that were mcejj'ary fcr anfwering qmx an- 
nual Rxfence; but now, Sir, when wc are 
in Danger of being brought into a great, but 
unforeieen Expence, we are told, that we 
have run much in^rrMrjThatagreat Debt 
has been contrafted ; and. That for the Pay- 
ment of this Debt, we muft either mortgage 
thofc Funds which ought to be referved for 
a Hime of Danger, or we muft lay violent 
and imphus Hands upon thofe Funds which 
have been long ago declared ^fr^i/, and re- 
Ugioujly appropriated for relieving us from 
thofe heavy Burthens we at prefent groan 
under." 

But they were deaf to the Voice of the 
Charmer : all Enquiries, it fccms, tended to 
create Fmrs and y ealou^es arncn^ the Peo- 
ple, and to give them Sujptcions of his Ma- 
jeftfs Government. Upon a Divifion, thete- 
fore, the Negative carry'd the Day by 198 
againft 160: And when a Motion was made 
for committing Mr. SanJys's Place-Bill, 
upon the fecond Reading, it was likewif? 
over-ruled by 216 againft 192. 

For the fameReafon, That tfiefe Gentle* 
men could fo frequently fay no to the Peo- 
ple, they could never once fay no to the 
King. Thus when a Motion was made for 
granting 56,250 A on account of the Subli- 
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dy payable to the King of Denmark, it pais'd 
in the Affirmative by 270 to 158. 

- And when another was made for apply- 
ing a Million out of rhzi facred Depojit the 
Sinking Fund, towards the current Service, 
it met with ,rhe like Succefs. 

In one Word, this Parliament took effec- 
tual Care, in their very firft Scffion, to con- 
vince all the World, that they were refolv'd 
to tread in every Footftcp of the lafli 
which, no doubr, afforded very comfortable 
Refledions to their Conjiituents. 

May 15, HisMajefty was pleas'd to put 
an End to the Sefli(»i with a mofl gracious 
Speech; in which are the following remark- 
able Particulars: 

" I have ccnGder'd, with great Care and 
Attention, the prefent Situation of Europe, 
and duly weigh'd the Confcqucnces that 
may arifc from the Progrefs of the War, ci- 
ther by Means of -its becoming more gene- 
ral, or continuing mly to be carry'd on be- 
tween the Powers already engaged. 

" An Accommodation of thefe unhappy , 
Troubles, appeared to be the beft Means to 
prevent the Dangers chat arc to be. appre- 
hended on cither Side. In this View, a Plan 
of Pacification was concerted between Mo 
and the States Gemrai, with great Impartia- 
lity, and not without reafonable Grounds to 
L 1 z hope 
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hope for Succefe ; altbo^ it bath not bad the 
defied EffeSi. 

•' But all further, Refolutions to be taken 
io this important and critical Conjunfture, 
will be principally determined by future 
Events. This makes i( impojible for Me, at 
prefent, to take the previous Advice and Con- 
currence of liiy Parliament^ in fuch Mea- 
fures as may become abfolutely neceflary to 
be entered into. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

" I return you my hearty Thanks for the 
Supplies you have, with fo much Chearful- 
nefs and Difpatch, granted for the Service 
{^ the current Year ; which have been fo 
efiedually raifed, and acccmlpany'd wIUi fo 
feafmiaitk 'oajiugmentatton of our Forces by 
Sm and Land, that I fliall be in a Condition' 
to make Ufe of them in 'the mod . achanta- 
giaa Mamter for the poblic Service, as any 
OoGofioD^ than TDXf haffoi- to arife, fhall rd- 
quir&-"' ■ ■' 

" As I think it nece^ry this Summer tt> 
vifit my Dominions in Germany, it 'is 'my 
Intention to appoint the Queen Regent' h«ie 
during^ tay^ Abfence, of whofe juflr and in- 
dent Adminiftration ydn haVe, on th^ -liStJ' 
OccafioDjhadExperiftice/*'— ■ ■ ' 

. ThuB weabaTa it acknowledg'd, at- feff, 
from the Throne, That tht' Million cxtraor-^ ' 
- ' dinary. 
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dinary, which our pacific Mcafures had coft 
us was throwo away. 

But let us refer to the Fai3: itfelf. On 
the 8th oi May, N. S. Monf. Fenekn, the 
French Ambaflador at the Hague, dcfired a 
Set Conference with their High MightJncf- 
fcs Committee for foreign Affairs, which 
being fix'd according, his Excellency fpokc 
to them to the following Effcdl : 

" His Moft Chriftian Majefty having ma- 
turely examin'd the Articles of the Plan of 
Peace, and having cauled Conferences to be 
holden upon that Subjeft with his Allies, he 
finds, as well as the Kings of Spain and Sar- 
diniay that None of the Articles thereof is 
acceptable } and therefore his Moil Chriftian 
Majefty is oblig'd to declare, that he re- 
jects IT ENTIRELY. Howevcr, he dc- ' 
clares,Thac he is ftill in Dijpofitiom advan~ 
iageeui for Peace, provided it be ftipulated 
on reafonable Conditions} and that he fhould 
be very well pleafcd, if the Mediaton would 
draw up a new Plan-oi Accommodation, 
and leave out every Article contain'd in the 
former." 

Nor was this all j for, as if the Fate of 
our favourite Plan had not given us Morti- 
fication enough already, and as if the Allies 
wete refolved to put our Patience and good 
Humour to the utmoft Stretch, the French 
LI 3 ' King, 
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King, as it was faid, exprcfled himfelf in the 
following Manner to a Minifterof Greai^ 
Britain: 

" Nothing intercfts me in the prcfent 
War io much as PoIaT(d; my Honour is 
liighly concern'd in it : It's ihdi^erent to. 
England what Prince reigns there, having 
no Irvtereft therein : The Conquefts which 
my Allies hzvt made in Italy-arc more im- 
mediately their Concern than mine j as foon 
as t&ey fhall be fatisfy'd about them, I (hall 
be content: But in the mean time, I will da 
my utmoft Endeavour in Germany x.o weaken 
jny Enemies. I have already declared, Tha^ 
I would not keep Pojjejhn of any of the 
Places that I (hould take ; England may be 
alTur'd of it from the ProQilfe I have made 
her : She would have given me infinite Sa- 
tisfadlion in her Mediation, if fhe had not 
at the fame time arm'd herfelf ; but I would 
have her know, 'That no Power i// Europe 
Jhall give Law to me. And this you may 
communicate to your Master."

S t at ei- General; which, co^itinued He, had 
not the Eff'eSi to prevent the opening, of the 
Campaign : The Armies took the Field ; and 
the War was carry'd on in fome Parts, in 
fuch a Manner, as to give very ju/i Appre- 
henfiors, that it would unavoidably become 
general, from an abjhlute NeceJJity of prcfcr- 
ving xhzi Balance of Power, on which the 
Safety and Commerce of the Maritime 
Powers fo much depend.

Upon the Report of this gracious Speech 
to the Commons, a moH loyal and obliging 
Addrefe of 'thanks was in Return mov'd forj 
^d agreed to, without any Amendment or 
Divilion ; even the moft remarkable Hf, 
which ilared every Body in the Face, no 
Bpdy would fee : And, except a Recom- 
mendation of Mr. . Sbippen\ fiipported by 
Mr. W, Pfummer, that the Redu£lion men-? 
cioned in the Speech might be by * whok 
Regifjtents, not by diminifljii^ the Number 
of privaie. Men in each, fis had been o^ 
^te pradiis'd, the Day produc'd nothing in 
behalf of the People worth Rjemembrancc 

But for whatever Reafon. ?h?re wajs fuch 
a dead Silence .observed 'm c|ie /tw^t Houfe^ 
^ the.l^r, we &)d th«^foUp,wing flirewd 



• Whidi, upon Sooo Men, produe'j a Saving to the Pub- 
lic of 76,369 / ywr^i toore, in ihc fitll Cafe, than in the Jaff.

" Can it be faid,Thac our adding 6 or 7ooc> 
Men to our Land Forces had fo frightned 
France^ as to make them give up any of 
thofc Prctenfions they had fcrioufly at Heart }■ 
Can it be aUedg'd,Thac our Squadrons made 
them give up the Affair of Poland, when the 
whole World knows we hevcr fent fo much 
as one Ship into the Baltickt Or, can it be 
iaid, That pur Squadrons let Limits to any. 
pf their Defigns in Italy, wjchout ever apr 
pearing in the Mediterranean? Whatever- 
his Majefty'« Endeavours were, we may 
judge from the Event, That he could have 
po Hand in the Peace that has been conr 
eluded; for I am convinced, his Majefty ne- 
ver did, new ever would ufc the leaft En- 
(leavours for annexing to the Crown of 
France^ for ever, the whole Dominions of the 
Duke of Lorain-, and as this was apparently 
the Motive which induced France to (acri- 
fice all her other Views, as well as moft of 
the Views of her Allies, how can wc fay 
in our Addrefs, with any Appearance of 
Truth, That the -Peace was owing to our 
Preparations, or any of his Majefty's En- 
deavours? Or,, how can we. from thence 
(jecIatc^That we fee with Flcafure, the hap- 
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pjr Effefls of the extraordinary Sapplws oi 
late Years granted by Parliaments?" 

In the Committee upon the Suf^y, Sir 
- Char/es Wager having mov'd, That 15000 
Men fliould be empioy'd for the Sea Service, 
Mr. W, Flummer t»ok Occafion to make the 
following excellent Obfervaiions ; which, 
not falling immediately under the Quellion, 
then before the Houfe, appear notwith- 
fianding,to have had little or no Weight. 

** 1 have always obferv'd. That no Foreign 
Prince would lend us any of his Troops, 
without our engaging not only to^^y them^ 
but to grant him a Subfidy greater than the 
Pay of ihofe Troops, upon their own Foot- 
ing, would have amounted to, and that 
even in Cafes where the Prince flood obliged^ 
perhaps hf former "Treaties, to aflift as with 
Troops at his own Expence, apd often in 
Cafes where his own Prejirvation was moro 
immediately concern 'd, in the Event of the 
War, than ours. 

" 'Tis true, Sir, we are always obliged, 
upon fuch Occafions, to have Recourfe to 
the Princes of the Norths who, by Reafon 
of thcip Poverty, plead an Inability to fend 
us, or to have ready to be fent, the flipula- 
led Succours, unlefs we, by a new Contra^, 
agree to pay them a Subfidy; which has 
fome Shew of Reafon, or at leaft of NeceJ- 
Jty^ when they raij'e any new Troops for our 
. Scr--- ■ 
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Service^ but I never could comprehend ei- 
ther the Rcafon or the Neceffiiy for iiich 
a Pretence, when they make no real Addi- 
tion to the Land Army they before kept up, 
nor put themfelvcs 10 one Farthing of an 
additional Expence on account of their Sub- 
fidy trom us; which I know has fometimes 
been the Cafe for Years together j during 
all which Time we have been fo generous 
as to pay their Subfidy regularly, for ena- 
bling them to defray an Expence they never 
were at : At leaft, in the public Accounts, 
delivered to this Houfe, thofe Subfidieshave

needy as any Power he could apply to ; and 
that therefore ihcy have obliged him lo pay 
IK a very large Suhfidyy for the powerful 
Squadron we fent to his AiTiltaace, 

" I am very fore our Minifters had much 
more Reajbh to iofift upon fuch a'Subfidy, 
than the Minifters of any Northern Power 
ever had to infift upon a Subfidy from us j 
fbr, with refpeiS to the Breach between 
Portugal and Spain, it was, in my Opinion, 
at Icafl as great a Qneltion which of them 
were acting upon the OfFenfive, as it was 
with refpedt to the late Breach between 
Spain and the Emperor j therefore we were 
not by any former Treaty obliged to fend 
him any Afliftance. 

" To this I muft add, that it cannot be 
faid, That the Prefcrvation of this Nation 
was immediately concerned in the Event of 
the War between Portugal and Spain ; which 
has generally been the Cafe with refpeft to 
thofc Northern Princes to \vhom we have 
hitherto diftributed our Subfidies. 

*' From thefc Reafons, I am induced, Sir, 
to think. That our Minifters have ccrt^Iy 
ftipulated a large Subfidy from Portugal 
and I have taken Notice of it upon this Oc- 
cafion, only to put Gendemen in mind to 
call for an Account of this Subfidy, at a 
proper Opportumty ; and to appropriate it to 
thv 
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ihft maintaining the 15,000 Seamen now to 
be voted ; in order to prevent our being db- 
liged to load the prefent or the future Ge- 
neration with additional Taxes, or to lay 
violent Hands upon that Fund, which ought 
always to be held facred to the Payment of 
our public Debts ; by which only we can 
free our poor L abourers and Manufadlurers 
from thofe Taxes which at prefent render 
the Neccflaries of Life fo m.uch dearer in 
this Country, than they are in any other." 

Two Days after, the Motion, That the or- 
dinary Eftimate of the Navy might be re- 
ferred to a Selefl Cotnmittee, was renewed, 
with the fame Succefs as before ; the Num- 
bers on dividing the Houfe being 256 againft 
receiving Information^ and 155 for it. 

Feb. 2. Mr. Sandys did himfelf the Ho- 
nour to move, That the Supply for the cur- 
rent Service might be rais'd within the 
Year. This the Courtiers oppos'd as ufual ; 
a warm Debate enfued ; in the Clofc of 
which, one of the Gentlemen, then of the 
Minority,expreffed himfelf inr the following 
prophetic Manner: 

" The very Qucftion now before us is. 
Whether we ought to lay a Reftraint upon 
ourlclves, with refpedt to the contrading of 
any neio Debt^ or diverting the Sinking Fund 
itqtxi that Ufe for which it was originally 
de* 
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defigned, and to which it (lands appropria- 
ted, by the exprefs Words of thofe Adts of . 
Parliament, by which it was eilabliftied F 
The Reftraint now propbfod, '^*niy for this 
SeHion; but I with ch^sReilraJnt werft for 
4dl Seffiom to come ; and 1 am fure, if we 
have any Regard foe our Pofterity, if we 
have any Regard for-tti^ prefent illuftrious 
Family, if wje have anyRcgard for the fu- 
ture Happinefe, I may fay, ■Prefef*vation of 
the Nation, wefhail, at leaftfor this Seflion, 
^dt as if we were under fuch a Redraiot; 
therefore, there can be no Harm in^ laying 
ourfelvQ under any fuch ; 'and there is fho 
more Occafion for it, becaufe-of ihcfnquent 
Deviations we have lately- made frwh this 
neceffary Rtiie i and becaufe of ihti-ba^'fyje 
that' may be made of fome iate'PrecdJ^Tits : 
for if a Check be not fpccdily pur to fuch 
Mcafures, as all Adminiftfations -H^ 4>bt 
fleeting Things, we m^yexpeft that '^-u^ 
Adminifiration will endeavour to ' ikidfeJo 
themfelves eafy, and to put off the .<j)// £)tfy 
as long as they can, by contracting fome new 
Debt every Year, and mortgaging fome I^arc 
of the Sinking Fund as long as there is a Shil- 
ling of it left. As we have at prefent a 
pretty confiderable Sinking Fund,.ih\s Mea- 
fure may, perhaps, fupport the prefent Ad- - 
mtninration as long as it can well be fup- 
pofcd 
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pofed to laft, efpeciaUy if no War happens 
in the mean nmC} hat fad and mela^ncbofy 
'will the Reckoning certainly come to be 
at laft, when we 6nd ourfelves engaged in a 
ddr^eram and expenfive War, our People 
haded with as heavy Taxes as they pofTibly 
can kear^ and alt thofe Taxes mortgaged for 
the Payment of Debts, except juft as much 
as may be fufiicient for the Support of our 
Civil Government." 

About this Time their Worjhipi the Mid- 
dUj'ex Juftices, their Honouri the Officers of 

the Guards, and their L — djb — s the B s, 

being equally concern'd for the Souls and 
Bodies of his Majefty's Liege Subjects, 
receiv'd Orders to make War uptm the Gin- 
Jht^s, that their Commander in Chief might 
have a Pretence to levy new Contributions. 

Accordingly, this Affair was brought into 
the Houfe of Commons, and there gave rife 
CO the laying a new Duty upon * Spirituous 
Jjiqueri. 



• It ooght not to be forgot, that, while this Affair was de- 
pending, in oiJcr to luiow what Increafe iud arifen in the 
(ijcciic, by ihe Icffening die Confumption of Spirituous Li- 
quort, and that ihe laid Increafc migitt be appropriated to the 
AiregalC FkmiI, a Motion was mide for an Accoodi of the 
Nc: Produce of the hereditary and temporary Excilel and that 
it pafi'd inihc Negative by iBz Voices againft lit.

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But this was not all ; thcMiuiftw pre- 
tended, That if the Evil of drunkeoneft 
fhould bcdimini0ied byenhsniiag the Price 
of chefe Liquors, the Surpluffis ariiiDg to the 
Civil Lift would alfo dimiiiidi in propor- 
tion, and, therefore, demanded an annual 
70,000 /. out of the ^regate Fundi hy way 
of Equivalent, in behalf of the Crown. 
, This gave rife to feveral very ftrcnoous 
Debates ; in the Courfe of which, among a 
Variety of other Particulars, the following 
deferve a Place. 

" 'Tis true, that by the prolent Eftablifli- 
tatxii of the Civil Lift, there are a great 
many Duties appropriated towards the ' rai- 
fiog of [bat Revenue, with the Provifo, Thac 
if they do not produce 800,000 L yearly, 
if there happens a Deficiency, we arc to 
make It good; but if there happens -an In- 
eteafe or Surplus, the Whole (hall belong to 
his Majefty. This, 1 grant, is the prefent 
Eftabliflimcnt of that Revenue ; but this 
Day's Debate Ihews us the Inconvenience of 
making fuch Eftablifliments; and I am very 
fure, that neither his Majefty, nor the Par- 
liament, ever thought, or ever intended, 
that any of thofe Surpliifei Jhould be tn- 
creafed hyznyTh\xi% that might tend to the 
DeJiruStion of the People in general ; nor 
was it ever intended, that the Parliament 
ibould 
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"ftionld not Jiavc it in its Power to prevenr, 
or to put a Stop to a pernicious Coolump- 
lion, without making gpod to the Civil Lifi 
the Surplus thit hitd arifen from that very 
pernicioMB ConfumpUon. Jt may as well 
be pretended, That if the Plague fliould 
iptead jdelf over Sfain and Ptrlagal, wc 
could not prohibit ComnMrce with them, 
or prevent the Importation of their Wines, 
without making good to the Civil Lid its 
Share in ih,e Duties upon thofe Wines, at a 
Medium to be computed for eighiYears paft: 
Whereas in fuch. a Cafe, I believe, ic will be 
granted, that the bighejl Obligation wc oould 
lie under, would be to fnake the Civil Lift 
good 800,000/. a Year, io cale the Produce 
of the other Duties appropriated for that 
Purpofe fliould fall Ihort of that Sum. 

" But. the Cafe now under Confidcration 
Hands io a much Wronger Light; for if all 
the Duties apprc^riate to the Civil Lift, now 
produce a Million Sterling yearly, the Re* 
gulation we are to make, tho' it may en- 
tirely take away one Branch of thaj Reve- 
nue, or very much diminift) it, yet it will 
increaJe Tome of the others fo much, thac 
all tt^ethcr *hey will ftHl produce at Icaft a 
iWi'///o« yearly; and the otmoft that can bo 
pretended is, That the Parliament (hall not, 
by any new Regulation, dimiailh the gcne- 
M m 2 ral 
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ral Produce, or general Surplus of the Gt3 
Lift Revenue, as it ftands at prefonc, oMiuy 
ftand at any future Period of Time^ ;. . J .■^■,' 

" To illuftrate this Mister flili-^'ft^.tHtle 
more clearly : Suppofe chat IVtiaotOM 
which eftabli(hed tbe Civil Lift, had Uldra

a Nature, that when the Bill had pafs'd the 
Lower Houfe, even the Law Lords in the 
Upper, took the Alarm, and made a gloria 
ous Srand in behalf of the Conftitotion ; as 
may be fcen from the PafTages that follow, 
which are here inferted to doHonwir to thofc, 
who, upon this Occafion at leaft,.aded in a 
manner fo worthy of EngHJhmen, 

" By all thpfc who undcrftand any Thing 
of our Conditutioi), it mull be granted, 
That one of the great Barriers for the Li- 
berties of the People, is, that fundamenral 
Maxim of ihe Laws ot the Kingdom, by 
which. every Man is prefumed innocent, till 
the contrary appears by fomc Overt-ASi of 
his own ; and that A^ muft be iuch a one 
as is in itfelf unlawful^ and of fuch a Na- 
ture, that no innocent Conftrudlion can be 
put upon it. We have in our Laies no fuch 
Thing 
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Thing as a Crime by }mpUcation\ nor do we 
pretend to judge of, or to punilh a Man for 
mccr Tbinking, 

" Another Security for our Liberties, is. 
That no Subbed can be Imprifoned, unlets 
iamio felonious and high Crime be fvvorn 
againft him. If the Crime be notinitfeif 
atrocious, or if there be only a Sufpicion 
fworn againfl him, the greateA Hardship he 
can be fubjefted to is, lo be imprifoncd till 
be gives Bail for his Appearance; and if any 
of our inferior Judges rcfufe to admit him 
CO Bail, or refufe to accept of proper and 
fufficicnt Bail, the Subjet^ io aggrieved, may 
immediately apply by Habeas Corpus to ihe 
King's Courts in IVeJlminJier-hall. This," 
wkh refpeft to private Men, is the very 
FouTtdation-Stotu of all our Liberties ; and 
if we remove ir, if we but knock off a 
Co/intr, we may very probably overturn, tha 
^hole Fabrick. 

V A third Guard for our Liberties, and the

And fuch an ImpreflTon did thefe affrfling 
Confiderations at firft make upon the Houfe, 
that they gave Way to cercain proper A tticnd- 
jn^nts without a Divlfion : . Butr>when thofe 
very Amendments came to be reported, the 
nextDay.all were rt^efted, by 64 againft 58. 
The Houfe then added a Claufe of their 
ovm s with which Alteration it was again 
ientdown to the C«««««; where the ^^MiJ^^ 
endeavour'd to raife a Spirit agatnll it, by 
{hewing, from the jMrnals 6f the ' Houie, 
That in foow fort it encroached upon their 
Ph^ilegeSy for the Lords to make any A- 
mendment to any Bill, relating to the'raifing 
of 7i*«; which were to be look'd upon 
as Appendixes to Money Bills. — But all was 
in vain. The Bill fer/d to arm the Go- 
vernment with new Powers, and ^erefore 
was pafs'd into a Law. 

1 (hall take my Leave of ^isScfTion, 
with obferving. That the Majmty refiired 
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to oblige the Dieters with the Repeal o* 
the T^ ^£1 i which added Ingratitude to 
all their other Sim-y for, geoeraliy fpcaking, 
fcarce any Set of Men b^d gone greater 
Lengths to oblige and ierve their Leader. 

May 20, His Majefty naade the parting 
CompHmente to both Hoiiibs, in a moit. 
gracious Speech ; from whence 1 Oiall take 
Leave co quote Two or Three of the moOr 
figoificanc Paragraphs, as follow :

His Majcfty's changing his Place of Rc- 
fidence,having made no rematkablc Change 
in the Affairs oi Europe, we need give no 
other Detail of foreign Affairs during the 
Recefs, than is po be found in the , 
Speech of the Lords Commijioners, '' ■ 

appointed to open the next Scflion, Feb. i. 
which had no better Preface, than that it 
•mai not convenient for his Majefiy to he there 
in Per/on; and which, after a fort of intro- 
doftory Reference to that of the King*& 
juft quoted, proceeded as follows: 

-" We are now commanded by his Ma- 
jefty to inform you, That the refpeftive Af s 
pf Ceffm being exchanged, and Orders 
given for the Evacuation and Pop^j^on '?f 
the feveral Countries and Places by the 
Pfawers concerned, according to the Alor- 
mem and Difpofiiion of the Preliminary 
Articles, the great Work of re-eftablilhiig 
the general Tranquillity Is far advanced.; 
however, it is his Majeflyi Gpinion, That 
common Prirdence calls upon us to be very 
a'tterKive to, and obfervc ^hs: final Condufion 
of this Kfw Settlement of fijoh confidcratie. 
Parts of Europe-: It is to be hoped, that a 
gene. 
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general and lafiit^ Tranquillity will follow 
thb Reftitution of Peace ; and that the Re- 
newal of Friendlhip and Alliances, for the 
Prefervation of it, among the fcveral Princes 
and Powers of ^rope, will remove all Dan- 
gers and ApprehenGoos-of anynrai Troubles 
and Dijbrdersi but his Majdly apprehends. 
That ^B indolent Security^ and too great a 
Difre^ard to. ^WMtz Events, ' uuijr occafion 
Mifchi^fs, more eafy to be prevented^ than 
to be fepieHy'd } and that it would kat very 
unfidvlft^U to leave ourlclves in fb dejtme- 
kfs A^jpondition, as to encoivage any Enter- 
prizps, which the Enemies to the public 
Peace may have vainly fuggefled, - and flat- 
ter'd themlelves with the Hopes of."

Which, after the ufual Complimcm of 
Thanks, produc'd the following Anfwcr, 

" Ws Majefiy relies upon the Wifdom of 
bis Parliament^ to frame jiicb Laws as Jkall 
be .neceffary to ftrcngthen atid J'upport the 
Authority of bis Governmeniy in preferring 
the public Tranquillity^ andfecuring the Rtgbts 
ana Properties of bis People; and bis faitb- 
ful Commons may depend upim bimfor a juft 
and due Execution of tbem." 

In the Courfe of this Dcduflion, we have 
often fecn the Sinking Fund confider'd as a 
facred and inviolable EUablifliment, and 
the Standing Army as often but as a tem- 
porary Expedient ; but we have found the 
Reverfe to be the Fa£t, 'oiz, the Laft to be 
a facred' and inviolable Edablrfhment, and 
the Firft to be only a temporary Expe- 
dient. 

And thus, tho' all was Peace abroad, the 
petty Diforders of a rafh and inconfiderable 
n-LLi- ^tjjon^g^ furnifti'douta Pretence to 
,nce our ^Hic-Minijlers, for de- 
manding. 
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manding, that the * fame Number of 
Troops might be contiDued thisYear which 
was granted the Uft. 

This Demand was, however, oppos'd ; it 
was again urg'd, That it was impo^ble to 
imagine or expcft a Time, when all the 
Princes ot Europe will be not only in pro- 
found Peace, but without any Views or 
Deligns of making Encroachments upon 
one another. If we are not to diminiHi 
our prefcnt Army till fuch a Time happens, 
if we are not to pals the River till ic runs 
dry, ic is ridiculous ever fo think of pacing, 
or to exped a Diminution." 

And to account for the Spirit of Dilcon- 
tcnt, which then prevail'd in thi Nation, 
the following Reafons were added, 

" During the late great War, the People 
of this Nation were futjcfSted to many new 
and heavy Taxes, and a great public Debt 
was incurred. Every Man was then fenfi- 
ble' of the Debt contraQed, every Man then 
felt fcverely the Taxes he paid, but every 
Man comforted himfelf, that in a few Years 
of Peace, the Debt would be paid off, and 
moft of the Taxes abolifhed. We have 
now enjoyed a'Peace of 25 Years (landing. 
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and yec we now find the public Debt near 
as lat^e as it was ac the End of the War, and 
all the Taxes but one, as bigbt and as hean^ 
as they were in any Time of the War. 

" Thus the People have been long difap- 
pointeJi and now at laft they begin to ^e- 
Jpair of ever feeing chemfelves relieved frdtn ■ 
the heavy Burdens they groan under. There 
may be feveral other Rea(Qos ; there are 
fome which I could mention j but this is 
the chief Reafon of the Difcontent's being 
fo general^ as I am afraid It is ; and 1 am 
fure the keeping up of a numerous Standir^ 
Arire^ in Time of Peace^ is not a proper 
Method for retrieving this Caufe of Dilcon- 
tent. By fo dping^ we may keep the Peo* 
pie quiet, or knock oac the Brains of thofe 
who (hall prefume to be ocherwife, but we 
dull never remove their Dijcontenis, or gain 
xhcix AffeSiiom \ and this mufl be done, or 
our Government muft be midcjiriutraryi 
for a free Government cannot hej'uppertedf 
but by having the ^'e^iom of the Genera- 
lity of the People." 

In all other Hidories, different Anions 
have different Cataftrophcs, which fcrve to 
divcrfify the Narrative, and keep the Rea- 
der's Attention alive : But in this, we have 
but one general Iffuc for all, which is ever 
forefeen, as foon as the Subjefk is pro- 
pounded. Thus 
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Thus in the Cafe before us we are cer- 
tain an Affirmative is ac hand, and all 
that remains for us to be refolved In, is the 
Number of the Majority ; which was 246 
to 178. 

By way of Appendix to the Army, came 
on the Provifion for Cbeljea College^ wlSch, 
in two Years, time, was ^ound to be cn- 
creas'd almoft 10,000 /. But fuch minifterial 
Reafons being affigned for it, as fatisficd the 
Houfe, all Exceptions were over-rul'd, and 
it was admitted without a Divifion. 

While our Reprefentatives continued to 
be thus profufe of the public Money, we 
were furnifh'd with a remarkable Proof of 
the Frugality of the Court. 

It was now almoft Ten Years fince his 
Mijc&.y's Civil Lifi had been eftablifh'd ' by 
Parliament; at which Time it was univer- 
lally underftpod, That''ioo,Ooo/. ^ Amt, 
was to be allotted but of it, for the Support 
-of the Prince of Pf^aies. 

But th'e One Man, who was then at the 
Head of all Things, had fuch a peculiar Way 
of interpreting this Aft of the Legifiature, 
that he prefum'd the Provifion for the Heir 
Apparent, depended on his Majcfty's Plca"- 
iiire only. 

Accordingly, the Coronation- Ceremony 

was not only urfgrac'd with his Royal High- 

N n ijefs** 
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nefs's Pre&nce, but he was fuffer'd to remain 
for alongTime afterwards at HflBtwfr; during 
which Interval we never heard of his being 
complimented with one Shilling out of the 
Ci'iiil Liji : And when he was at laft hur- 
ty'd over, his Court, if it may be call'd one, 
was fettled in the motl thrifty manner pof- 
iible ; and fo continued, till his Royal 
Highncfs's Marriage, which had been celer 
hrated ^prii 27, (1736) in the preceding 
Seflion. 

As, therefore, the Minority feem to have 
firft found out the Expediency of the Heir 
•,^1ppeirent'i refiding in the Kingdom he wat 
one Day to govern, fo they bad now the 
Meri( of making a new Difcovery in his 
Royal Highnels's Favour ; that is to fay. 
That it was high Time he fliould have the 
Benefit of the Princely Revenue intended 
him by the People. 

Accordingly, Feb. 22, a Motion was made, 
in Effefl, for fetiing free the Heir Apparent 
from Minifierial Dependency^ by'atiigning 
him, out of the CiwlLiJi Revenues, tl^e 
annual Sum, which the liberal Commons 
of £fl^j^n<^ originally intended him. 

Upon this Occafion, many References 
' were made to our Annahy and much Par- 
liamentary Learning was difplay'd : The 
. Undertaken for the Prince were refolv'd to 
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ttiake their Attack as vigorous as pofliWe, 
and both .M/H/y/fr and **** were rcfdv'd 
fiot to be orercome. 

The Firft fet forth the original Intentions 
of tl)e People, in favour of his R^ H. the 
Reafon he had to expert and demand the 
Performance of them, and the Right of the 
Houfe to inter|^ofe in his Behalf; in patti- 
cular, they quoted the Cafe of King 
William^ where the Grani of the.. Civil- 
Lift Revenue is thus wprded : * " That 
it is intended that the yearly. Sutn of 
700,000/, (hall be fupply'd to tils Majefty 
for the Service of his Houjehold and FamJiy^ 
and for other bis necejfary Expmcet and Oe- 
cafiom" — In which, notwithftantfing the 
Grant wzs (o general, and \\ic. particular 
£jf/'W£'« cannot.be traced from zny Accoiints, 
cali'd for at that Time, ois the Journals of 
Parliament^ nor any public Appeal to pa/i 
.Experience ; yet there was a Ctmfidenct 
placed in the Crown for the Payment of 
certain annual Sums to feveral Branches of 
the Royal Family, tho' not one of Them is 
named in the ^5, not even the Princeji of 
Denmark'^ 50,000/. a Year, which She had 
always out of it. Ncverthelefs, the Houji 
of Commons in 170^, took into Confidcra- 

• gthand loih of W. Ill- Cap, 23. Scfl. 13. 
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tion their own Intention in granting thtf 
A^\ andrefolv'd to " apply 100,000 A a 
Year, Part of the Sum of 700,000 /. grant- 
ed for the Service of hh Mojejifs Hmjehold 
\and other Expeaces and Occafium towards the 
Payment of the public Debts', the Occasi- 
ons, for ivlncb tbefaid 100,000 /. -was given, 
Iteit^ now ceefed" — Which was agreed to^ 
and the Sttm beforementioned accordingly 
taken away.^This, it was urg'd, was a Pre^ 
tedent full in every Point. They had no 
Occafioa to addrefe the Throne for an Ap- 
plication of it CO what They intended ; but 
upon the public Nbtolriety of the Vfes ceaf- 
ing, for which They defign'd it, without 
Any other ReTerration of it to the Peopky 
They took it back again. 

That it was reckon'd at 100,000/. a 
Year, feems to have been computed upon 
tbefe Heads ; the 50,000 /. a Year, that was 
to have been paid to King J^mes the Jkmd't 
^«a;: the 30,000/. a:Ytar Dower to Q* 
Catherine ; and 20,000/. a Year to the Duke 
pfGIoBceJier. , , 

None of theft Artickt wcrfc ia iheACl, 
any more itfaan fibe Prince ofWale^B in his 
pr^en{ Maj^ft. Gi^-Xtifi ^-rfSfs. yei» upon 
their ce^iiisg, 4)1, biwig ho l<JngC;r paid, the 
Form of Confidence^ wh ich They had placed 
V(i£M Crowtt fot tbii'eiJMsi no longer fub^ 
* filled. 
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Gfted, and therefore Thisy had a Right to 
apply it to otberij as They did. 

As the iiime Confidence was placed in hiff 
late Majejiy^ when Wc completMi the Ci- 
vil-LiJi to 700,000 /. a Year, for fu^orting 
the Dignity of the Crown, and making an b&^ ■ 
murable Provifion for tbeR^al Famify ; everf 
Intention of Parlt.ament was immediate!/ 
comply'd with } and in ten D^s after, hia 
Majefty ootify'd his havijig oiAsi'A I^tten 
patent for 100,000/. a Year accordingly, to 
his then Royal Highniis, the Prince of 
Wales, 

The prejent great CtvU-Li/i was granted> 
upon the fame Truft and Confidence. Why 
therefore ought it not to be equally com- 
ply'd with, even when the very wording of 
the Grant is fo far from weakening it, on, 
the Foot oi former Precedents, that it ra- 
ther enforces thorn ? For it runs thus : 
« Being defirous that a competent Revenue^ 
for defraying the Expence of' your Majeftft 
Civil Government, and better fupporttj^ 
the Dignity of the Crown of Great Britain, 
during your Life, (which God long pre* 
fcrvcl ) may be fettled upon your Majcftyj 
and that your Majefty be enabled to make 
an bomurable Provifion for your Rcyal Fami- 
ly, 6k"

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In anfwer to which, and many other 
fuch like Things, the Mini /ier, after con- 
tending in a very lewdly Manner for the 
abfolute Power of the King over his oWa 
Revenue, proceeded to inform the Houf^ 
by the King's. Command, of a written "■ 
Meffagel fcnt the Day before, by ten Privy, 
CoQnlenors, from hrs Majefty to the Prince 
of fFalfSi in which his Royal Highnefs 
was given to underftand, That his Ma- 
jefty had mw given Orders for fettling a ■ . 
pl-opep Jointure on the Princefs ; and that, 
tho' his Royal Highnefs had not made Apr ■ 
plication to have the Allowance of 50,000^ 
per jinnum^ then- paid him Mdntbly, by ■ 
his yizyt^y's fariber Grace and Favour ren- 
disr'd kfi precariouf^ \m Majerfty, to prevent -.

That tho' 100,000^ 
per jitm. was Bcceflary for the Prince of 
Widts, \n the late Reign, 50,000 i was 
enough fen' his pr-efent Royal Highnels, and 
that the Crown could afibrd no mcH-e ; con- 
duding thus, . . 

" GentkoMn may call it, if they ple^e^ 
offering Advice to our Sovereign ; but it is 
r-eally bringing his Majefty and his . cldeft 
Son, as Plaintiff and Defendant before us : 
Our agreeing to the (^eftion, would be 9.. 
determining, That his M^^eHiy had done In?- 
Juilice to his eldeft Son : It would be giving 
a Viaory to the Son over the Father, vrhicn 
might prove, the I^rd hirve Mercy upon us f 
^e D(!ftruaion of us both. No Man can 
patiently bear an Enquiry into his f amily- 
Afl^irs i no Father- can eafily forgive a Son 
for appealing to a higher Power : For God's 
8ake, let m Aqp in Time this breaching 
Gap, wh^^h.may make Way for an Inun- 
dation; to, drown us all !

The mod oiaterial Parts of the Reply^^

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Liquors, in which Cafe the Increafe of iho 
Excife upon Beer and Ale, occafioned by 
the preventing the Retail of Spiricbous I i- 
quors, moft wholly be a net Pro6c to the 
Civil Lift ; The Increafe of the Excife upon 
Beer and Ale, if I am rightly informed, 
amounted for the very firft Quarter, I mean

^nd they tfmount ta'^i4^oo/, which, ac- 
cording to the higheft Probability, we muft 
^llow 10 be- the yearly AwOunt of the Cf--' 
vil-Uft ■Rtveftue,' ds nftw- e(te6lKtied,f and" 
■ ■-■ "■ ' •■ ■-whicl^" 
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which is 114,000/. a Year, more than wat ' 
CDJoyed by bis late Majelly, even including 
all the particular Grants that were occafio- 
nally made to the Civil Lift in his Reign. 

" But, this is not all ; his prefeai Majefty 
has had one very extraordinary Grant of 
1 15,000 /. made to the Civil Lift ; and the 
80,000 /. granted as a Fortune to the Prin- 
c^fs Royal, may properly be faid to havo 
been an extraordinary Grant to the Civil 
Lift. Then, I muft not forget another 
yearly Addition, which may be looked on 
as a very great Sum, confidering from whence 
it comes, I mean a Sum of 40,000/. a Year 
from Scotland, which is now a .yearly Ad- 
dition to the Civil Lift.

due to all the public Creditors, the next 
Payment ought not to, be applied lo the 
Soutb'Sea Stock, or Annuities. 

" With refped to the public Good, faid 
ihey, or the Intereft of the Nation in ge- 
' neral, it has bceif granted, That if any of 
our Debts bore a higher Rate of Intereft 
than the reft, that Debt would certainly be 
the moll grievous to the Nation, and con- 
fequently ought to be the firft paid off; and 
at the^ame time it has been granted. That 
there is a Debt of 1,600,000/. due to the 
Bank^ which bears an letereft of tper Cent. . 
Is] it not then evident. That this Debt of. 
1,600,000/. ought to be the firft; to be paid 
off? But we are told, this Debt cannot be 
redeemed till the Expiration of their Terra. 
I know it cannot ; and I likewife know, 
we cannot come at the Redemption of this 
Mortgage, till after we have paid off the

deem it till we have paid oS all the ot^Er 
Sums due by the Public to that Company.

There is fomething fo inyfterious in the 
Funds, that but very few care to be at the 
Trouble of underftanding jhem. The Afi- 
nijierial Blind, therefore, is, in all fueh Ca-r 
les, Iprcad .with more than ordinary Suc- 
cess'} and we are fcarce to wonder, that the

Th« 
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The nexc great Objefl which excited the 
Attention of theHoufc, was a Motion of 
8ir "John Bamard'% for the Redu£tion of 
Jntercft, from 4 to 3 per Cent, which he 
founded upon the following obvious Fa£ts 
and Reafonings, 

*• Every one knows. That the Price of 
all our public Funds is now at a higher Rate 
than ever it was before, upon any reafona- 
t>Ie Foundation : Every one knows, That 
< even thoie public Securities, which bear an 
Intereft of 3 per Ctnt. only, now fell at % 
Premium in Exchange- Alley; and I muft be 
of Opinion, it would be an unpardonable 
Neglei^ in us, not to endeavour to take the • 
.Advantage of that unhappy Circumftancc 
for the Benefit of the Public I am per- 
iuaded there are few or none, who are wil- 
ling to give a Premium for any 3 per Cent, 
Security, but would willingly lend his Mo- 
ney to the Government at the fame Intereft, 
if Btmks of Subfcription were open'd for 
that Purpofe, with an Affurance, That no 
Part of his PriQcipal fliould be paid ofi^for 
24 Years; and therefore, ! think, we ought 
CO have fuch Books always lying open at 
the Exchequer^ or fome other convenient 
Place for taking in the Subfcrlptions of thofe 
who are willing .to lend at 3 per Cent, in 
crier 
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order to pay off the fooner fuch of the pub- 
lic Credhors as are not willing to accept of a 
lower Intereft xS^i^Four. If this were done, 
it Would convince all oor public Creditors, 
who are now entitled to an Intereft o^ ^per 
Cent, that the Government is in earneft, and 
firmly relblved to pay them off 'as foon as 
poflible ; and as the only Contcft among 
the public Creditors now is, which of them 
(halt be the laft in being paid off, 'tis more 
than probable, the far greatcft Part of therii 
would come in and fubfcribe what is due 
to them refpedively, at an Intereft of 3 per 
Cent, rather than run the Rilk of being 
quickly paid off the Whole, or the greaieft 
Part of their Capital, by means of the Sink- 
ing Fund, and the Money-Subfcripcions at 
3 per Cent. 

"The natural Intereft of Money muft al- 
ways depend upon the Proportioix between 
the Quantity of Money ready to be lent ac 
Jntereft, and the Quantity wanted to bt 
_borrow'd ; fo that public Loans of all Kinds, 
muft tend towafds enhancing the natural 
Intereft of. Money, and public Payments 
muft as neceff^irily tend towards its Reduc- 
tion.^ Therefore, from the prefent low 
Rate of Intereft upon the public Securities, 
notwithftanding our being now very near as 
much in Debt as we were at the End of 
O o the 
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the War, I am iure I may venture to fay* 
the natural Intereft upon all Sorts of Sccu- 
fities would have been atj or below, 3 per 
■ Cent, if we h'ad paid off the greateft Part of 
our old, without contrafting any new Debtt 
And if we had done fo, I am convinced, 
the Trade of this Kingdom would have 
been in a much more fiourifiiing- State thaii 
ic is at prefent, and the Nation much bet- 
ter able to fupport its Friends, or avenge 
itfelf of its Enemies. 

" Thcfe, 'tis true, are but melancholy 
Reflections J however, they may ferve for 
making us more circumfpedt in Time to 
come, , and for making every Man contri- 
bute, with the greater Alacrity, towards 
whatever Sums may her<;after be thought 
neccfiary for the current Supplies, in order 
that the Sinking Fund may, for the future, 
be apply'd wholly to difcharge the national 
pebt, and to relieve the People from thofo 
heavy Taxes they now groan under j for 
-.cither of which Purpofcs, ic will be made 
much more effectual, by a Reduction of the 
Intereft payable to the Soutb-Sea Old and 
New Annuitants, from 4 to 3 per Cent, if 
fuch a Thing can be brought about with- 
>out anjr Danger to public Credit, or Breach 
<of public Faith ; and that this may, in all 
Probability, be done, is what I 0iall now 
endea- 
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iendeavour to demonfb'ate : That^here are 
in this Kingdom targe Sums, ready to be 
lent at an Intcreft of 3 per Cent, is evident 
from the ready Accefs the Government has 
for fome time had, to the borrowing Mo- 
ney at that Intereil for the yearly Supplies, 
and upon every new Fund that has been 
lately cHablifhed : But this Is ftill more evi- 
dent from ihe high Premium now daily 
given for thofe public Securities, that bear 
an Intereft only of 3 ^ Cent. Therefore, 
I think, ic is reafonable to believe, That if 
Books of Subfcriptions (bould be opened, 
the Money Subfcriptions would amount, ac 
leaft, to T-wo Milliom, and (he whole Af/7- 
lion 10 be paid to the Souib-Sea Old Annui- 
tants at Michaelmm next, would, I believe, 
be fublcribed into this new Fund ; fo that 
ibon after Michaelmas next, the Publjc 
would have a Fund of Three Milliws in 
ready Money, to pay off* a Part of thole 
Annuities, whofe Proprietors (hould not ap- 
pear willing to accept of an Intereft for 
14 Years certain, at the Rate of 3 per Cent. 
But I am in fome Doubt, whether or no 
there would be Occafion for accepting of 
any Money-Subfcription at all : Becaufc 
every Man may, from the general Ctrcum- 
(lances of our Affairs, find Reafon to be- 
lieve, and I have a particular Reafon to be- 
lieve. That a great Number of our Annui- 
O 2 tanu 
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cants are uneafy in their prefenc Situation, 
and would be glad to accept of 3 fer Cent. 
if they were affured of not being obliged 
to receive any Payment for 14 Years to 
come J and if one Third of them, or any 
Number above one Third, fliould. readily 
come in, it would make it the immediate 
Intercfl of all the reft to come in and fub- 
fcribe ; becaufe ihey would lofe above i fer 
Cent, yearly by the future Payments to be 
made from the linking Fund; beiides the 
Trouble they will be annually put to, in re- 
ceiving and replacing the partial Payments 
which would be made them from that 
Fund only ; and befides, the Danger they 
would be in, of having the whole foon paid 
them by a large Money-Subfcription. 

" From what I have faid, and the eafy 
and obvioiK Calculations I ha^^ made, it is 
evident^ That we may, in all Probability, , 
before Michaelmas nest, or Very foon after, 
reduce the Intereft upon all the Souib-Sea 
Annuities, both New and Old, from 4 to 3 
per Cent. Intereft, without any Danger to 
public Credit, or Breach of public Fatth, 
which would make the Sinking Fund a- 
mouni from thenceforth to above 1,400,000/. 
per Ann. to be applied only cowards redeem- 
ing the Capital of our feveral trading Com- 
panies. This would bring every one of 
them 
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them fo much within our Power, thac I am 
convinced wc could then gee every one of 
them to accept of 3 per Cent. Incereft upon 
arfy reafonable Terms we had a mind to 
propofc, which would be a new Addition to 
the Sinking Fund, of above 170,000 /. a 
Year: From which Time the iS/nitin^ Fund 
would amount to about 1,600,000 /. per 
Ann. and then we might venture to anni- 
hilatc above one Half oi'iKt by freeing the 
People from the Taxes upon Coals, Candles, 
Soap, Leather^ and fuch other Taxes as now 
lie heavy upon our poor Labourers and Ma- 
nufacSurers, and thereby enhance their 
Wages in every Part of the Kingdom, but 
efpecially in the City of LoWok; by which 
the prime Coil of all our Manufactures is 
fo much enhanced, thac it is Impoflible for 
our Merchants to fell them in foreign Mar- 
kets fo cheap, as Manufactures of the fame 
Kind and Goodnefs are fold, by the Mer- 
chants, even of thofe Countries, where the 
Intercft of Money is as high as it is in this. 
" The remaining Part of the Sinking 
Fund might then be applied towards paying 
ofi* thofe Annuities and public Debts which 
now bear an Intercft of 3 per Cent only, and 
after that, towards diminifhing the Capitals 
of our fcveral trading Companies, till the 
Expiration of the Term of 14 Years to be 
O 3 granted 
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granted to the Annuitants j at which Tim 
the Sinking Fund would again amount ta 
above a Million yearly, which would bq 
Sufficient for paying them off, and freeing 
the Nation entirely from all its public 
Debts in a (hort Time." 

As this Propofa) was laying the Axe to the 
Root of Miniilerial Power and Influence^ 
there was little Reafon to believe it would be 
attended with the defir'd Succefs. Accord- 
ingly, it was atfirft demurr'd to, then refin'd 
upon by Alterations and Amendments ; and 
at tail rcnder'-d founpopular, by the Artifices 
of thofe in Power, that, after long and vio- 
lent Debates, it cameto no'thing. 

We are oow to touch upoa the Supply^ 
which, tho' voted and agreed u^on, was not 
completed in the Committee of Wasi and 
Means, when Mr. Cbancellar ef the Enchf', 
guer entertained the Houfe with the follow- 
ing political Problcnp. ;^ 

" By the Refolut;ioDS wt have already ' 
come to, in the Cofiimittee of Supply, i? 
will, upon Calculation appear, we ii^ve 
granted his Majefiyfor t^ie SefvJ^eof the, 
enfuing Year, a Supply of about 2,o25,ooq/, 
Now as the JL^ndTaji and the AJCa/f-jTax, 
which we have grated) do >^c bcKh tqge- 
tber amount to i,7oo,o<?o/. the^ewiU be a 
J ' D^li- 
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peQcicncy of near 400,000/. which muft 
be provided for, either by iocreafing fome 
pf the Taxes we have already, or by grant- 
ing fome new Tax> or by taking To much 
from the Sinking FueJ, or Uftly, by the 
Method I have thought of, and which I 
Ihall prefendy explain to you . As for ip- 
f:reafing any of the Taxes we have already, 
or impofing a new one, I do not think we 
can make good the Deficiency by either of 
thefc Ways ; jbecaufe I do not think the 
Peqple can •mii bear any additional or mvi> 
Tax^ and the attempting of any fuch Thing, 
may alienate the Affedlions of groat Nutn- 
fcers of People from our prefent hap|>y E- 
ilabUfhment, and may contribute towards 
jncreafing tbofe Mobs and Tuinults, which 
have of late been fo frequent all pvcr the 
Kingdom : And as for the Sinking Fund^ 
the growing Produce thereof is already <^ 
proptiated towards paying a Million to the 
Soutb-Sea old Annuitants ; fo that we can- 
not make good this Deficiency out of ihe 
growing Produce of that Fund, add I do 
not think it would be proper to mortgagt 
any Part of the Sinking Fund for this Pur^ 
pofe. 

There is, therefore, in my Opinion, no 

poflible Way left for making good this Dc^ 

ficicncy but that I have thought of, which 

Qo 4 » 
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is not by increajing any present Tax, op 
IMPOSING any Ntw one, but by reducing 
an old Tax to one Third of what it is at 
prefent. This may, at firft View» feem to 
be a Paradox ; but when 1 have explained 
myfelf, the Myftcry will vanifli, and every 
Gentleman will, I hope, approve of the 
Method I am to propofc. Everyone knows 
that, ever fince the Year 1699, we have 
had a Duty of no lefs than 361. a Barrel^ 
upon all Sweets made for Sale, within this 
Kingdom, which is fo high a Duty, that it 
has in feme Meafure, entirely prevented 
the Making of gny. foch Liquprs for Sale." 

He then, proceeded- tp (hew; That the 
Redudioo of this Duty upon Sweets, from 
36 J. to 12 s. pRovipEp Madp Wines, 
which had never yet p^id any Duty, weie 
for the future, to be rendered excijeable un- 
der the Head, of ^Tfiffft, would (o far en- 
creafe the, Confumption of thofe Commo- 
dities, that by the Duty arifing therefrom, 
the Supply, plight .be "r^jid^red complete. 
" Fo^, if we fuppofcv continued he, That 
the fuiyre Produce ^ this Duty will amount 
to 30,000/. a, Year, as it has pever hereto- 
fore produced, I bcijeve, 30X a Year, the 
Incr.eafe upon it. will then be a futficient 
Fund for borrowing aj^Bipch as will be ne- 
cefiary for making gootl the Supplies you 
,, ' have 
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have granted for the Service of this cnfu- 
jng Year-" 

There is no peed to quote the Argu- 
pients which were made ufe of to explode 
ihis nptable Projedl ; for it ejcplodes itfclf : 
But however ridiculous and contemptible it 
may appear to Poftcrity, it had fuchWeight 
with the floufc, that the Minijier carry'd 
his Point upon every Divifion, exfept otie; 
which was occafion'd by a Claufc to ex- 
empt the Wines, which were the Growth 
of Englijh Fines, from ■ being number 'd 
gmong Sweets. 

The next capital Proceeding of this Set- 
iion that I (hilt mention, is the Home At- 
tempt which was made, not only to fet a 
Mark'on theCity of Et/m^ar^;&, for conni- 
virtg at ilieAffrbnt which had been offer'd 
10 her Majefty's Regency, by the Mob's 
hanging up Capt. Perteous^ while under the 
ProKi3ion of her Royal Reprieve, but to , 
imprifon its principal Magiftrate, demolifh 
its Gates, deprive it of its Guards, (^c.

Among thie remarkable Incidents which 
happened during the Recefs, we are tq 
reckon the PritKC of fVaUs's removing ' the 
Princeis bis Confort from Hampton-Court^ 
where the King and Royal Family then rcr' 
fided, to St. Jame/s, when her Royal High>- 
nefs was under the Pains and certain Indi- 
cations of immediate Labour, without gi^ 
Ying their Majeftics any Notice of his Dct 
parture. UptJn which Occafibn, his Ma- 
jcfty in his* Mcffage to his Royal Highneis, 
bf September 10, was pleas'd to exprcis hiitt- 
Iclf as follows,

difguifed by fpecious Words only." 

" But the whole Tenour of your Con- 

' duS, for a confiderable Time, has been fo 

entirely void of all real Duty to me, that I

with you." 

" And until you withdraw your Regard 
and Confidence from thofe by whofe Infti- 
gation and Advice you are direfted and en- 
couraged in your unwarrantable Behaviour 
to me and to the Queen, and until you re- 
turn to your Duty, you (hall not refide in 
my Pajace ; which I will not fufFer to be 
made the Reforc of them, who under the 
Appearance of an Attachment to you, fo- 
ment the Djvifion which you have made 
in my Family, and thereby weaken the 
common Intereft of the Whole." 

" In this Situation I will receive no Re- 
ply: But when your Anions manifeft a juft 
Scnfe of your Duty and Submiffion, T^bat 
may induce me to pardOn, what at prefent 
I moftjuftly refent." 

In 
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" In the mean time, Jt is tny Pleafure 
that you leave St. James's with all your Fa- 
mily, when it can be done without Preju- 
dice or Inconvenience to the Princers. I 
ihall for the prefent leave to the Princefsthe 
Care of my Grand-daughter, until a pro- 
per Time calls upon me to confider of her 
Education." Sign'd G. R. 

To this may be added, That his Royal 
Highnefs having attempted to make his 
Application to the Queen, the Earl of 
Grantham^ her Majefty's Chamberlaini re- 
ceived Orders, Sept.i^^ to return the follow- 
ing Anfwer, diredlcd to Lord Baltimore. 

" The Queen is very forry, that the 
Prince's Behaviour has given the King fuch 
juft Caufe of Offence : But thinks herfelf 
reftrained by the King's laft Mcflage' to the 
Prince, from receiving any Application from 
the Prince upon that Subjed. I am. 

My lardy your Lordjhip's^ 6cc. 

Grantham." 

How long her Majefty continued in this 
Difpofition, we muft not take upon us to 
determine. On the 20th of November fol- 
lowing, (he was call'd ffom hence, and left 
behind her a Charafler, which was iec 
forth in a very pompous Manner, both by 
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t>nc Dr. 'Allured Clark, and the Houfe ot 

Commons. 

To return to our National Affairs : 
During all this Interval, the Spaniards 
having continued their pcpredaiions, our 
Miniders theairelves were at lall made icn* 
fible of the miferable Situation into which 
ibeir Ignorance or Connivance had reduced 
us : But they continued only to complain of rtic 
Exce£h of the Guarda Cojia's : Nay, they 
were fo ignorant as to mention the Regula- 
tions about vtjiting in the I'rcaty of 1667, ai 
extending to our Commerce in America, as 
well as in Europe: They demanded, That 
Jome Moderation might be ufed by the Spa- 
niards in the Exercife of their injurious 
Pretenfion fo long fubmitted to, and they 
thoM^x. oi Compounding to have it Jo/iened i 
They would even have left this Compb/ition, 
in a Cafe where all Compolition mud be 
deemed fcandalous as well as ruinous, to the 
Option of Spain j for they * dcfired, * That

Britijh Ships might fail without Danger^ 
xhitfome Limits might be given, JQmeJ'mall 
^antitiei of American Goods licenfed,yomf 
^rade in America allowed, and that a Spa* 
nijh Cedula might (inftead of a Convoy) fe- 
cure the Brittjh Ships in their Paflagc from 
Britain to her Colonies. And what wasthis» 
but to acknowledge aa abfolute Dominion 
in the Crown of Spain over the American 
Seas ? The King of Great Britain muft 
have fubmitted, in this Cafe, to fuch an 
Indignity in the Weft Indies, as private Mer- 
chants, Britijh and Dutch, would never 
fubmic to in the Eaft Indies^ when the Por- 
tuguefi, above a Century ago, ^etended to 
fufier no Navigation there, except under 
their Pafsports. 

' Yet thus our Minifters proceeded, and 
which is almoft incredible, After they had 
cmfeffed that they knew the Spani/h Com- 
plaint of illicit Trade, was an evafive An- 
fwer only -y and after that they had lament- 
ed. That in all the Spanijh Cedulas, there 
was n6 getting rid of that clogging Claufe^ 
A clogging Claufe, indeed, it had proved 
in the Reparation juftly due to our Mer- 
chants: A Claufe, which our Miniflen 
might have perceived (as every body elfc 
did) had rendered all the Cedulas obtained, 
in particular CafeSj ineffe^al, and muft 
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continue to do io^ .as long as the Poin^ 
Upon which the whole Difpute turned, 
remained undecided. 

But this is not all ; fomeihing more 
monftrous remains to be told. The Kxpe- 
d'lmti they propofed were pitiful and mean, 
diflionourablc and deftruftive. But the Ad- 
miffion they made by their Declaration iii 
1732, was worfe. No Enemy of Great Bri- 
tain would have urged any thing more to 
our Difadvaniage, in the Courfe of fuch a 
Negotiation. For in that Declaration^ (as 
if they meant 10 furni(h new Reafons to 
the Spamfl} Minifter to refufe, what they 
lamented they could not obtain) they not 
only admitted formally that a mofl: noto- 
rious illicit Trade was carried on by the 
Eritiflj Subjeds in Ammca, but that thefe 
Traders were protedled in this Breach of 
Treaty by the Britijh Ships of War. Such 
an Admiffibn could not have been made at 
any Time, nor in any Manner, by Mini- 
iters who knew what they were about, and 
who had a National End in their Negotia- 
tion ; or, if it had flipt inadvertently from 
them, yet as the fuppofed Prote(5tion of 
Britijh Ships of War to BrltiJh Smugglers, 
could not be more injurious to the Spaniards 
than their Pretenfion is to the Britijh fair 
. Trader, and to the Freedom of our Navi- 
gation, 
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gition, the Prohibition of the Ftrft ought 
to have beeo attended, at leaft, by a Dila- 
vowal of the Second. Nothing of this Na- 
ture was done. Our Miniflcrs gave up the 
Caufe of their Country often; they affcrt- 
ed it, never. 

However, at laft, in 'January 1737-8, 
they perceived, or feenned to perceive, the 
whole Ridicule of the Spanijh Complaint, 
as it was urged for a Reafon to fupport the 
Prctenfions of that Crown : They com- 
plained then *, ' That the Preventing the 
< Britijh Subjeds from carrying on an illicit 
' Trade, was made a Sort of Condition of 

* the King of Sf>ain's not fuffering Ships, 

* acting by his own CommiHions, to feize, 

* plunder, and detain Britijh Ships, which 

* had not been concerned in carrying on 

* any illicit Commerce.' Now, to mike 
That a Conditicm of not interrupting our 
Navigation, was to ufe this Nation as the 
moft impotent State never was ufed by the 
raoft powerful. To demand it at ull, was 
not leis ridiculous, than if we fhoutd de- 
mand of the Court of France to hinder the 
Smugglers from infefting our Coad. But to 
infill upon it as the Court of Spain had 
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done, ought to have convinced our Mini- 
fters long before, of what they were at lail 
forced to own *, ' That they have little 

* Hopes of engaging the Spaniards to fee 

* afide the Methods that have been hither- 

* to followed, in Confequence of the origi- 

* nal Laws and Inflitutionsof the/Wifj.' 

In this Manner was Britain^ who had 
been lately one of the moft refpedted Powers 
in Eur<^e, negotiated by her Miniilers into 
a. Defpair of recovering, from one of the 
weakcft Powers, the plaineft and moft ef- 
fential of her Rights. 

And to this Condition were Aflairs reduc'd, 
Jan. 24. When, notwithftanding the 
"737-8- cg^gpj Death of his Royal Confort, 
his Majefty had the Goodnefs to open the 
Fourth Seffion in Perfon, with a moft gra- 
cious Speech to both Houfes; which, being 
of the laconic kind> will bear to be inferted 
entire.

" I have called you together for the ne- 
f^ryDifpatch oi Republic BuJnefSjVirhicht 
I hope, will be carried on with that Pru- 
dence, and Expedition, which becomes the 
Wifdom of Parliament."

N. S. among a Variety of other excellent 
Matter, had the Spirit to expatiate in the 
following alarming Manner :

■' " Now, Sir, give me fcave^to fiippofe, 
ivhat I hope never ftiall happen. That any 
future weak iting fboutd follow flich a 
Wicked Advice: What Remedy could the 
People have ?

Wha( 
landed Geotlemao, or what Mailer, would 
refufe paying his Quota ©f the Land- Tax, 
or the Malt-Tax, if the Colledors and Offi- 
cers were every where to come attended 
with a Troop of Dcagoons, or a Company 
of Foot ? Even the Tniereft payable to the 
Creditors of the Public, upon.ihole Debts 
that were contracted to preferve our Liber- 
tics, would be made Premiums for enforce-. 
ing the Meafures of the Court ; for, if the 
Court could pay, or refufe to pay Intereft 
to whc(mfoever they pleafed, we may dc-r 
pend on it, they would pay no Intereft but 
to fuch as ihewed themfelves peaceable, 
obedient and loyal Subjeds.

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Ic is necdlcls, and would be cndlels, to 
trace every minute Circumftance, in which 
the Intereft of the Public was made fubfer-. 
vient to tKe Views of thofe who coni'uhed 
nothing but their tywn: In every Circuna- 
ftance, however minute, this was almoft 
uniformly the Cafe j as if the very Being of 
Parliaments depended on their doing thp 
Drudgery of the Court. 

As to the Land and Malt-Taxes, the 
Mutiny-Bill, and the {J(c and Application 
of the Sinking Fund, the Reader, no doubt, 
by this Time, has Icarn'd to confider them 
as the Vails of the Adminiftration, and, 
therefore, to be ask'd'only for form's Sake. 
There was, however, yet one Point in 
which it might be fuppofed the Nation bacj 
ftill'fome Chance to get the better of the 
Adminiftration, and that was the Affair of 
Spain; the negotiating Part of which, we 
have already'explain'd. 

But while we only employ'd Commiflar 
Tits, Embaffadors and Couriers, .f-e Court 
of Madrid chodc the more deci^ve Way of 
afling by Guarda Cofia*s, as ufual. In a 
Word, they continued to lake our Ships, 
and make Captives of our Seamen with a^ 
little Ceremony and Danger as ever. 

But tho' our Miniftcrs ftill preach'd up 

l^onRefiJiance, the People could not be prc^ 

vail'd 
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vail'd upon to relifh the Doflrine: On the 
contrary, the Merchants of London and Brif- 
tol fet forth their Grievances in Petitions to 
Parliament; as did, likewife, the Owners 
of feveral Ships ; upon which, the Houfe 
once more condcfccnded to grant a Day or 
Two's Attention to the Cries of the Peo- 
ple: In confequence whereof, a Call of the 
Houfe was order'd. Papers were demanded, 
and T^OTf were granted; the fuffering Mer- 
chants were heard ac the Bar of the Houfe, 
and having produc'd fatal Proofs, that their 
Complaints were not without Foundation, 
Mr. Pulteneyy as prime Adwocatc for the 
Nation, eniertain'd the Houfe with a very 
elaborate, pathetic, and animated Speech ; 
in the Cour(e of which, he made the foK 
lowing Propolitioins, or Motions, to the 
Committee, viz. 

" That it is the Opinion of this Commit- 
tee,. That it is the natural and undoubted 
Right of Briti/h Subjedts, to fail with their 
Ships on any Part of the Seas of y^mert'ca^ 
to and from any Part of his Majefty's Domi- 
nions; and that the feizing and con^fcaiing 
fuch Ships, as are not failing and trafficking 
^1 the Havens and Ports which have For- 
tifications, Caftles, Magazines, or Ware- 
boufes, or in other Places pofleffed by the 
Subjects of the King of S^ain^ is contrary to 
' ' Equity 
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Equity and Juftice, and a matiifeft Viola- 
tion of the Treacks fubfifting between the 
Two Crowns. 

"That it is the indifputable Right of the 
Subjcfts of Great Britain, to carry in their 
Ships all Sorts of Goods, Merchandize, or 
Effefts, from one Part of the Britijh Domi- 
nions, 10 any other Part of the Britijh Do- 
minions; and that no Goods, Merchandize, 
or Effefti fo carried, are by the Law of Na- 
tions, or any other Treaty fubfifting between 
the Two Crowns, to be deemed or taken as 
Contraband Goods; and that the Searching 
eA fuch Ships on the open Seas, under Pre- 
tence of finding Contraband Goods, is high- 
ly injurious to the Trade of this Kingdom ; 
a Violation of the Law of Nations, . and an 
Infradlion of the Treaties fubfifting between 
the Two Crowns. 

" That it may be refolved, That the Sub- 
jeSs of Great Britain did hold, and poffeis 
Lands in the Province of Jucetan in uhne- 
rica, antecedent to, and at the Time of, the 
Treaty of 1670 ; whict> Treaty coinfirmed 
the Right, to. every contrafting Party, of 
fuch Lands or Places, a? Either did' 4t the 
Time hold and pofiiefs : And that the Subjet^a 
oi Great Britain then h?d, ag4 haveat,aU 
Times finceclaim'd, a Right of cutting Log- 
wood in the Bay of Campecbey, and enjoyed 
the 
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the fame, without Interruption, till of late 
Years: Which Right Icems further particu- 
larly fectr'ij lo us, by the Manner in which 
the firft Article of the Treaty of Commerce 
at Utrctbt^ confirms the Treaty of 1670, 
with thcfe remarkable Words; — * Without 

• Prejudice to any Liberty or Power, which 
' the Subjcfts of Greai Britain enjoyed, ei- 
' ther thrpugh Right, Sufferance, or Indul- 

* gence.* 

" That the attacking of a Fleet of Ships 
gathering Salt in the Ifland of Tortugas, then 
under Convoy of one of his Majefty's Ships 
of War, by two Men of War belonging to 
the King of Spain^ firing o« the Convoy, 
'and taking four of the faid Ships', was a no- 
torious InffEtftion of the Convention fign'd 
at Madridy December 14, 1715, and a high 
Infult on the Honour due to the Flag of 
Great Britain." 

But thcfe Refolutions favouring rather 
too much of the uncbriflian Temper of Re- 
venge, which the Minijler feem'd refolved. 
to fubdoc, he not only, in a long and artful 
Speech, endeavour'd to make them appear 
both impolitic and unneccflary, but deter- 
mined to take off their Edge by the follow- 
ing Qualifyer or Amendment, as he chofe 
rather to call it. 

« That 
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" That the Freedom of Navigation and 
Commerce, which the Subjeds of Great 
Britain have an undoubted Right to, by the 
Law of Nations, arid which is not in the 
leaft reftrained by Virtue of any of the 
Treaties fublifting between the Crowns of 
Great Britain and Spain, has been greatly 
interrupted by the Spaniards, under Preten- 
ces altogether groundlefe and unjuft. Thar, 
before and fince the Execution of the Trea- 
ty of SevilUy and the Declaration made by 
the Crown oi Spain, purfuant thereunto, for 
the Satisfadtion and Security of the Com- 
merce of Great Britain, many unjuft Sei- 
zures and Captured have been made, and 
great Depredations committed by the Spa- 
niards, which have been attended with 
many Inftances of unheard-of Cruelty and 
Barbarity. That the frequent Applications 
made to the Court of Spain^ for procuring 
Juftice and Satisfa<ilion to his Majefty's in- 
jured Subjefts, for bringing the Offenders to 
condign Puniftiment, and for preventing the 
like Abufes for the future, have proved vaiti 
and ineSedual ; and the feveral Orders or 
Cedulas, granted by the King of Spain, for 
Reftitution and Reparation of great Loffes 
fuHained, by the unlawful and unwarrant- 
able Seizures and Captures made by the 
Spaniards^ have been difobeycd by the Spa- 
nip 
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nyh Governors, or totally evaded and dcf 
kided. And that thcfe Violences and De^ 
predaiions hive been carried on to the 
great Lois and Damage of the SubjciSs' of 
Great Britajn trading iQ'America^ and in 
direct Violation of the Treaties fublifting 
between the Two Crowns." 

But however expedient this Amendment 
was to him, it proved very unpalatable to ■ 
thofc who oppofed him j and Mr. IV. Plumer^ 
ia particular, concluded his Speech with 
thefe remarkable Reafons, why it ought to 
be rejected, viz> 

*' I (hall conclude. Sir, with oblerving, 
That the Refolution, as it will iland by 
Means of the honourable Gentleman's A- 
mendmcnt, or rather the new Refolution 
he has propofed, will, upon Examination^ 
appear to be in the fame Terms with the 
Anfwcr, which our Minifters have fent to 
the laft Spanijb Memorial i from whence it 
will of courfe be fuppofed. That the Refo- 
lution of this Houfe was didated by the 
lame Perfon that drew up that Anfwer ; and 
1 cannot think it confiftent with the Honour 
and Dignity of this Houfe, to give People 
without Doors any Shadow of Reafon for 
fufpefting, That the Refolutions of this 
Houfe are. diflated by our Minifters of State j 
for in all our Refolutions, but efpecially up- 
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on the prcfcnt Occafion, we ought 10 fpeak 
ooir -own Senfe, the Senje of ihofe we repre- 
fent-, the Senfe of the Nation^- and not the 
SenJ'e of Minifi^ers" 

But thcfevery ReafonSi inftcad of prevail- 
ing upon the Houfe to offert their Inde- 
pendency, Teem to have had a quite contrary 
Effedlt Miniftcrial Authority was held the 
only Authority ; and fo the Amendment was 
allow'd to pafs without a Divilion. 

An Addrefe, however, was agreed upon, 
'That his Majefty would ufe his Royal Endea- 
vours with his Catholick Majefty to obtain 
effeftual Relief for hts injured Subjeflsi and 
to convince the Court of Spaitty that his 
Majefty can no longer fuffer fuch conftanc 
and repeated Infulis to be carried on, to the 
Difhonour of his Crown, and to the Ruin 
of his trading Subjefts." To which his 
Majefty * was graciouily pleafed to an- 
fwcr, / am fully Jenfibk of the many and un- 
warrantable Dcpredatimi committed by the 
Spaniards, and you may be afj'ured I .will 
tnake Ufe of the moft proper and effeBual 
Means that are in my Power., to procure fu- 
fiice and SatiifaBion to my injured SubjeSis, 
and for the future Security of their Trade 
and J^avigation.

Q^ q The 
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The Houfe of Lords having likewife 
taken the Affair into their Confideration, 
prefented an Addrefs to his Majefljr, mate 
explicit, but to the fame Effed, and recei- 
ved an Anfwer to the fame Purpofc. 

Duriiig the tthole Progrefs of this Af^ir, 
it is to be remember'd, that the Minijler 
afled more like a Spaniard than an Er.g- 
lijhman ; treating the Firft as Friends, and the 
Lail as Enemies: And even now, when 
forced to hutnonr the People with a Prof- 
peft, however diftant, of having their Lof- 
fes repaired, and their Wrongs redrefs'd, he 
refolv'd to gratify his own Refentment firft, 
and make That which was their Sin their 
Punilhment. 

Accordingly, iho' already refolv'd not to 
draw the Sword, as yet however, he made a 
Demand of an additional 10,000 Seamen, 
10,000 having been already granted, and 
fwell'd the Supply, for all the Items of the 
Year, to- Three Millions Seven Hundred 
and Fifty Thoufand Pounds. 

But notwiihftanding he was thus arm'd 
at all Points, when a Bill was brought in for 
the Encouragement of our Seamen, which 
appear 'd to be not only highly reafonable 
in its own Nature, but in a manner necef- 
fary, in cafe of a Rupture with Spaing he 
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fo managed, -that the Bill was dropt, on^a 
Divifion of io5 againft 75. 

Thus the necejj'ary Btifinefi of the Seilion 
being difpatch'd, A/i?)' ^o, his Majefty clos'd 
the Scene with a gracious Speech of Thanks, 
^c. which concludes with ihc following 
Pariigraph. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

" Agreeable to what hath appeared to be ^ 
the concurrent. Opinion of both Houfes of 
Parliament, I have given Orders to repeat^ 
in the ftrongeft and moft preffing Manner, 
ray Injiances zi xh^ Cown oi Spain, for ob- 
taining Saiisfadion for the many Injuries 
and Lofles fuftaincd by my trading Subjeds 
in America, as well as an efie<£tual Security 
of their Rights for the future ; and I hope, 
from (he Jujiice and Equity of the Catho- 
lic King, to procure fuch Satisfadlion and 
Security, as may preferve the Peace, and 
eflablidi a free and uninterrupted Exercife 
of Navigation and Commerce, mutually be- 
tween the Subjects of, both Crowns, purfu- 
ant to our Treaties, and the Law of Na- 
tions." 

As this Conteft witK Spain was now be- 
come the principal Objefl, of the public 
Attention, it is proper to throw all the 
Lights upon it, which have hitherto occur- 
red j at once tojuftify the Nation, and ex- 
Q^ q 2 pofe 
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pofe the Meafurcs by which they were d(^• 
luded and betray'd. 

j Be it knowti, then, that the Pretenfion of 
che Spaniardi was now become not only too 
plain to be winked at any longer, but was 
grown up into afuppofedi^i^^/, which they 
aiTened as^direftlyas they could allert any the 
moft uiidilputed Right belonging to their 
Crown or Nation. The Spanijh Minifter, 
MonC de ia ^adra, in his Anfwcr * to a Me- 
morial fent from England with a Multitude 
of Cafes, of Ships lately taken by Guarda 
Cojla's, openly aflerted^ ' That the only Na- 

* vigationthc^/*//^ Subjcds can claim, in 

* the Weji-Indm^ is That to their own Colo- 

* nies, while they fteer a due Courfe, $nd 

* that their Ships are liable to Seizure atid 

* Con^[czzion,if it can ie proved ibat they have 

* changed their Rout without Neccffity.' This 
Pretenfion, the Child of our compliant Mi- 
nifters, appeared now fo terrible in its full 
Growth, that it frightned its Parents : In 

• the Draught of a Letter -f laid before Par- 
liament, as intended to be fent to the Spa- 
nips Minifter, our Minifters complained of 
it as < a moft: extraordinary and inadmifti- 

* ble Demand, not to be fupported even oa

' Don^inion] they iald, was what the King 

* of England's Prcdeceflbrs never knew, and 

• what he could never fubmit to.* 

When ihc Matter was brought to this 
Iflue; when the concurrent Scnfc of the 
King, the Parliament, and the Nation, was 
declared againfl the Pretenfion of the Spa- 
nijb Court, fo long connived ac, and favour- 
ed by ours, and, in Truth, againft the very 
Principle apd Method of Negotiation, which 
our Minifters had hitherto purfued, a 
powerful Fleet was Stted out ; our hrft 
Minifter declared, That even he fiiould be 
afliamed to negotiate any Ipnger \ and the 
People, in general, believed. That the Spi- 
rit of the Nation would recover, what the 
PufiUanimity of th? Adniiniftration had 
loft. 

But, infteadof fending this Fleet to the 
Weft Indies, it was ftationed in the Mediter- 
ranean. The Summer was fpent in Inadlion 
on our Part, for the Spaniards continued 
their Depredations with great Aflivity, and 
the Winter was opened with the News, That 
a Convention would be Ggncd between the 
Crowns di Great Britain and Spain : ■ The 
Contents of which were, ac firft, whh great 
Induftry, concealed.

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But we muft not confine ourfclvcs totho 
Spanifi Affair only : ThisSummer became 
remarkable for an Ehtloral Meafure in the 
Nprtb^ which defefves fome Notice, for 
Reafons, that the Fa£t itfclf will very fufH- 
ciently explain. 

Hanover had not only taken a Fancy to, 
' but found an Opportunity to make the * 
Purchafe of, a certain reverfionary Right iq 
the poor little Bailiwic of Steinhorfl, upon 
the Extindlion of the Male Line of Meffieur^ 
de Wedercop. To this End a Treaty was 
concluded betvfreen his Majefty and the D. 
of Holjicin^ Jiine 14, 1738, whereby the 
Duke transfers to him all Rights and Claims, 
for 30,000 Crowns : Unluckily, Denmark 
pretended to the fame Rights and Claims 
■which had thus been afligned by Holfteitij^ 
together with yet other new acquir'd Titles, 
deriv'd from certain Tranfadtions which 
had pafs'd between that Court and the We- 
dercops : And' finding, that Hanover^ with- 
out any Regard to thefe PretenGons, defign'd 
10 be the firft Occupiers, not only fent a' 
Detachment of thirty Dragoons, who got 
PoflelTion of it, but immediately publiih'd 
a Manifefto, fetting forth its Rights, CSc. 



" f ee a Pamphlet call'd, A Farlbtr Vindkalim ef tbt 
Cnje oj the Hanover TRoors. 

Upon 
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Upon this the Regencv of Hanoter, 
inJUpport of the Rights and Honour of the 
King of Great Britain, as is fee forth ia 
their Information, difpatched 200 Hanove^ 
rians to diQodge the Danei : A Fray en- 
fued, in which three Hanoverians^ the Da- 
nijh Officer, and one Soldier, fell : This was 
follow'd hy a long and curious Paper War, 
which continued, 10 the no fmali Diverfion 
of Europe, till all was happily adjufted, by 
a Treaty concluded at Hanover^ March 5, 
J739, N. S. By the firft Article of which, 
the King of England declares, Thai he 
never bad the leaft Intention to ofiend his 
Danijh Majefty; and that what had hap- 
pen'd was to be imputed to unlucky Circum- 
Jiances and Miftakes : By the other Articles, 
the King of England was to withdraw 
his Troops, demolifli his Worlcs, and put 
every Thing in Jiatu quo : And laftly, three 
Methods of deciding this whole Affair, was 
agreed to: HisMani/b MajeRy to have the 
Choice of them : And, at tafi, a definitive 
Convention was concluded between thepi, 
by which Denmark makes an abfolute Cef- 
fion of all its Rights 10 Steinborji, to the 
Eleiflor of Hanover, in ConGderation of 
Money paid, and Money to be paid hereaf- 
ter : But whether this was adually con- 
firm'd by the late Emperor, or only by his 
Q^q 4 printed 
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printed Sign-manual {L'EJiamfiik, ou Sdt^ 
imprime) as many other Adh have been, as 
if done during his Life, is not yet known. 

Now this important Treaty, pkinly and 
iimply as it ftands, relates only lo the Ha~ 
mwff- Treaty before fpoken of: And tho' 
the Title of England is very freely made 
ufe of in it, one would think it reafonable 
to conclude, That the Nation was no way 
to be concern'd in it, or afFeSed by it ; more 
efpecially, as the definitive Treaty between 
the Emperor and France had been concluded 
at Vienna, Mw. i8, 1738, N. S. by which 
the Peace and Quiet oi Europe was all fet- 
tled, and wc were authorized to hope, That 
our-Apprehcnfions and Expences, were aj 
laft drawn to an End. 

But, alas ! we were (lill (Hfappoifitcd : 
For, but NINE Days after the Signing of 
the Steinborji Treaty, before fpoken of, an- 
other was fign'd by the Engltjh Miniller at 
Copenhagen, on the 14th of the very fame 
Month, jufl as if it waited for, and attend- 
ed on the Knowledge of that fign'd at Ha- 
nover, on the i;th, and Was to be underftood 
as an Appendix to it. And, indeed, the 
very Treaty itleif, in the declar'd Gaufes, 
which are afljgn'd fpr making it, fecms to 
have an Eye rhore to what had laiety pafs'd 
between Hanover apd Denmark, thch Den-. 
mark 
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■mark and Englarui, by avowing* Thai in the 
PRESENT Situation oftbejiffain o^Europ-b, 
their reciprocal Intereft requires, ibat tbeir 
antient Friendjhip and Confidence Jhould be 
renew'd and jlrengthen'd byfiriBer Tyes. 

But if England is coniider'd, as no doubt 
it is, by all the Powers of Europe, as only an 
Appendage to Hanever^ then, indeed, ic mutl 
be allow'd, That this Renewal bad been 
render'd neccffary by the gkhous Feats of 
the Hanoverians at Steinborjl, in fu^rt of 
tbe Rights and Homurs of the King or 
Great Britain: And it was but Right 
and Fit, that England ftiould be obliged 
thereby, as flie was, to pay 250,000 Crowns 
a Year to Denmark^ for three Years, that 
the Friendlhip and Confidence of the two 
Princes might be reftor'd, and Steinborft 
continue in the PofleHion of Hanover, 

We are now to return to England, where 
the News of a final Accommodation with 
Spain was every Hour expected ; and in Ejf- 
pedation of which, the Opening of 
(he Seffion was deferr'd from Jan. 
18, to Feb. I, when the utmoft Conccffions 
of the Spanijh Court being arrived, his Ma- 
jefty, in his gracious Speech to both Houfes, 
poblifhed the glad Tidings, in the follow- 
ing Terms. 

«.' It 
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*' It is now a great Satisfaction to me, that 
I adi able to acquaint you, that the Mea- 
fures I have purfued, have had ib good.^a 
EfieiS, that a Convention is concluded, and 
ratified between me and the King of Spain i 
whereby, upon Confideration had of the 
Demands on both Sides, that Prince hath 
c^iged himfelf to make Reparation to my 
Subjedh for their LoOes, by a certain (lipu- 
laied Payment ; and Plenipotentiaries are 
therein named and appointed, for regulating, 
within a limited Time, all thofe Grievances 
and Abufes, which have hitherto interrupt- 
ed OUT Commerce and Navigation in the 
jimerican Seas; .and for fettling all Matters 
in Difpute, in ibch a Manner, as may for 
th'e future prevent, and remove all new 
Caules an4 Precences of Complaint, by a 
ilri£l <^ervance of our mutual Treaties, 
and a juft Regard to the Rights and Privi- 
leges belonging to each other. 1 will or* 
der the Convention and the feparate Article 
to be laid before you. 

" It hath been my principal Care, to 
make ufe of the Confidence you repo&d in 
me in this critical and doubtful Conjunc- 
ture, with no other View, biit the general 
and iailing Benefit of my Kingdoms; and if 
tt/l the BndSy which arc to be .hoped for, 
. f vcn fFomy«cf(y5/«/ Arms, can be^attained, 
with- 
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n^^thoiit plunging the Nation into a War, 
it muft be thought, by all reafonable and 
unprejudiced Perfons, the mod defirablg 
Event. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 
*' 1 have ordered the proper Eftimates 
to be prepared, and laid before you, for the 
Service pf the current Year. I heartily 
'nvijbj that the Pofture of Affairs would 
have permitted me to retrench the public 
Expences, for which I am obliged 10 de- 
mand the prefent Supplies: And I make no 
Doubt, but your experienced Zeal and' Af- - 
fcdtion for me and my Government, and 
the proper Concern you have always fhewn 
for the public Gtod, will induce you to grant 
pie fuch Supplies, as you {hall find neceJTary 
for the Honour anJ Security of mc and my 
Kingdoms. , 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 
" I cannot but earneftly recommend it to. 
you, not^ to fuffer any Prejudices or Animo- 
^/;Vj, to have a. Share in your Deliberation 
'at this important Conjunfture, which feems 
in a particular Manner, . to call upon you to ' 
unite in carrying on'fuch Meafures, as will 
foe moft conducive to the true Intereft and 
Advantage of my People." 

Upon the Report of this Speech in the 

t^oufe of Commons^ a Motion was made for

an Addrefs, containing not only a Paragraph 
of Thanks in the Beginning, and an En- 
gagement to furnifti the neceflary Supplies 
in the 'End, but the following lumping i^^^ii 
in the Body of it. 

** We acknowledge your Majefty's greac 
Goodnefs in the conflant Regard your Ma- 
jefty has been pleafed to expreis to the Pe- 
titiom and Complaints of your Subjcdts, and 
the Advice of your Parliament, and in pur- 
iiiing fuch Meafures for the Honour and 
Dignity of your Crown, and the true In- 
tercft of your People, as your Majefty in 
yojir great Wifdom judged to be moft pro- 
per and advantageous. 

" We congratulate your Majefty on the 
Succefs of your Royal Endeavours, in con- 
cluding a Convention with the King of 
Spain, vrhereby Reparation is ilipulatcd to 
be made and paid to your Majefty's injured 
Sut^efts, and Plenipotentiaries are appoint- 
ed for regulating all thofe Grievances and 
Ahufes, which have hitherto interrupted 
our Commerce and Navigation, and for re- 
moving ALL future Caules and Pretences of 
Complaint. 

" We beg Leave to afliire your Majefty, 

That your faithful Commons will effedually 

fupport your Majefty in accompliftiing and 

bringing to Perfection this great and necef- 

fary 
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fary Work, in fuch a Manner as may an- 
fwer the juft Demands and Expedlacionsof 
your Majcfty and your Peo]|Sle." 

But tho' this Motion was extremely pa- 
lauble to one Part of the Houfe, it excited 
Abhorrence in the other ; in particular, Sir 
Wiiliam IVyndham exprefs'd himfclf upon ic 
to the following Effed:: 

" The' I am not very apt to believe, vul- 
gar Reports, yet I am forry to fay, it is but 
too probable, That the Court of Spain has 
dar'd to triBe with us in a mofl egregious 
Manner, notwithftanding the Refolutions 
both Houfes came to lad Seflion ; and that ' 
they could not be brought to make the leafV 
Conceflion In our Favour, till we had given 
Up every Thing that we ought moft ftrefiu- 
oufly to have infixed on, 

" I beg Leave to give my Reafons for 
thinking fo, and thefe Re^dbns fhall be 
founded upon the greatefl and moft un- 
queftionable Authority, the Words oif hi? 
Majefty's Speech. We arc told there. Sir, 
That a Convention with Spain is concluded 
and ratiBed ; and that, in confequence of 
this Convention, Plenipotentiaries have beea 
nominated for redreiTing, within a limited 
Time, all our Grievances and Abufes. I 
have no Manner of Defign to foreftal the 
Opinion of the Houfe upon this Conven- 
tion; 
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tion ; I hope we (ball be fooo favoured with 
fe^iiig it, and I wi(h that it may be fouod 
a good ohe. Bui I beg leave to take no- 
tice. That our Minifters would have Hiewn 
a much greater- Regard for the Sentitnents 
of Partlament than they have done, if this 
Convention had been communicated to the 
Houfe before it was ratified. By this Means, 
Sir, we (hould not have been put to the un- 
grateful Task of perhaps condetpning a 
Meafure which has had the roy^ SaniSion, 
and which is now in fome Sort irrecover- 
able. But, how have our Miniftry ma- 
naged ? Why, Sir, they put off the Meet- 
ing of Parliament for fourteen Days, in 
order to throw this, I may call it, unfur- 
mountable Difficulty in our Way ; and then 
we are told. That this Convention is con- 
cluded, not only concluded but ratified, 
and not only fo, but that Plenipotentiaries 
arc appointed to fee it executed, and to car- 
ry it into a definitive Treaty. This 'is a 
very bold Stroke, cfpccially as the Parlia- 
ment has "already pointed out what our 
Rights are. If Regard has been had to the 
Refolutions of Parliament, I can fee no 
manner of Reafon for appointing Plenipo- 
tentiaries for fettling all Matters in Difpute. 
The Parliament, I think, has already done 
that, by cxprefly afcertaining what the 
Rights

Rights and Privileges of this Nation with 
regard to our Navigation in the Indies are. 
Therefore I cannot conceive what thcfc 
Gentlemen pur Plenipotentiaries are to fet- 
tle, untefe they intend, by virtue of their 
full Powers, to give up fome Part of what 
the Parliament has already found to be the 
undoubted Right of this Nation." , . 

To thefe he added feveral other very af- 
fecting Confiderations, and concluded with 
a Motion to leave out all the Paragraph* 
above inferred, by way of Amendment. 

But to obviate this, Mr. Cbancelior of the 
Exchequer ftood op, and after uttering a- 
bundance of notable Things in hiaWay, took 
Occafion to throw in the following bold

Ac- 
cordingly, a Motion was made by Mr. Sandyi 
for the Inftroftions given to Admiral Had- 
dock : But tbeje being number 'd among the 
Arcana Imperii, it was not held fafe to ex- 
pofe them} the Majority (which was 18^ 
to 1 13) cbuHog Darknefs rather than Light. 

The fame worthy Patriot then made 
another Motion for fuch Memorials or Re- 
prefentations as had been made co the Court 
of Madrid, relating to the Lofles of his 
Majelly's Subje^, &c.

The Sp^mdr<& h^d formerly of- 
fetcd 10 compoond for'thcir jiaft'Deprcda- 
tions by a grofe Suofi ; That Offier, indeed,' 
came to nothing j bat this Was occajioned 
only by ft Sum, in their Opinion too large, 
t)eing demanded. Every Cfduk granted by 
^pain, for ReAitmion of any particular Cap- 
ture, it matters not, whether obeyed or not, 
was ftill a ftrraigcr CoiifeffiOn than any 
Thing in the Cortventim oauld be. Buc 
neither the Spaniards nor our Miniiters had 
ever confidered thcfc partidalar Ctduidi as 
Confcflions of the Injnftice of the Spantjb 
Pretenfions in general. Animplicd Confef- 
fion of that kind, if it was one, was, there- 
fore, not a new Thing obtained by the 
Convention. But there is evidently no Pre- 
tence to fay, That fuch a Confeffion was 
even implied.

The 343,^77/. ■ being by drtfc Allow-- 
ances on one Side; and Deductions on the 
other, rcdufced to 140,000/. to be paid' by 
Spain, this 8uni was ftfll too large to be ob* 
tained. AH we were to- expeS was 95,000 /. 
another Deduction, therefore, was to be 
made; And accordingly 45,000 /. was ftrui:fc 
ofTj whibh was laid to be done under PrtJ 
tence of t'RoMl'T Payment. After the 
Spaniards "had, for many Years, mjnrioofljr 
detained the Effbas of theBr/V^ftSuWdfls, 
the Brit^ Mihiftcrs Aipdlate that fo large 
a Sum (ball be given, as dn IhdticchieoT, 
to thofe whc had roM>ed us, to vrA)itf6mg 
Refiifttfim^ The Uhceirtainty of the Pay- 
merit* in the Wefi-Ifuftes,' und even in Ofd 
Spain, was urged to excuft tbiis Deiklca:tion. 
But nfo Reafon was given, why our Mini- - 
Aershadndt obtained a ^romife of 140,000/. 
as much ta be relied on,' as the Promife of 
95,000 I: for which tHey claitAed fo much 
Honour; Tlie Uocertatdty of the Payments 
\vas not Ibrely an Argument ufed by rile 
Spaniardi. It muft have been, by the Na- 
ture of % r^ettficd^ by our Miniftcrs. Aii 
^^ • Offer 
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Oder of fo large an Abatement, for a DiA 
ierence io immiterial id che Opinion of the 
Spaniardiy who fuppofcd that both Pay- 
ments were equally certain, muft have been 
made by our own Minifters ; and by fuch 
an Oder, they (hewed as much Unconcern 
for the paft LolTes of our Merchants, as 
^Kf had Slewed for the futsre Security of 
our Trade. 

This laft and capital Error in the Con- 
vention no Cunning could fkreen : That 
there was no Stipulation of future Security 
to our Trade was admitted. The Objec- 
tion, That our Minifters had not complied 
with the Addrefs of Parliament, effeBually 
to convince the Court of Sfainy that his 
Majefty would m loiter fuffer thefe Depre- 
dations, remained unanfwered, nay confef- 
ied. How could it be denied, fince the De- 
predationa were not even to be fufpended ? 
It appeared. That the Convention^ once that 
beA of Treaties, that glorious and final Do- 
termination of all our Difpuces, was now 
become no more than a Preliminary. In 
1727, we had Preliminary Articles, in 1728 
a Preliminary Afl, in 1729, as to Britain^ a 
Prelnninary Treaty ; in 1732 a Declaration 
and Preliminary Commiflaries, who were 
to have made a Preliminary Report^ and 
jiffw^ in 1738-9. we bad obtained a Prelimi- 
nary 
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hary Convention. The End of all our Pre- 
litriinaries to 1730, had been, by a Silence 
upon our moil undoubted Rights, to get 
out of the Hands of \ht Spaniards the South 
Sea Ship the Prince Frederick -, the find of 
all our Negotiations fince has betfn' to pur- 
chafe, by the like Silente, an incbrtfirferable 
Sum of Money for our Lofles ; fo thaf it 
appears as if our Minifters had, in their 
whole Coriduift, confidertd the moftvalu- 
ablc Rights of the Nation, only with a 
View to the Price for Which they could be 
fold. 

If the Convention had been confidercd 
merely as an Effeft of the Proceedings of 
the former SelTion of Parliament, and If 
ihe fingle Point of Deliberation had been, 
whether in purfuance of the Addrefies, Rc- 

fiaration had been obtained, and fuch Pre- 
iminaries agreed to, for the other Pointy as 
were agreeable to Juftice, Prudence, and 
the Honour of the Nation ; to which fomc 
Perfons infifted, That all Debates concern- 
ing it ought to be confined, even in that 
partial Light we have feen that it would 
have appeared extremely defensive. But 
furely the proper Heads of Confideration, 
and ihofe which occurred to every Man 
who was, in earneft, felicitous for the In- 
tereft and Honour of Great Britain, were of 
S f - a 
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a larger Extent and higher Nature : Thcf 
were thcfe, ia Qiort, Whether it was not 
criminal, ruinous, and diihonourable to a- 
grce to any PrelimiDarles, until an undif- 
putable, plain, and ellential Right was af- 
ferted i until Juflicc for Cruelties, as well as 
Reparation for Damages was obtained, and 
until a Preteniion nnlupported and uofup- 
poruble, the Child of the Weaknefs of our 
Minifters, the Shame of our Country, and 
die Ruin of our Trade, had been difavow- 
ed, given up, and more exprefly rctrafled, 
than ever it had been a&rted. Whether it 
was not criminal to fign a Treaty, with<nit 
obtaining a Condition, which the King and 
the Parliament had pointed out to be the 
great Objcd of the N^oiiation ; a Condi- 
ticm to be Infifted upon, not to be refelred 
10 Difcuinoa i a Condition that could not 
be delayed without being rehifed ; and dn 
the Refufal of which, the Nation had en- 
gaged to fupport the King in whatever 
fliould be necellary to vindicate his Honour, 
and aflcrt i;heir Rights: Whether it was not 
ruinous, to refer a Right to be difcuf&d that 
was invalidated by being brought into Dif- 
pute, and to permit that while the Pleni- 
potentiaries debated, the Spaniardi fliould 
continue Depredations, long before this 
^ Time become intolerable : VVheiher it was 
not 
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not difhonourable, to accept of 8ny impli- 
ed, fuppofed, forced, or elulive Acknow 
ict^mentof a Right which our very Mini- 
ilers ought to have blufh'd to fee difputed, 
againft a Preienfion long exercifed, openly 
avowed, formally demanded, and refolutely 
infifted upon, fuppofing fuch an Acknow. 
ledgment to have been fairly deducible from 
the Terms of the Convention, as it was nor. 

Upon the Whole, after a Debate, which 
lifted till near One o'Clock in the Morning, 
the Houfe divided, and the Compliment of 
T&anki before-mentioned, was refolv'd upon 
by 260 againft 232. How juftly may be 
gather'd, not only from the Fa^ and Rea- 
ibnings already recoumed, but from the Ne- 
cefHty which foon after obliged us to recall 
their Excellencies MefT. Keeng and Carres, 
and refer the final Decifion of our Difputes 
to the Sword. . 

Both Parties, however, on the Morrow^ 
return'd to the Charge again ; a Motion 
was made to re-commit the Refoluiicn of 
the preceding pay ; many warm Speeches 
were made on both Sides, and on a DiviGon, 
the Mintfter again carry'd the Day, by 244 
againft 214. The C^cftion being then put 
upon the Addrefs, Sir fVilliam IVyndbam 
rofe up, and exprefs'd himfcif to the follow- 
ing Purpofc. 
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*' I do not rife up, afcer a long Debate, 
to give you again my Sentiments upon the 
Convention^ which we are now, it feems, to 
approve of; but to exprefs my great Con- 
cern, at what I have feen happen. In all the 
Variety of Company I have kept, I have n^ 
ver heard a iingle Perfon without Doors 
pretend to juftify this Ctnventton ', and when 
the Sentiments of Particulars were fuch, I 
did not expeft, when they were met toge- 
ther in a Body, to fee a Majority vote for it. 
This mull be owing to one of thefe two 
Caufcs: Either Gentlemen were convinced 
by the Arguments made ufe of in this 
Houfe, for juftifying this Convention ; or there 
are other Methods of convincing bcfidcs Rea- 
fon. I am not at Liberty tofuppofeit the 
latter, therefore, I muft fuppofe it thsifop.. 
iner. But tl)is, ^Sir,. is to nie a very tnelam 
choly Confideration^ for iho'l have attend- 
ed with the utaaoH Regard to all that ha; 
been faid upon this Cmventicnj^ I ■- haye nqt 
heard a.fingle Argument in. its Favoin:,,ih3t 
has had the kafl: Weight with m?* , Tliis, 
I fay, Sir, is a very melancholy ConfidcratitHi 
to me, lince it makes tx\Q cofuslude, tb^t)| 
have not common Senfe, becAofc I find.| 
cannot be convinced by the Strength, of fSfff- 
mon Reajbn -, and therefore I thiflk. royfclF 
very un6t to do my Duty in this Houfe. 
While 
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. While I fit here, I am refolved never to be 
^ireftcd by any thing but Reafon ; and, as 
I muft now conclude, that I do not under- 
hand Reafon when I hear it, I mufl think 
myfelf incapable of doing my Duty in this 
Houfcj therefore I am refolved to retire to 
the Country, and there perform my Duty 
as far as I am able, by adling in Conformity 
to the Laws, and in Obedience to the Go- 
vernment. 

" However, I muft beg Gentlemen to 
cbnfider the Confequcnccs of the Vote they 
are now going to give. This Addrefs is in- 
tended to convince Mankind, that the 
Treaty now under our Confideration is a 
reafonablc and an honourable Treaty for 
this Nation ; but if a Majority of 28,in fuch 
a full Houfe, (hould fail of that Succefs ; if 
the People Ihould not implicitly refign their 
Reafon to a Vote of this Houfe, what will 
be the Confcquencc f Will not the Parlia- 
ment lofe its jiutBority? Will it not be 
thought, that, even in Parliament^ we are 
governed by a FaSlion? And what thcCon- 
fequencea of this maybe, I leave to thofe 
Gentlemen to confider, who are now to give 
their Vote for this Addrefs. For my own 
Part, I will trouble you no more ; but, with 
thefc my laft Words, ' I fincerely pray to 
* Almighty God^ who has fo often wonder-

The miniuerial Herd feeming to be a 1^- 
tle alarm'd ac an Incident fb extraordinary 
and uncxpeded, their i><3f£er took the Hint, 
to exprefs himfclf with a Licentiotifncft 
which had never been allowed within tbofe 
Walls before — Let PofterJty be the Judge I 

Thefe are faid to have been his Words : 
" The Meafures which the Geodetnaa wha 
fpoke laft, and his Friends, may purfue,giv9 
me no UneaOneft. The Friends «f the Na-. 
tion and his Majeily are obliged to thetn 
for pulling t^ the Malque, b^ making thi| 
public Declaration. . Wc can be - opoa Mr 
Guard, Sir, agamft open R^bdHmf faoc 'tt^ 
bard to guard againft fectct TrcafDO, The 
FaSiumKi^k ofiSir,neverfate in thisHotiie| 
cbey never joined in «ny poblic Meft&u« o£ 
■ the 
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the Government, but with a View to di- 
ftrefe it, and to ferve a Popijb Intereft. The 
Gentleman who is now the Mouth of ibis 
FaStion, was looked upon as the Head of 
tbefe 'traitors, who twenty-five Years ago 
confpired the Deftruftion of their Country, 
and of the Royal Family, to fct a P<^tjb 
Pretender upon the Throne. He was feiz*4 
by the Vigilance of the then Government, 
and pardoned by its Gemency ; but all the 
Ufe he has ungratefully made of that Cle- 
mency has been toqualify himfelf according 
to Law, that he and his Party may, fome 
time or other, have an Opportunity to over- 
throw all Law, 

" I am only afraid. Sir, that they will not 
be fo good as their Word, and that they will 
return to Parliament ; for I remember that, 
in the Cafe of a favourite Prelate, who was 
impeached of Treafon, the fame Gentle- 
man, and his Fa^op, made the fame Refo- 
lutioci. They then went off like Traitors 
Etli' they were. Sir; but their Retreat had 
not the deteftable Effeft they expefted and 
wifhed, and therefore ihey returned. Ever 
£nce, Sir, they have perfevercd in the fame 
ir&afdnahie Intention of ferving that Intereft 
-by diftrcffing the Government. But I hope 
their Behaviour will unite all the true 
Friends ctf the prefent happy Eftablifhment. 
.(rfthe Crown in his Majefty's Perfon and 
S f 4 Family 
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Family more firmly than ever; and that 
the Gentlemen who, with good Intentions, 
have been deluded into the like Meafures, 
will awake tVoin their Deliilion, fince the 
trumpet of Rebellion is now in a manner 
ioonded" 

With regard to the other Bgfincfs of this 
Seffion, it will be fufficient to obferve,Thac 
the Army was continued for another Year, 
as before ; That theComplement of Seamen 
wasfix'd at 12,000?. That 75,583/. 6j. 8(/, 
was granted by way of Levy-Money and 
Subfidy CO the King of Denmark for 6000 
Troops, taken into Britijb Pay, immcdiaicr 
ly after the Affair Gf5/fifl^y?iThat a Claufc 
was calculated to levy 60000 /. of the Peo- 
ple of Englajid, as a Debt 10 Spain, which, 
with the further Sum of 95,000/. to be ad- 
vanced by Spain, was to make good the 
Lodes of our Merchants, in cafe ibc Con- 
vention had been fulfined: That 50QOP0/. 
was granted out of the Produce of the Sink- 
ing Fund, by way of Vote of Credit ; That the 
wholeAmountof (he Supply wa$2,63 8,563/. 
■ 10 ;. 4 / \. That the King was enabled to 
fettle an Annuity of ,15000 /.'^/i jinn, on 
the Dpke of Cumberland, and 24000/! per 
^;?s. on the Four Princelfcs; 'and that his 
Majefty clofed the Scffion with a gracious 
Speech, coniainit^ thanks, &c. and con- 
cluding thus : 'M 
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" I am perfuaded it is unnecefTary for me 
to recommend 10 your feriousConfidcration, 
the fatal Confequences that may threaten a 
Nation divided within itfelf, inflamed, and 
mifled by all the wicked Arts and Infinua- 
tionSt that Malice and FalJIiood can luggeft. 
It is too obvious, what Advantages our com- 
mon Enemies wait 10 take from the Heati 
and Animg/ities, that, under groundlej's Pre- 
tences, are induftrioufly fomenied, and fpread 
(hroughout the Kingdom. Let all, who 
profefs themfelves zealous Ailertors of the 
Rights and Privileges, Laws and Liberties 
of [heir Country, and of the Proiejlant Re- 
ligion under the prej'ent Ejiablijhment, unite 
in the Defence of tbefe inejiimable Ble£ings. 
Let the Honour, Profperity, and Safety of 
the Kingdom become one common Caufe, 
and reconcile all civil Dijcords and Divi^ 
Jiotis i that, by your Unanimity, you may dif- 
appoinc the anlf' Hopes and vain £::pedta* 
lions of our Enemies." 

It' is now ncceflkry to remind the Reader 
that, by the Declaration annex'd to the (^on- 
•i^ntion, the King of Spain referved to him?' 
felf a Right to {ufpeod the Aj/iaiio, in cafe 
,<he Soxih Sea Company refi>ii:d co pay him 
^Ojoooi bemg his Catholic Majefty'sDc- 
maod.on ibc iaid Company : Bui This the 
poinpany thought they had a Right to 
refufe, 
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refufe, unlcls the King, upon whom tbe^ 
had vaft Demands, cm account of the va- 
rious Seizures made of their £&^ by bis 
Orders^ would agree to compouud the 
Debt, and allow them 130,000 /. as the 
Netc ^alance in their Favour. To this Pro- 
pofal, however moderate, the Court of Afo- 
^d turn'd a deaf Ear : They had the Com- 
pany at their Mercy, and rciblv'd 10 make 
them know it ; nay, as if they had the £0^- 
HJb Nation at their Mercy too, they de- 
clined paying the very 95000 /. to which 
ihe Ctain^s <^ Er^lanJ had been reduced by 
her pliant i^ents, at the Time it became 
due ; Urging in Excufe, That Admiral Had- 
ikck's Squadron was not * rccall'd ; that the 
Declaratimi, with refpcft to the ji/Jiento^ 
bad not been comply'd with, &c. 

But by this Obftinacy on their Side, the 
Eyes of our Mmifier were at laft open'd, 
aiid he had Reafon to be convin^ of the 
Jn^xrfiibility, that any Conceffions on ours, 
could at the fame time prevent a Ruptur^ 
f iid pacify the Refentments of the Nation. 

Under this douUe NecefSty, therefore^ 
he found himfelf obllg'd, however reluft-

induce him to throw away the Scabbard. 

Accordingly, June 15, Orders were jflued 
privately for tnaking Reprifala on the Spa- 
niardif which were difpatched by a Man of 
War on the 19th following j and fome titne 
after Admiral Haddock was funiifhed with 
thelike Powersjon the Authority of which, 
he began to cruize off of Cadiz^ in order 
to intercept fuch Spanijh Ships as fiiould 
fall in his Way. 

Juh^ 10, thcfe Orders forReprifals were 
made public ; and as foon as the Court of 
Spain had Intelligence thereof, they i0ued 
the like; and alfo, that all the Ships, Goods, 
and Effefls of the Bntifl) Subjeds in the 
Spanijh Dominions ihould be feized and 
confifeated ; which was an'eicprefs Violation 
ol the Treaties between the Two Crowns, 
even in cafe a War had been, dcdar'd. . 

Ad open Rupnire was Jiow, therefore, 
become umvoidable, and yet ki.iocbwaB 
pur pacific Minijier to give way to it, that - 
it was not tili the 23d of Q^a^ Mlow- 
mg, tha:t the War was dcclar'd in form. - 

But tho' that great Mas was tbus^ flow 
\n letting loofe bis Refentment upon the 
Spaniards^ he made quicker Work at home : 
60 early as ytme 6, a hot Prcfs commcnc'd 
ibr Seamen ; on the i6.tb, an Embargo was 
' ' Uid 
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laid on all Shipping in all rfae Pons of 
Great Britain and Ireland; frotn which laft 
Cminiry Ten Regiments were likewife im- 
porced. One Hundred and Thirty Men of 
War, of all forts, manned with 34588 
Hands, were put into Commifnoo before 
the End o( November : Orders were like- 
wife itTued for augmenting all the Regi- 
ments in the Service, and finally to rait'e a 
large Body of Marines^ which, when com- 
pleted, fwell'd our Land Forces to between 
Fifty and Sixty Thoufand Men : With the 
Help of all which prodigious Preparations, 
we made a Shift to furprize Two Carracca 
Ships in their Return to Spain, by the Be- 
ginning of OSiober ; and Admiral Vernon 
(who lail'd from Portland Road,yuly 3 i, to 
intercept the AJfogues, but being difappoinc- 
ed, proceeded on to the fVeft-Indies) made 
himfelf Matter of Porto Bella, with Six 
Ship only, November 22. 

But fomc Days before this remarkable 
Event took Place, mz. Nov. 1^, the King 
was pleas'd to open the Sixth Sejjim with a 
moft gracious Speech; in which, having 
premis'd, That in all his Pr(x:cedings wirh 
the Court of Spain, he had been dircflcd 
by the Senfe of both Houfes ; having alfo' 
enlarged on the Augmentations he had 
ipade in his Forces by Sea and Land, and 
cxprcfs'd 
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exprefs'd his firm Dependancc on their 
known Afi«£lion for a fuitable Supply, &c. 
his Majefty proceeded as follows: 

" The Heats and Animofities, which, 
with the greatefl Induftry, have been fo- 
mented throughout the Kingdom, have, / 
am afraid^ been one of the chief Encou- 
ragemenis to the Court of Spairiy to hold 
fuch a Conduit towards us, as to make ic ^ 
neceflary to have recourfc to Arms; and the 
unhappy Divifiom amongft my Subjefls are 
the only Hopei of the Enemies co my Go- 
vernment : But whatever Views and Pro- 
jcdls they may form upon this Rupture, and 
what Advantages focver Spain may vainly 
promife itfelf from any Circumftances in 
the prefent Situation of Affairs; it is in your 
Power, by the Blefling of God, to defeat the 
one, and difappoint the other. Unjoo a- 
mong all thofe who have nothing at Hcarc 
but the true Intcreft of Great Britain, and 
a be<;oming Zeal in the Defence of my 
Kingdoms, and in the Support of the com- 
mon Caufe of our Country^ with lis general 
a Cpncfirrefice in carrying on the War, as 
there has appeared for engaging ip it, will 
make the Court of Spain repent the Wrongs 
they h^ve done us; and convince thole, 
who mean the Subverfion of the pr.fent 
E/labhJhment, that this Nation is determin- 
ed. 
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ed, and able, both to vindicate their injured 
Honour, and to defend themfclvcs againft 
all our open znd Jecret Enemies, both ai 
Home and Abroad." 

Before we purfoe the Bufinels of the SeP- 
fion, it is requifitc to fpecify, That, at the 
Inftance of Mr. P. * thai noble Rcibhition 
which had been fo lately taken by the Mi- 
nority to concern themfelves no more with 
the Bufinefs of Parliament, till Parliaments 
were really, as well as nominally the Repre- 
fentative of the People, was broke thro'; and 
the Minijler had the Glory, 1 cannot fay the 
Satisfaction, to fee his Prophecy 'fulhlled j 
which Ficklene^ or Inconfiflency, in the . 
Debate, occafioned by the Motion for the 
Addrels of Thanks, we find the laid Mr. P, 
thus endeavouring to excufe : 

" This Step (however it has been hither- 
to cenfured) will, I hope, for the future be 
treated in a different Manner, for it is fully 
juftified by the Declaration of War, fo uni- 
vcrfally approved, that any further Vindi- 
cation will be fuperftuous. There is not an 
Alfertion maintained in it that was not al- 
mbft in the fame Words linGAed upon, by 
ihofe who oppofed the Convention. Every 
Sentence in it is an Echo of what was faid 
in our Reafonings againH: chat Treaty ; and 
• Sse Ibi Difem >f tbi Feofle. p. 30. 

every 
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every pofitive Truth, which the Declara- 
tion lays down, was denied with the utmoft 
Confidence by ihofe who fpoke for the Con- 
veniion. Since that Time, Sir, there has not 
one Event happened that was not then forc- 
feen and foretold : But give me Leave to 
iay, Sir, that tho' the Treatment which wc 
have fince received from the Court oi Spain 
may have fwelled the Account, yet ic has 
furni(hed us with no new Reafons for de- 
daring War; the fame Provocations have 
only been repeated, and nothing but longer 
Patience has added to thejuilice of our Caufe. 
" It is, therefore, evident. That if the 
War be now neccffary, it was neceflary be- 
fore the Convention : Of this Neccffity, 
the Gentlemen (known, however impro- 
perly, by the Name of Seceders) were then 
fully convinced: They faw, inftead of that 
Ardour of Refenimenr, and that Zeal for 
the Honour of Britain^ which fuch Indig- 
nities ought to have produced, i^othing but 
Meannefs, and Tamenefs, and SubmiiHon ; 
and their natural Conlequences, a low, tem- 
porary Expedient, a fhameful Convention -, a 
Convention which, had tbe Spaniards not 
madly broken it, muft have ended in our 
Ruin, mud have thrown our own Naviga- 
tion into the Hands of our Enemies. To 
£jcb a Condutfl as this, they could give no 
Sanflioni , 
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SanflioD ; they law that all Oppc^tion was 
ine0e£tual, and that their Prefence was only 
made ufe of, that what was alraady deter- 
mined might be ratify'd with the pUufibIc 
Appearance of a fair Debate : They, there- 
fore, feceded, if that Word muft be ufed oa 
this Occafion, and refufed to countenance 
Meafures which they could neither approve 
nor defeat. 

" The State of Affairs is now changed ; 
the Meafures of the Miniftry are now al- 
tered ; and the fame Regard for the Ho- 
nour and Welfare of their Country, that 
determined thefe Gentlemen to withdraw 
their Countenance from fucb a Condud as 
they thought had a Tendency to deflroy 
them, has brought them hither once more, 
to give their Advice and Ailillance in thole 
Meafures, which they then pointed out, as 
the only Means of aUcrting and retrieving 
them." 

Having thus cicar'd up this Point, we afe 
now to proceed to the Addrefs of Thanks ; 
which, iho* objefled to on account of the 
Mention it made of Hifa/j and Ammojities^ 
in correfpondence to the laft Paragraph in 
his Majefty's Speech, was carry 'd without a 
Divifion : Indeed, the whole was but an 
Engagement in form, to comply with every 
Thing which the Crown had recommended,
